Preface. 


The present work is the outcome of the desire of the Agent to 
the Governor-General in the States of Western India to collect 
in a concise form details connected with the Princes and Chiefs 
of the Agency. The arrangement of the book though modelled on 
that which has been published in the Rajputana Agency, mate¬ 
rially differs from it, in as much as it supplies some statistical 
information in addition and endeavours to give a somewhat more 
detailed resume of ancient history. 

The materials collected from the several States in the 
Agency have been compiled and collated, substantiated and 
checked, where necessary, from other authorities such as the sta¬ 
tistical accounts by Colonel J. W. Watson, the Bombay Gazetteer 
and the Hind Rajasthan, by Sir M. N. Mehta, Ex-Dewau of 
. Baroda. 

Every effort has been made to ensure accuracy but the 
compilation cannot be considered as finally authoritative on any 
disputed question. 
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riie Ruling Princes, Chiefs and Leading Personages 
in the Western India States Agency. 
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INTRODUCTION. 

The Western India States Agency as at present constituted 
-was created in October, 1924, when the Political control of the 
; Bombay Government ceased and direct relations with the Go¬ 
vernment of India through an Agent to the Governor-General 
' Were established. This Agency comprises the State of Cutch, 
Kathiawar divided into the Western and 'Eastern .Kathiawar 
Agencies and the Banas Kantha Agency. All salute States, of 
which there are 17, are in direct relations with the Agent to the 
Governor-General; the remainder are situated in the Western 
Kathiawar, Eastern Kathiawar and Banas Kantha Agencies 
to each of which a Political Agent is accredited. The Eajkot 
Civil Station is under the administrative control of an Additional 
District Magistrate. 

The seventeen salute States represent the principal ruling 
clans of the Agency as shown below:—

Bosidos 
the above clans there are the Kathis, Parmar Rajpnts, Patidars, 
Maleks, Waghelas, &c.; ruling over considerable areas with juris¬ 
diction varying according to their status and rank. 

rp j Western India States Agency contains 201 States and 
ialukas ol which 88 are jurisdictional and the rest non-jurisdic- 
wonal. Bach of the three areas—Cutch, Kathiawar and Banas 
Kantha which constitute the Western India States Agency, has 
an ancient history of its own and deservos separate mention. 

CUTCH. 

The State of Cutch, lying between the peninsula of Kathia¬ 
war on the'South and the province of Sind on the North, is 
almost entirely cut off from the mainland, on-the North and East 
by-tile Rann and on the. South by the Gulf of Cutch. 

The territory .has a three-fold jurisdiction; the first comp¬ 
rises the State KTiulsa portion under the direct rule of His High¬ 
ness the Maharao. The second consists of the estates of the 
Bhayad. oT cadets of the Maharao’s house, a body of feudal land¬ 
lords, >he third known as Adhoi Mahal is held by His Highness 
the Maharfvja'of Morvi who is descended from the same stock as 
the Ruler of Cutch. 

The coast of Cutch is in some places slightly raised. Inland 
&ire broad plains some deep soiled and well-tilled. Though 
possessed of several streams, Cutch has' not a single perennial 
river. 

The earliest historic information available shows that about 
142-124 B. C., Cutch was part of Menandar’s Kingdom. *^ Next 
came the Scythians and Parthians in succession.' Tiien the' 
country seems to have fallen under the rule of the Sah dynasty 
of Saurashtra (14'0-380) A. H. on whose overthrow, the Vallabhi 
Kings came into po\ver though the Kings of the Gupta dynasty 
probably appear to have extended their rule over the country 
some time prior to the Vallabhi Kings^ In the seventh century 
(about 640)\Cutcli was part of the province of Sind. The next 
ruling tribes vvere Kathis, Chavdas, ^Solankis and Vaghekis. In 
-the nineth century the Arabs made settlements on the Cutch 
coast and.in the beginning of the tenth the province was consi¬ 
dered a part of Sind.

The present ruling clan Jadeja which is said to be a brsuob 
of the Sainma tribe and to have migrated from Sind seems to 
have established itself in the country during the fifteenth cen¬ 
tury. The British connection with Cutch began m 1809 A. D. 
when the first treaty with the Cutch Darbar was concluded. 

The Jadeja Court is a special institution run by a Bench of 
Jadeja nobles, members of the Bhayad and chosen by His High¬ 
ness the Maharao. The Court which owes its origin to the 
guarantee granted by the British Government to the Jadeja 
Chiefs under the terms of the treaty of 1819 is presided over by 
the Naib Diwan of the Cutch State. 

xV Political Officer designated “Political Agent for Cutch 
and for Morvi in Adhoi” was accredited to the province until 
October, 1924, when the appointment was abolished and the 
Cutch State was placed in direct political relations with tne 
Government of India through the Agent to the Governor'Gene¬ 
ral in the States of Western India. 


KATHIAWAR. 

Though the province is now generally' known as Kathiawar, 

its original name in the official records 
Derivation’and Extent. of the Mogul Empire of Delhi was 

Saurashtra or Sorath. The portion 
inhabited by the Kathis was alone known as Kathiawar but 
these daring marauders made themselves so prominent in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, that gradually, the name 
of their sub-division of the. province came to be applied to the 
entire peninsula. 

The Mahrattas knew the country as Kathiawar and *thi8 
practice was followed by the British in their turn. Kathiawar 
which is now a peninsula, is believed to have, been an island in 
far remote times. It has an approximate area of 20,882 square 
miles of which about 1,246 square miles are under Baroda, about 
1,298 square miles under the Collector of Ahmedabad and about 
20 square miles form the Portuguese possession of Din. Though 
the peninsula is now divided into two main divisions—each a sep^a- 
rate Agency, viz., the Western Kathiawar Agency and the Eastern 
Kathiawar Agency—it formerly had ten divisions, viz., Jhalaw’ad 
Gohilwad, Sorath, Babriawad, IJndsaryaiya, Kathiawar proper' 
Barda, Okhamandal, Halar and Machhukantha, each significant 



either of the tribes that had settled in it or of the place at which they 
had settled. Of the 189 States and Talukas comprised in the 
province 76 States exercise • jurisdiction while others on whose 
behalf jurisdiction is exercised by the Agency, are grouped under 
several ThanaS. 

The first ruling clan which established itself in Kathi-awar 

and of which anything- is known either 
Early History. from mythology, or popular legend was 

called the Yadavs, Shri Krishna who 
ruled at Dwarka, the ancient name of which was Kushasthali 
was a Yadav. The former ruler was Raja Revata, father of 
Revati, wife of Baldev, Krishna’s elder brother. Revata appears 
to have quitted Dwarka for the Oirnar which is still called Reva- 
tachal after him. 

The district Okhamandal in which Dwarka is situated is said 
to have derived its name from Okha the daughter of Banasur, 
King of * Shronitpur, in Northern India, , who was married to 
Anirudha, the grandson of Shri Krishna, but the true derivation 

is probably from Uslia or TJkJia salt and mandal country.

Following a great calamity that befell the Yadav race at Pra- 
bhas Patan about 6300 years ago, a portion of the race is believed 
to have reached Kabul and conquered much of the country. After 
many years, they returned to India and settled in Sind where they 
established the Summa dynasty, probably so named after Satnb, 
Krishna’s son; wKo is believed to have escaped the destruction.. Ah 
the earliest date of which we have any historical knowledge, 
Saurashtra was probably governed by the lieutenants of the Maurya 
Kings from the ancient citadel of Junagadh. The celebrated King 
Ashok belonged to this dynasty after whose fall the Greek Baktrian 
monarchs appear to have asserted their rule. Their lieutenants, 
who form the Kshtrapaor Sah dynasty, are believed to have become 
independent at an early period B. C.'and to have ruled till the end 
of the third century A. D. To the Sahs succeeded, the Senapatis 
or Yiceroys of the Imperial line of Guptas of Kanouj who governed 
from Waman8thali{modern Wanthali)near Juuagadb (A.D.400). 
Kumar Gupta is said by local tradition to have himself effected the 
conquest of the Peninsula. His successor Skandha Gupta has left 
an inscription on the rock at Junagadh. The later Senapatis became 
kings of Saurashtra who in their turn placed lieutenants at Wan- 
thali and established themselves at Vailabhinagar, the modern Yala

(A. D. 480). It seems probable that only the sea-coast of the 
Peninsula was populated in ancient times. Inland lay dense forests 
The most populous and famous portion of the ooast-belt which ex¬ 
tended from Madhavpur to Jafrabad was called Nagher and the 
interior was known as Abhiria and Anartta., The most populous 
portionof the Vallabhi Kingdom was the Bhal country, the Dholka, 
Dhandhuka and Gogha sub-divisions and Wadhwan and the 
neighbouring districts. 

In later times the name Saurashtra and its abbreviation Sorath, 
was applied to the interior of the province, first to the Kingdom 
of Chudasamas and later to the crown domain governed by the 
Fouzdar of Junagadh. It did not include Jhalawad nor Halar 
after the conquest of that portion of the Peninsula by the Jadejas 
(131.3). Gohilwad and Kathiawad remained parts of Sorath until 
the Maratha period (1726), but after Sherkhan Babi asserted his 
independence (1748), the term Sorath came to be applied to the 
territories under the Babi sway. The ooast-belt known as Nagher 
was called old Sorath while the interior portion including Juna¬ 
gadh, Vansavad, Chuda, Kandorna, Und, Mendarda and others 
was called new Sorath. After the fall of Vallabhi the Anhilwad 
Chavdas, a tribe of Rajputs of great antiquity were paramount in 
the province though their dominion was not so extensive as that 
of the Vallabhi dynasty. During their time or possibly previously 
the Chudasamas, a race of Rajputs claiming Jadav descent es¬ 
tablished themselves at Vanthali and Junagadh and thence soon 
spread their power throughout the interior of the province. Their 
original seat was at Nagar Thatha in Sind. The name is pro¬ 
bably derived from Chuda Chandra, the founder of the Junagadh 
Vanthali house, who w^as of the Sarama branch of the Jadavs. 
His descendants, therefore to distinguish themselves from the 
Sind Sammas called themselves Chudasammas. The next tribe 
that entered the province about A.' D. 900 from Sind via Cutoh 
was the Jethwas. They first settled at Alorviand later on spread 
along the Southern shore of the Gulf of Cutch; then they diverted 
towards the Bard a hills, where Shrinagar was one of their earliest 
settlements. Subsequently, they founded their celebrated capital 
of Ghumli, perhaps more commonly called Bhumbhli (Bhubhrit- 
palli) and it was here that they reached the climax of their power. 
They W’^ere accompanied in their migration by the Mer tribe, which 
has always occupied a position subordinate to the Jethwas. At 
the time of Mahomed Ghazni’s invasion (A. D. 1024) the follow¬ 
ing tribes were ruling in the province, viz., the northern portion 


of the coast-belt as far as Khambhalia andOkhamandal together 
with Barda hills, was ruled by the Jethwas and the coast pro¬ 
bably as far as Miani by the Chavdas. The Gohils held Mangrol 
and the coast as far as Madhavpur while the whole of the Nag her 
was owned by the Chavda. Mahuva and the coast of Valak was 
held by the Valas and tlie remainder of the.coast was probably in 
the hadds of Jiolis as far as Ghogha. . The centre of the province 
was subject to the Chudasammas of Junagadh. Mahomed is 
first said to have crushed the Mangrol Chief and then led his army 
on Somuath Patan, which he conquered and returned with rich 
spoils to Sind by way of the Eunn, leaving a Musalman Governor 
at Somnath. He was so charmed with the pleasant climate of 
Nagher and struck by the wealth and fertility of the country that 
he thought of permanently residing at So-mnath Patan, but this 
he was prevented from doing by his followers who were all eager 
to return home. 

In about A D. 1090 the Jhalas occupied the North-east 
corner of the peninsula, as well as Mandal and Yiramgam in 
Gujarat and thence began to extend their possessions to the West 
and South. The first sovereign to establish himself in the interior 
and along the coast of the peninsula was Sidhraj Jaysinh w^'ho 
marched in 1094 A.. D. against Ea Kbengar, the Chief of Juna¬ 
gadh, conqueredhim and obtained the allegiance of other chief¬ 
tains. About A. D. 1225 the Eathod tribes of Yadhel and Yaja 
who are believed to have sprung from Pabji Eathod, entered 
the province on the pretence of a pilgrimage to Dwarka where 
they treacherously massacred the Chavda and Harol Eajputs and 
seized Okhamandal. Owing to this slaughter, those who remain¬ 
ed in Okha adopted the name of Yadhels from the Sanskrit 
word Wadh a massacre. 

In A. D. 1260 the Gohils entered the. province-under Sejakji, 
son of Jhanjharsi, the Chieftain of Khergadh on the Luni in 
Marwar. 

In A. D. 1297-98, Alaghkhanj. the Commander of the Army 
of Sultan Allaudin Khilji of Delhi, who first overthrew the Anhil- 
wad dynasty, conquered Somnath Patan and gave up the town 
and'temple to plunder and subdued the Nagher portion of 
Sorath. From this date old Sorath became a Mahomedan 
province and was ruled by a governor whose seat was at Som¬ 
nath Patan. But now Sorath or the domain of the Chudasama 
Ea remained separate and unsubdued until 1350 A. D. when 


it was invaded by the Emperor Mahomed Tughlak who humbled 
Ea Khengar and levied tribute. The Imperial Viceroys of Guja¬ 
rat then asserted their independence and styled themselves as 
Sultans. In 1414 A. D. Sultan Ahmed Shah led an army against 
Ra Melak of Junagadh. A pitched battle was fought near 
Vanthali which resulted in the defeat of Ra who was compelled 
to submit. Ahmed Shah also hard pressed the Jethwas and 
drove them from Patdi to Kuwa. About A. I). 1441, the Maho- 
medan rule extended from near Madhavpin to the neighbourhood 
of J afrabad and the Jhalas and the Gohils wore forced to pay 
tribute. 

As soon as Sultan Mahomed Begda succeeded to the throne 
of Gujarat, in ,1459 A. D. he set his eye on Junagadh. Prefoxls 
for aggression were easy to find but Ra Mandlik niverted them 
every time by liis ready submission. Eventually, however, 
the Sultan regardless of the Ka’s obeisance, advanced with a 
large army and besieged Junagadh. Ra though he made some 
resistance in the beginning ultimately surrendered the place in 
1472, himself becoming a convert to Islam. Local tradition 
has it that Ra Mandlik was betrayed by his minister Vania 
Visal. Others suppose that he was doomed to fall by a curse 
pronounced against him by a Charan female named .Nagbai 
whose virtue he had unsuccessfully assailed. After concjuering 
Junagadh, the Sultan marched to Dwarka to chastise the Vadliel 
Chief Bhim of Okha who had molested Mullah Mahomed Samar- 
kandi. He took the fort and destroyed the temples and after 
building a mosque at Dwarka and leaving a deputy to govern 
the country returned to Junagadh. During Mahomed’s stay at 
Junagadh the entire affairs of the peninsula were settled, the 
tribute fixed and the administration of the crown districts of 
Sorath was arranged. • Ka Mandlik’s son, Bhupatsing alias 
Melag was appointed a hereditary Jagirdar and his descendants, 
to distinguish them from other Chudasamas designated them¬ 
selves Eaizadas, which appellation they retain to the present 
day. The highest official who was entrusted with the adminis¬ 
tration of the Mahomedan possessions in Sorath was styled a 
Thanalidar and Talarkhan was the first man to hold this office. 
He was succeeded by the Sultan’s eldest son Khalifkhan. > At 
this time, the turbulence of the Jhalas of Kuva attracted the 
attention of the Sultan, who marched to Kuva, stormed the fort 
and left a ThanaMar there. The Eaizadas of Junagadh though 
a separate Jagir of Sil-Bagasra was allotted to them, conducted 
the revenue affairs of the remainder of the Sorath district. 


' In A. D. 1513 Sultan Mahomed Begda died and was succeed¬ 
ed by his son Prince Khalilkhan who assumed the title of Sultan' 
Muzafar 11. 

At this time one more tribe, vh., the Kathis being driven from 
PaVargadh in Cutch by-the Jadejas entered the province and first 
settled .at Than, later spreading to various other places in the 
province, viz., Malia, Kherdi, Jasdan, Chotila, Paliadj &c. 

Sultan Bahadurshah who suoceded to the throne of Gujarat 
was defeated in A. D. 1535 by Humayun and lost the entire king¬ 
dom of Gujarat with the exception of Kathiawar. He thereupon 
started negotiations with the Portuguese who had already appear¬ 
ed in the country for aid against the Moguls which was readily 
given by the latter who eagerly waited for such aim opportunity. 
Bahadurtihah in return allowed them to establish a factory at Diu 
which privilege they abused by seizing the island and turning it 
into a fort. This led the Sultan immediately to repair to the place 
and an affray ensued resulting in the death of the Sultan in A. B. 
1536. Since that date Diu has remained a Portuguese possession. 
Attention in Kathiawar was next focussed on Jhalas who had now 
established themselves at Halwad. They grew turbulent, killed 
the DasadaThanahdarand thereby led to a Muslim invasion under 
Khan Khanan who succeeded in recovering, from them Dasada, 
Mandal, Viramgam and Halvad. Of these places the last men¬ 
tioned only was restored.to them on Mansinhji, their Chief, ma¬ 
king submission. 

Just at the time when the weakened powers of Sultan Baha¬ 
durshah had given loose rein to the ambitious nobles of Kathiawar 
who vied with each other in asserting their independence, the 
famous Jadeja tribe under Jam Rawal penetrated into the North 
of the province and established a cbiefdom. At this time Morvi 
was held by Fatehkhan Baloch while the Jethwa chieftains, 
though practically independent, were sore pressed by the Jadejas 
of Nawanagar. 

Sultan Mahomed III (A. D. 1536-1554) and Sultan Ahmed 
II (A. D. 16544561) succeeded to the Musnad of Gujarat in suc¬ 
cession. Dissensions occurred among the noble which, developing 
during the reign of Sultan Muzafar, the last Sultan of Gujarat, 
invited the interference of the Mogul Emperor Akbar, who speedily 
conquered the country in A. D. 1673 and appointing Mirzah Aziz 
Kokaltash, as first Viceroy returned to his capital. Muzafar re¬ 
belled in A, D. 1683 but was soon signally defeated, He escaped 


and found asylum witlf Loma Khuman of Kherdi. Subsequently 
the Jam of Nawanagar, Daulatklian Ghori of Junagadh, Loma 
Khuman and Raizada Kbengar of Junagadh joined Muzafar as 
allies which led to a battle between the imperial and allied forces 
known as Bhuchar Mori near Dhrol in which the allied forces met 
with a disastrous defeat. Muzafar fled to Cutch and subsequently 
committed suicide while on his way as a prisoner to Ahmedabad. 
Other changes resulting from this battle were the appointment of 
an imperial Fouzdar^\, Junagadh, the exaction of tribute from the 
Jam and all the Zamindars of Sorath, the annexation of Sorath 
to the imperial domain and the dismissal of the Raizadah to his own 
estate of Sil-Bagasara. Peace and rest prevailed in the country 
for some time but on the accession of the Emperor Jehangir to 
the imperial throne little attention was paid to the affairs of the 
peninsula. The Portuguese and the Waghers of Okha ravaged 
the coast-line. Inland the Jam encroached and the Kathis 
plundered. These disorders continued until Azamkhan, an active 
soldier was appointed Viceroy of Gujarat in A. D. 1635. He hum¬ 
bled the Kathis, built the castle of Ranpur and exacted tribute 
from the Jam. 


The offices of the Viceroy and the Eouzdar continued to ex¬ 
change hands and in course of time Mahabatkhan became Viceroy 
in 1662, and Kutbudin became Fouzdar of Sorath. Shortly 
afterwards Jam Kaisinhji killed his brother Jam Kanmalji and 
usurped the throne The Fouzdar at once marched against 
Nawanagar conquered it, and annexed it to the crown dominions. 
The State was restored to Jam Tamachi in 1673 A. D. Kutbudin 
was succeeded, as Fouzdar, by Sardarkhan, who made many im¬ 
provements at Junagadh, building the Sardar Bag and the Sar- 
dar Talav. The rise of the formidable Mahratta leader Shivaji 
began at this time fully to occupy the attentions and resources of 
the Moghul Empire with the result that the Imperial hold on Ka¬ 
thiawar slackened and weakened. Every Zamindarand noble took 
advantage by seeking each his own independence. Immediately on 
the death of the Emperor Aurangzeb in 1707 the Jam expelled 
the Nawanagar the Chhaya Chief styled himselt Zajnindar 

of Porbandar, theSihor Chief continued to extend his powers and 
raids of the Kathis became more frequent into Gujarat. The 
power of the Sorath Fouzdar was so weakened that he was him¬ 
self unable to collect the tribute without the aid of the Viceroy 
and a system of annual Mulkgiri expeditions was accordingly 
introduced. 
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la A. D. 1722 the Maratiias under Pilaji Gaekwar made 
their appearance in the peninsula and attacked Sihor but were 
compelled to retire principally through the efforts of Bhavsinhji 
of that , place whose increasing powers were then becoming appre¬ 
ciable in that neighbourhood. Bhavsiobji later on acquired 
Loliana the then important military . post, and in A. B. 1723 he 
founded the city of .Bfaavhagar. In 1726 A. D. the Chief of 
Chhaya (nowPorbandar ) seijied Madhavpur and its surrounding 
district through the m:fluenoe of the Desayasof Mangroland added 
them to his territories. Meanwhile the power of the Fouzdar Aa&d 
Ali continued to dwindle until eventually only the home paraganahs 
of Juuagadh were left to him, the outlying thanahs having already 
become independent. He clearly realijzed the situation and the 
need for an able officer as his deputy and m A. B. 1729 on his 
death-bed appointed Saiabat Mahomed Khan Babi to that office. 
Since the latter could not be spared from Viramgam where his 
•position was important, he deputed his son Sher Khan to act for 
him at Junagadh. After holding this office for sometime Sher- 
khan Babi retired to his Jagir of Ghogha and remained there 
until he was again appointed deputy Fouzdar of Sorath in A. B. 
1738. In about 1748 A. B. Hherkhan Babi withdrew himself 
entirely from the affairs of Gujarat, impoverished by the incessant 
raids of the Marathas and set himseJf up as an independent ruler 
at Junagadh. He styled himself Nawab and levied from other 
Chiefs tribute, now known as Zortalhi. 

In A. B. 1804, the Okha pirates plundered a Bombay vessel 
and consequently Colonel Alexander 
British connection, Walker, then Kesident at Baroda marched 

in 1807 to chastise them, at the head of the 
combined English and Gaekwari forces, but the Waghers and 
Wadhels averted an encounter by readily submitting to him. 
In the same year the permanent settlement of ti»e tribute of the 
Chiefs of Kathiawar was effected by Colonel Walker, It was 
about this time that the districts of Amreli, Kodinar, Bhimkata, 
(fee., jn Kathiawar, were acquired by the Gaekwar. The occasion 
that first necessitated the interference of the British in the affairs 
of the peninsula vvas connected with the fort of Kandorna belong¬ 
ing to th'e Kana of Porbandar. This fort came into the possession 
of Jam Jasaji of ' Nawanagar who refused to restore it. Colonel 
Walker accordingly marched against the place, took it, and 
restored it to the Porbandar State in A. I>. 1807. He also 
reduced the Mianas of Malia by demolishing their fortifications 
and discouraged the plundering habits of the Waghers. 


MINlSrff 
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In 1811 A. D, the refusal of the Nawanagar Darbar to 
surrender an Arab who had shot an English officer led to a march 
upon Nawanagar of the British and Gaekwar forces. After spma 
skirmishing the Jam yielded and signed a treaty providing.for 
the settlement of all the controversial points. 

The British Government subsequently helped in driving out 
Eatehmahomed of Cutch who proved unduly aggressive, _ia res¬ 
toring to the Jam the possession of Jodia and Balainbha from 
Sagram Khavas and in dismissing Omar Mokhasam from the 
Junagadh Court where his influence was bad. It was in the 
year 1820, that is after the Treaty of Poona, that the British 
power became paramount in the province. The rebellion of the 
Waghers of Okha in 1820, and the lawlessness of the Khuman 
outlaws caused the British Government to conceotrate their 
energies on their suppression. 


In A. D, 1831 the British Go 


Adminiatrafcion and es- verniiient established a Court of crimi- 


tablishment of order. jjal justice. 


In 1858 A. D. the Waghers of Okha again broke into rebellion 
which was suppressed by Colonel Honner.in 1859. They again 
rose in 1862 and it was not until 1867 that they, were completely 
subdued though not before the lives of two British Officers — 
Captain Hebbert and La Touche who led the attack had been lost. 
In 1868 Mulu Manik, the principal leader of the outlaws was 


killed. 


In 1863, to reorganize and regularise the administration of 
the province, Colonel Keatinge divided the Chiefs into seven 
classes with a varying degree of jurisdiction These classes have 
been abolished since 1926, Non-jurisdiotional Talukdars are 
grouped under twelve Thanas administered by Thandars who are 
invested with the powers of second class magistrates and em¬ 
powered in civil matters to hear suits up to Es. 600. Of the 
twelve Thanas four, vin., Babra, Dhrafa, Lodhika, and Lakhapa- 
dar are situated in the Western Kathiawar Agency and the re¬ 
maining, m>., Wadhwah Pist'rict Thana, Dasada, Jhinjhuwada, 
Bhoika, Songadh, Chok-Datha, Paliad and Chotila are in the 
Eastern Kathiawar Agency. 

In 1872 a Judicial Assistant with the powers of a Session.^ 
Judge was appointed to conduct judicial work. Since the creation 
of the Western India States Agency in October, 1924, a Judicial 
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Commissioner with the powers of a High Court has been 
appointed. 

In 1873, the Rajasthanik Court presided over by a British 
Officer was established with powers to enquire into and decide 
the mutual rights and liabilities of Chiefs and Girassias. This 
Court ceased to exist in 1899 when the powers exercised by it re¬ 
verted to the States. 


A railway line from Bhavnagar to Wadhwan was the first 
Indian State Railway opened in 1880 for public traffic in Kathia¬ 
war though a branch of the B. B. and G. I. Railway had already 
reached Wadhwan in 187-2, The total length of railways is now 
982-47 miles of metre-gauge. 

The Rajkumar College where the young Chiefs receive edu¬ 
cation, intended to fit them to rule their States was opened in 
1870. 


Almost all the States except a few Kathi estates follow the 
rule of primogeniture in regard to succession and on the failure 
of natural heirs, the right of adoption of a succession has been 
granted by the British Government in many cases. When the 
succession is disputed the authority to arbitrate and decide is the 
Imperial Government. 

The Northern part of Kathiawar is flat but the South is 

diversified by hills among which the 
granite peak of the Girnar above Juna- 
gadh is 3,666 feet high. The North 
half of the province produces a fine sandstone and the South 
half, the excellent limestone known commonly as Porbandar 
stone; Kathiawar is well watered by rivers running to every 
quarter from tUe central plateau but in the hot season the majo¬ 
rity cease to flow. The chief rivers are the Bhadar and the 
Machhu. 


General information of 
interest. 


The rainfall varies from thirty to fifty inches in the South 
and from twenty to twenty-five inches in the North. 

With a sea board of five hundred miles Kathiawar possesses 
fourteen ports of more or less importance, viz., Okha, Bedi, Jodia, 
Salaya, ' Porbandar, Mangrol, Veraval, Jafrabad, Bhavnagar, 
Talaja, Mahuva, Gogha, Dholera and Navlakhi. 

. Among several places of pilgrimage situated in the province, 
the most prominent are the Jain temples on the Shatrunjaya and 
Girnar hills, the temple of Shri Ranchhodji at Dwarka and the 
* temple of Somnath. 


The lion which is extinct elsewhere in India,-is to be found 
in the Gir forests of j;he Junagadh State. The Junagadh Darbar 
take pride, interest and care inthe preservation of these animals. 

Kathiawar, has also long been famous for its horses. ' These 
have fallen off recently both in quality and quantity owing to the 
reduced demand caused by the competition of foreign markets, 
but steps have been taken to maintain the breed by the Junagadh, 
Nawanagar and Palitana Darbars by the establishment of Stud 
Farms. A horse show is held annually designed to promote the 
breed, quality and quantity.' 


BANAS KANTHA. 

* 

The district of Banas Kantha which is situated in the North¬ 
west of Gujarat has a total estimated area of about 8,000 square 
miles and population Of 4,18,105 souls. As a whole, the district 
is a sandy plain with, in some places waving sand hills and bet¬ 
ween them valleys of black clay. The Banas and the Saraswati 
are the two chief rivers watering the country. The district has, 
like .the central parts of Gujarat, passed during historical times 
under the sway of the different Rajput dynasties of Anhilwada 
(746-1304); then of the Ahmedabad Sultans (1890-1573); then 
of the Mogul Emperors ( 1573-1757); then of the Marathas 
(1767-1819) and last under the British. The British connection 
with Banas Kantha dates from 1809 when an agreement was 
drawn up somewhat similar to the Kathiawar engagements. 

The Banas Kantha Agency (formerly) known as the 
Palanpur Agency) consists of eleven Jurisdictional States of 
which Palanpur and Rarihaupur are the only salute States and 
whose relations with the British Government are conducted 
direct through the.Agent to the Governor-General. Of the eleven 
States 5 are Mahomedan States and 6 Rajput States. 

The petty non-jurisdictional Giras holders are grouped under 
Thanas which are four, viz.^ Santalpur, Deodar, Kankrej and 
Varahi, the affairs of which are mnnaged by Thandars who 
exercise the powers of a Second Class Magistrate. The rule of 
primogeniture is followed by the majority of .the States in regard 
to succession and the Sanad of adoption is held by the States of 
Palanpur and Eadhanpur only.

JADEJA STATES.

The Jadejas claim their • descent from Shri Krishna, the 

deified King of Dvvarka and the head of 
Origin. the Lunar Yadav race, which derived 

its name from Yadu, 44th in descent 
from Adya Narayan (the primaeval Lord). Mythology relates 
that Shri Krishna had a son named Samba, by his wife Jambu- 
vanti, who was married to Rama, the daughter of Kaubhand, 
Prime Minister to Banasur, the King of Shronitpur in Egypt. 

Ushnik, the son of Samba who was at Shronitpur, escaped 
the internecine strife that occurred in the Yadav clan at Prabhas 
Pattan some 3300 years B. C. 

Banasur was after his death, succeeded by Kaubhand who 
in turn was succeeded by Ushnik. 

Devendra, 79 degrees remote from Ushnik had four sons:— 
Aspat, Gajpat, Narpat and Bhupat. Of these Narpat usurped 
the throne of Ghazni after killing Feroze Shah the then reigning 
sovereign and assumed the title of Jam. 

Sultan Saheb, the son of Feroze Shah recovered Ghazni 
from Samat or Samant, the son of Narpat who then retired to 
Sind where he established an independent principality. His 
descendants appear to have adopted the patronymic “ Sama ” in 
place of Yadav. 

The Jadejas are like the Chudasamas, an ofi-shoot of this 
Samma race that ruled in Sind for many years. There are 
three different versions of the origin of the word “ Jadeja A 
legendary account relates that the four Yadavs who escaped the 
calamity at Prabhas Pattan fled and sought refuge in Sind with 
Hioglaj Mata who hid them in different places. One of them 
whom she hid in her mouth was called Jadeja from Jada the 
mouth. The other two versions, together with details as to how 
the Jadejas settled in Cutch and Kathiawar are narrated in the 
following pages relating to the ancient history of Outoh. 


CUTGH.

- > . There is a macadamised road connect¬ 

ing Bhuj with Mandvi an important port in the peninsula. 
Mundra .another port in the South, is also connected with Bhuj 
by a medalled road. A road of about 30 miles in length extends 
towards Abdasa, the western part of Cutoh.' Bhuj is also linked 
with Anjar by a road "which bifurcating beyond the latter place 
extends to Khari .Eohar and Tuna. A road from Anjar about 40 
miles long-leads to Lakadia. The total length of the metalled 
roads in the State is about 200 miles. 
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There are seven Ginning factories in different parts of 
Industries States, some of them being also 

presses. 

Cutoii is noted for several industries requiring unusual 
manual skill and artistic taste such as (I) work in gold and silver 
popularly known as Cutch work, (2) embroidery and (3) enamel 
work ; it can vie with other parts of India in wood-carving and 
silk weaving also. The industry of ship-building, though not 
thriving as of old, owing to the advent of steam boats, has lost 
none of its old cunning which once made the Cutch vessels so 
famous.

The ruling family belongs to the .Jadeja clan which traces

the Yadav race. The Jadejas are a branch of the Samma 
Rajputs of Sind so called from their being descendants of Samant 
who belonged to the Yadav race. Lakhiar Bhada nine degrees 
remote from Samant founded the City of Nagar Samai, now 
known as Nagar Thatha and made it his seat of Government. 
Lakhiar Bhada had a son named Lakho Ghuraro who was mar¬ 
ried to Princess Bothi, the daughter of Viramdev, the Chavda 
ruler of Patgadh on the Runn in Cutch. Lakho had four sons 
of whom the two younger. Mod and Manai, having failed in their 
plot against the eldest Unad or Umar, the rightful successor, 
retired to Patgadh where they were kindly received by their 
maternal uncle Vagam.__

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Later on, they killed Vagajn au'^‘* usurped his chiefdom. 
This act enraged Vagam’s sozeraiu, the Yaghela of Gunthali,’ 
whom they pacified by doubling - Vagam’s. tribute- Fourteen 
cart loads of grass formed part payment of the tribute. On one 
occasion they concealed some warriors under this grass and their 
sudden disclosure at night surprised the Chief of Gunthli and 
resulted eventually in the driving of the Vaghelas across the gulf 
into Kathiawar. After this success Mod ruled as Chief of 
Western Cutch. 

Lakho Phulani, the fourth in descent, from Mod and the 
hero of Cutch legends, ruling at Kerakot, completed the conquest 
of Cutch, subdued the Kathis and was slain about 1340 fighting 
in Kathiawar. 

Lakha Phulani was succeeded by his nephew Pura or Pun: 
varo Gavani, the son of Jam Ghao. He died childless and 
Lakhaii and Lakhdhir, the sons of Jam Jado, the then reigning

from this circumstance. These two brothers founded a new bify 
named Lakhiyar Viyaro and moved their seat of Government 
there. Lakhaji who died about 1365 was succeeded by his son 
B.ata Raydhau so called from his habit of tying a piece of red 
cloth round his turban to secure it more firmly. He died leaving 
behind him four sons, vi^., Dedoji, Othoji, Gajanji and Hothiji. 
Of these the first three were full brothers; they divided the land 
into four parts, two for the eldest and one for each of the others, 
twelve villages being set apart for Hothiji. Dedaji’s chief town 
was Kanthkot. Othaji’s was Lakhiyar, Viyaro and Gajanji ruled 
at Bara. Othaji succeeded to the Gadi in 1385. After Othaji three 
Jams, vu., Ghaoji, Vahenaji and Mulwaji reigned uneventfully in 
succession; Jam Mulwaji who was killed in 1470 in a struggle 
with the Kathis was succeeded by Kanyoji who revenged himself 
on the Kathis by driving them out of Cutch and killing the 
Vaghela Chief of Gedi who had sheltered them. 

Kanyoji died in 1490 and was succeeded by Amarji in whose 
reign the Emperor of Kabul invaded Cutch and demanded a tri¬ 
bute called ^^Swari Vero”. The Jam repudiated the claim and 
this led to a battle resulting in the defeat of the Musalmans but 
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1610 to the fatal injuries he had received, 
Bhimji was the heir-apparent but the Jam while dying desired 
him to resign the Gadi in favour of a son if born to his mother 
who was then enceinte. Bhimji kept his promise investing the 
posthumous child Amar Amarani with all the regal power him¬ 
self acting as Regent. 

In 1472 -Cutch was invaded by Mahomed Begada who 
defeated the Cutch forces. According to the Sind historians on 
one occasion, about 1630 Shah Husain entered Cutch and in¬ 
flicted on the Rao a severe defeat. About this time the represen¬ 
tatives of the three branches of the Jadeja family were Jam 
Dadarji, Jam Hamirji and Jam Raval. 

Hamirji who was eighth in descent from Othoji and had 
inherited the throne of Cutch treacherously murdered Lakhaji, 
tenth in descent from Gajanji of Bada. Jam Lakhoji had four 
sons, Jam Raval, Hardholji, Rawaji and Modji who avenged their 
father’s murder by killing Hamirji. 

Hamirji had four sons, Aliyaji, Khengarji, Sahebji and Rayabji 
and a daughter named Kamabai who was given in marriage to 
Sultan Mahomed Begada of Ahmedabad. At the time of Jam 
Hamir’s death, Aliyaji was at Ahmedabad, Khengarji in Parkar and 
. Sahebji and Rayabji who were at home were saved from death by 
Jam Rawal’s wife who removed them secretly to Rapar in Wagad. 
Eventually all the four brothers met at Ahmedabad, where once 
on a hunting excursion with the Sultan, Khengarji, though a lad 
of 14 only performed a feat of gallantry by slaying a tiger with his 
sword, whereupon the Sultan, much pleased, expressed his willing¬ 
ness to grant him anything he might ask. Khengar asked for 
Morvi Paragnah and the territory was made over to him in 
perpetuity with the title of Rao. From Morvi, Khengarji per¬ 
petually invaded Cutch and after fourteen years’ struggle he 
succeeded in 1548 in driving Jam Rawal out of the State and in 
establishing himself as a ruler of Cutch. It was he who founded 
the present town of Bhuj in 1649 and transferred the seat of 
government there from Lakhiyar Viyaro which he presented to 
certain bards and Charans. In 1680 he founded the port of 
Mandvi. 

Rao Khengar died in 1686 and was succeeded by Bharmal 
who ruled till 1631. During his reign Gujarat passed from the 
Ahmedabad Kings to the Mogul Emperors. Availing himself of 
this opportunity Bharmal tried to make himself independent and

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the Mogul Emperor. 



In 1617 Bharinal went to Ahhaedabad to pay homage to 
Emperor Jahangir and presented him with 100 C'utoh horses, 100 
aslirafi and ‘2,000 rupees and the Emperor, in return gave him 
his own horse and a dagger and a sword and accorded him the 
privilege of issuing in his territory his own stamps and coins 
called Kories. At the same time, on the condition of giving 
pilgrims a passage to Mecca he freed Cutch from tribute. 


Bao Rayadhanji, the fourth in descent from Bharmalji suc¬ 
ceeded to the Gadi in 1662. In his reign, the Subah of Gujarat 
sent Mnazimbeg at the head of a large army to levy tribute but 
he returned with his mission unfulfilled since his array was not 
a match for the well disciplined army of Cutch. 


Rayadhanji died in 1697. He had ten sons each of whom 
was entrusted during his life-time with the management of 
different districts. His funeral was attended by all the sons 
except Pragmalji, the third son, who stayed at home under pretext 
of pain in his eyes. He ordered the gates of the city to be closed 
and issued the Royal Proclamation in his own name superseding 
the claim of the son of Noughanji who had predeceased Rayadhanji 
aind of Rawaji, the second son. As soon as the news of Pragmalji’s 
act reached the other brothers they hurried to their different 
districts and held them independently of the ruling Chief. Prag¬ 
malji contrived the murder of his elder brother Rawaji. When 
Kanyoji, the son of Rawaji reached maturity, he tried unsuccess¬ 
fully to win back his birth-right. However he held possession of 
Morvi which was placed under his command and his descendants 
still hold it. Pragmalji died in 1716. He was succeeded by his 
son Godji who died in 1718 and the latter was succeeded by his 
son Desal, during whose reign an imperial force headed by Mozim 
Beg came into Cutch to demand tribute. As a result of negotia¬ 
tions however in which the terms under which the remission of 
tribute had been granted by Emperor Jahangir to the Cutch 
Barbar were considered and in view of the fact that the Rao was 
well prepared for all emergencies, the Moghul forces withdrew 
without pressing the demand for tribute. This incident served to 
impress on the Rao the necessity for strengthening his position 
and accordingly he built a fort at Bhuj. 

In 1721, Nawab Kesar Khan came into Cutch demanding 
tribute, but the hews of the strengthening of the new fort at Bhuj 


diverted him from his attack on it and after devastating Nalia, an 
open town in Abdasa, he returned. Then Sher Buland Khan the 
Viceroy of Gujarat (1723-1730) at the head of an army of 50,000 
men and taking with hirn Kanyoji, the Morvi Chief, as a claimant 
for the Cutch Gadi advanced towards Bhuj, The situation appa¬ 
rently was alarming and caused anxiety to the Rao as he had 
not sufficient men and money to oppose such a strong army. 
However Sheth Devkaran, a Lohana by caste offered his services 
to help the State out of the difficulty. The Sheth was made 
Minister and he collected a large sum of money and an army suffi¬ 
cient to cope with the invaders. A battle ensued and success 
attended the Cutch Army. So signal was the defeat that Kan¬ 
yoji left the Musalmans and obtaining his pardon joined the Rao. 
Devkaran Sheth introduced several reforms in the State and forti¬ 
fied the towns of Bhuj, Anjar, Muudra and Eapar. He extended 
the Rao’s power by leading an army into Parkar. He chastised 
the Okhamandal pirates who hampered the trade of Mandvi and 
recovered Balambha and other villages in Halar from Kanyoji. 

The latter part of Desalji’s reign was disturbed by the insur¬ 
rection of his only son Lakhaji. He hated Devkaran Sheth as being 
;jjan obstacle to his ambitions and the first man who fell victim to the 
riot was Devkaran who was slain in front of his own house. This 
roused the indignation of the Rao who was subsequently pacified 
by the submission of Lakhaji. Some time later, Lakhaji arranged 
an entertainment at his house to which he invited his father and 
the officers of the State. When the Rao and the principal officers 
were safely secured in a room he ordered every opening of it to 
be closed, himself withdrawing. Thus he placed Rao Desalji in 
confinement and himself began to rule after 1741. Rao Desalji 
died in 1751. Lakhaji freely spent the immense treasure he had 
inherited which did much to strengthen his power. The repeated 
changes of ministry were a special feature of his -reign. About 
1757 the Rao presented Emperor Alamgir 11 with some Cutch 
horses and in return was decorated with the title of Mirza. La¬ 
khaji was the first of the Jadejas to establish the form and state 
of a Darbar or court at Bhuj. He enlarged and embellished his 
palace with foreign ornaments, many of them of European work¬ 
manship. ' His taste for European articles sprang from his acquaint¬ 
ance with one Vaghela Ramsing Malam of Dwarka who had 
made several voyages to Europe and was a man of high mechani¬ 
cal talent. Taken into the service of the Rao, he established a 
cannon foundry and silk and glass manufactures, made clocks and 
minutely copied patterns of European models and figures and the 


present mechanioal skill of the Outoh craftsmen is mainly ascribed 
to his training. To reward his services the Eao presented him 
with the village of Kalyanpur. The Emperor of Kabul conferred 
upon the Eao the distinction of “Maharaj Dhiraj ^Himself a 
good scholar in the Vraj language, Bao Lakhpatji founded a 
school to spread its knowledge among his subjects. Lakhaji 
died in 1760 and was succeeded by his son Godji. One Jiwan 
Sheth the servant of Punja Sheth, the former Diwan was con¬ 
firmed as minister. This gave offence to the latter who retired 
to Gulam Shah Kalhore, then reigning in Sind and induced him 
to lead an expedition against Outch. With a force of 70,000 
men the Shah accompanied by Punja Sheth encamped in front 
of the Jara Hills where he was met by the Cutch forces headed 
by Jiwan. The terrific explosion of the Cutch gun at the first 
shot created confusion and disorder in both the armies. The 
combatants met pell-mell and a hand-to-hand fight ensued which 
entailed heavy casualties on the Cutch side, Jiwan the minister 
being slain. From Jara, Gulam Shah marching to Tera levied 
a heavy fine and plundered and burnt the country. The Eao rea¬ 
lized the seriousness of the situation and privately sent word to 
Punja Sheth to withdraw the Sind army and invited him to 
accept the office of minister. His return to favour at Bhuj 
secured, Punja was not less anxious than the Eao to get rid of 
the Sind Army and this he tactfully managed to carry out. 

On assuming the ministership Punja Sheth occupied himself 
in arranging for the dismissal of the Eadhanpur Army which 
was summoned for assistance and which, holding the gates showed 
no signs of departing. When the Eao became more certain of 
his power he determined to rid himself ef Punja Sheth towards 
whom he was never well disposed. Punja was put in prison and 
poisoned. The news of the manner in which Punja met his 
death roused the indignation of Gulam Shah of Sind who again 
entered Cutch with an army of 50,000. Efiorts for a compromise 
following a few days skirmishing proved fruitful and Gulam Shah 
returned contented with the hand of an ordinary Jadeja girl. 

After Punja’s death a succession of ministers followedmost of 
whom were murdered and their property seized. During the 
changes the Eao lost Balambha in Kathiawar. A band of Sidis 
numbering about 400 whom the Eao employed for his protection 
grew powerful until the peace of the palace was threatened and 
it was not until the Eao was actually himself confined that the 


band's di^p'ersal was ^ordered. Engaged at this insult Godji 
retired tb.Mandvi,. paying little attention to State affairs. 

About 1775 Miyan Sarfarzkhan Gulamshah’s son 'invaded 
Cutch and returned after levying fines at Adhoi and other places. 
The r.efusal of the Rao to surrender two Baluchis who were 
fugitives from Sind, led to the invasion of Abdul Nabibkhan who 
was opposed by the Cutch forces under the command of one 
Mirza Kurpa Beg. Victory was won by the Cutch Army. Godji 
died in 1778 and was succeeded by his son Rayadhan. Devchand 
who was minister in the early part of Rayadhan’s reign shared 
the same fate as most of his predecessors. Wagha Parekh was 
the next man on whom the Rao’s choice fell as minister. He 
attacked the Jadeja Chief of Patri and slaying him took his fort 
but Wagha's fate w’-as not long delayed. He was killed by Sidi 
Masud, one of the Rao’s favourites. About twenty years of age 
Rayadhan began to show signs of madness, his chief peculiarity 
being an extreme zeal for the Mahornedan faith. Mahomed 
Sayed, a Mahornedan beggar is said to have influenced the Rao 
in this respect. His zeal assumed such alarming proportions as to 
force Hindus to embrace Islam. This created uneasiness 
throughout the State and an attempt was made to place the Rao 
under restraint by Wagha Parekh bringing a body of troops from 
Anjar, but the Rao getting timely warning managed with the 
help of his Pathans to escape. Eventually in 1786 the Rao was 
brought under control by Meghji Sheth of Anjar. After placing 
Rayadhanii in confinement, Meghji Sheth raised Prithiraj or 
Bhaiji Bava, Rayadhan’s younger brother to the Chiefship, the 
administration being carried on by a council owing to the Rao’s 
minority. In the beginning affairs went on smoothly but subse¬ 
quently dissensions arose in the council as a result of which Rao 
Rayadhan was freed from restraint by the members'of the coun¬ 
cil. Rao Rayadhan’a being at large was a danger to the public 
and the State affairs again became confused. The situation was 
however saved by one Fateh Mahomed who again placed the Rao 
under restraint. This Fateh Mahomed a Notiar Musalman of 
Sind descent and of great personal strength and courage was 
admitted as a member of the Bhaiji Bava’s council. Always a 
favourite with the troops he restored Bhaiji Bava to his proper 
position as the head of the State. His career as minister proved 
successful. Ho won the regard of the young Rao with his unflinch¬ 
ing loyalty and ready submission. Peace at Bhuj and the neigh¬ 
bourhood having been restored, his attention was turned to the 



outlying parts of the country, viz., Vagad, Mundra, Mandvi, etc., 
which he brought under the authority of the Rao. He recovered 
arrears of tribute from the Jam of Nawanagar and obtained from 
Girassias the cession of the Bhachau district in Vagad. He built 
a fort at Lakhpat and improved the port. 

On reaching maturity Bhaiji Bava began to view with jealousy 
the absolute power of Fateh Mahomed and differences of opinion 
commenced to occur even in trifling mattcjrs. Once when Fateh 
Mahomed was away at Lakhpat, the Rao fled to Mandvi where he 
was joined by certain officers who were unfriendly to the former 
and were anxious for his ruin. The news, of the Rao's escape to 
Mandvi reaching him at Lakhpat, Fatehmahomed hurried back 
to Bhuj and took firm hold of it which he did not surrender until 
he was promised the estates of Anjar and Bhachau but at the 
same time he set free Rao .Bayadhau, a step which considerably 
embarrassed the new Government. However before matters 
became worse, Rao Bhaiji died and Rao Rayadhan was again 
restored to the Chiefship. In his madness he tried to assault his 
minister Hansraj who saved his life by escaping to Mandvi. Some 
time later Hansraj came back and succeeded in placing Rayadhan 
under restraint. About this time (1802) he offered to cede Cutoh 
to the British Government on condition that they would grant 
maintenance to Rao Rayadhan and his relations. At this time, 
Fatehmahomed who withdrew from the State affairs was busy 
improving the trade of Anjar and establishing a harbour at Tuna. 
As he was short of funds, he demanded money from Askran, 
his follower who fled to Hansraj and they jointly led an attack on 
Fatehmahomed but returned unsuccessful. On a promise of being 
made a minister Askran set Rayadhan free, but unfortunately he 
was unpopular and only saved himself from being put to death by 
a timely escape. 

B’atehmahomed then advanced on Bhuj. He was opposed 
by the Rao who detested him. A skirmish ensued in which the 
Rao was wounded in the leg and was caught and placed under 
restraint. The injury to the sacred person of the Rao was much 
resented by the people and Fatehmahomed forfeited their confi¬ 
dence inspite of his explanations and apologies. B'atehmahomed 
was once more in power, but his former genial nature and amiable 
manners were changed and the outstanding feature of his manage¬ 
ment were taxation and exaction. Peace and security were non¬ 
existent in Cutch inspito of Fatehmahomed’s efforts to restore it. 


These ciroumstances led to the Ruler of Ciitch asking for British 
help. 

In 1809, two separate agreements were taken, one with 
Fatehmahomed as Wazir to His Highness the Rao and the other 
with Hansraj as Diwan to His Highness the Rao, the former 
providing for peace and security and the latter for an English 
Agent being stationed at Mandvi. Shortly after Hansraj died 
and was succeeded by his brother Tokarshi. During the next 
two years (1810-12) Fatehmahomed’s chief object was to 
raise the revenue and he spread a large body of militia over the 
whole province. He was not content with Cutch but wanted to 
bring the whole of Gujarat under his rule, driving the English 
out of Kathiawar. To realize his designs he crossed the Runn 
into Kathiawar with a large army, but being warned by an 
English Agent who met him at Hadiana that Colonel Walker 
was dose by with a body of British troops, he retired to Cutch. 

Piracy continued contrary to the terms of the 1809 agree¬ 
ment unchecked and this called for the interference of the British 
Goverument in 1812 who sent a British Officer, Lieutenant Mac- 
Murdo to make necessary arrangements. In 1813 Fatehmahomed 
fell a victim to an epidemic of plague which broke out all over the 
province taking a heavy toll of life. Rao Rayadhan survived 
Fatehmahomed only a month and died on the 30th October, 
1813. Fatehmahomed had two sons, Ibrahim Miyan and Husain 
Miyan who quietly succeeded to their father’s power. After Rao 
Rayadhan’s death the succession was disputed between Man- 
sinhji, his illegitimate son and Ladhubha his brother’s son. The 
latter’s claim was supported by all leading Hindus but the 
Miyan’s brothers sided with ManSinhji and succeeded in raising 
him to the Gadi, under the name of Maharajadhiraj Mirza Maha- 
rao Bharmalji. 

The Rao. being young the administration was carried on by 
Hussain Miyan who was friendly to the English but Ibrahim 
who was hostile to the English did not like his brother’s conci¬ 
liatory policy. The efforts of one Jagajiwan Mehta an old ser¬ 
vant of Fatehmahomed to cure this hostility towards the English 
resulted in the murder of Jagjiwan Mehta and his whole family. 
Ibrahim’s success was however short-lived. He was murdered 
on the 23rd September 1814 by a Marwadi officer of the Rao’s 
employ. Hussain’s administration proved a failure as a result 
of which Shivraj, son of Hansraj and Askran gained ground and 


placed at the head of affairs, the young Kao who made them his 
ministers. The absence of a reply to a communication addressed 
by the British G-overnment on the subject of the Vagad banditti 
and the dismissal of the British Native Agent from Bhuj indicat' 
ed the Kao’s feelings towards the British. Shortly after the 
Va,gad banditti, about 600 strong, attacked Captain Mac-Murdo’s 
camp and only .after heavy casualities on both sides were beaten 
back. Instead of chastising the marauders the Kao rewarded 
them and unprovoked attacks of the Kao on the Jadeja Chiefs 
became more frequent. Bobber raids went on unchecked and 
disorder prevailed all over the province. 

The British authorities who had throughout been patiently 
watchiug the situation again addressed a letter to the Kao urging 
him to restore order and to settle certain outstanding differences 
between them and the Kao. The letter proved ineffective and 
consequently the British force which had just reduced Jodia in 
Kathiawar and was ready for a move advanced under Colonel 
East. The Gaekwar’s troops joined them and the combined 
forces took up their position at Venasa, twelve miles east of Anjar. 
The Chief of Vandia submitted and the troops moved on Anjar, 
which w'as then in the possession of Hussain Miyan who refused 
to surrender it. Accordingly the fort was invested on the morn¬ 
ing of the 25th December, 1816 and was taken before -evening. 
The port of Tuna was occupied the next day. The force next 
moved towards Bhuj encamping at Lakond on the 3rd January, 
1816. Negotiations started by Captain Mac-Murdo, however 
saved the situation from going further. A treaty was signed by 
the Kao in which he accepted the proposals of the British Go¬ 
vernment and the Company in return promised to hand over to 
the Kao, the fort of Anjar and twenty-three other villages. 

The conclusion of the treaty led to the withdrawal from 
Bhuj of the British Force which marched into Vagad where its 
appearance at once established order. The towns of Mandvi and 
Sisagad were surrendered to His Highness and the surrender of 
Kanthkot and Bela which was a centre of disorder soon followed. 

In June, 1816, the British Government remitted the sum of 
Rs. 8,13,876 due to them on account of military charges and in 
addition remitted the yearly tribute of 2 lakhs of Koris. 

Captain Mac-Murdo was appointed Resident at Bhuj and 
Collector of Anjar. Shortly afterwards, the Amirs of Sind started 
negotiations with the Kao to enter into a hostile pact against the 
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English but their efforts proved abortive. Things went on quietly 
until 1818 when the incident of Ladhubha’s unprovoked murder 
occurred creating a great sensation. The British Government 
warned the Rao against molestation to Ladhubha’s family, but 
this seemed to have had little effect on him, • The chaotic situa¬ 
tion into which the affairs of the State had already fallen was 
'further- aggravated by the Rao’s unprovoked attacks and encroach¬ 
ments on the possessions of the Bhayad who approached Captain 
Mac-Murdo urging him to guarantee them protection. Further 
the raising of fresh troops by the Rao, and an attack on Adessar 
in Vagad unmistakably indicated that his rule was a dariger to the 
public peace 

In the beginning of 1819, a British force accompanied by all 
the leading Jadeja Chiefs encamped in front of Bhuj. After some 
skirmishing involving casualties in which some persons were injur¬ 
ed but no life was lost, the fort was surrendered, the Rao giving 
himself up. On the 19fch April, 1819, the Ilao’s sou was invested 
by the British Government with the chiefship under the title of 
Maharaj Mirza Rao Shri Deaalji, who was then a minor and the 
administration was accordingly entrusted to Regency Council 
consisting of the Resident as President and some Jadeja Chiefs 
as Members. The Girassias of Vagad who were dispossessed of 
their lands and who were therefore making continued.raids in the 
country in company with Khosas, the scattered remnant of a 
Musalman tribe who had been driven from Sind, were pacified 
with the restoration of their possessions and order was established. 
On the 16th Juno, 1819, Cutch experienced a terrible earthquake 

resulting in serious loss of life and property, 

,* 

The Amirs of Sind demanded the port of Lakhpat- under a 
threat of invasion, but the Resident’s stern’reply repelled them. 
A fresh treaty was concluded with ^.the Cutch Darbar in 1819. 
The Khosas again became turbulenfand were subdued in 1820. 
In 1822 the district of Anjar was restored to the Rao for a yearly 
payment of Rs. 88,000. 

In 1823 as a result of the failure of the rains the country 
suffered from a severe famine. This calamity was followed in 
1825 by a disturbance caused by a raid of a body of plunderers 
3,000. strong from Bind who took possession of a fort in the Haba 
lulls; A struggle ensued in which their leader was slain and they 
were driven out of the country. After this disturbance, the Bri¬ 
tish force was increased to 6,000 men.

/ In 1830, Sir John Afalcolm, the Governor of Bombay, visited 
Cutch. He removed the guard oyer the ex-Rao and permitted 
hhe young Rao to be gradually initiated into the affairs of the 
{State even though he was not of age. He also remonstrated with 
tfche Jadeja Chiefs or the Bhayadfor their conduct in withholding 
their co-operation with the Rao in suppressing the disturbances 
caused by foreign marauders and freebooters. 

In 1832 the Parkar robbers again disturbed the peace of the 
country. A force which was sent into Parkar reduced the free¬ 
booters and with a view to securing Cutch, against any further 
raids from Sind a British detachment was posted on the frontier. 
In the same year,.arrears of tribute amounting to Rs. 2,60,000 
w'ere remitted by the British Government and the Cutch Darbar 
were held liable only for the expenses of the subsidiary force re¬ 
tained for the preservation of the peace. Rao Desalji was invested 
with the full powers of the State on 8th July, 1834, Colonel 
Pottinger being the Resident. 

The suppression of infanticide, the abolition of the slave 
trade and the prohibition of Sati were the special features of his 
reign. From Ist April, 1840, the designation “ Resident ” was 
changed into ‘'Political Agent”. In 1869 aggreeably to the 
wishes of the Rao for reasons of his ill health, a Regency was 
appointed with the Political Agent as President and the heir- 
apparent, the minister and two Jadeja Chiefs as members. The 
Regency was dissolved after about a year, the whole management 
being entrusted to the heir-apparent. 

Rao Desalji died on the 26th July, 1860, and was succeeded 
by his son Pragmalji who w^as honoured in 1871 with the title of 
Knight Grand Commander of the Star of India for his good 
government. 

Rao Pragmalji who died on the 1st January, 1876, was suc¬ 
ceeded by Ms son Rao Khengar III, the present Ruler. 

The present Ruler His Highness Maharajadhiraj Mirza Maha- 

Present History (Ruler). Sir Khengarji Sawai Bahadur, 

G.C.S.I., G.C.I.h., who was born on the 
23rd August, 1866, succeeded to the Gadi on the 1st January, 
1876, on his father’s death. Owing to his minority the adminis¬ 
tration was carried on by a Council of Regency which terminated 
in 1885 when His Highness coming of age was invested with full 
powers. In the same year His Highness received the title of 


“Sawai Bahadur”. This distinction was followed,bv t.hp 
al ' "Page 28.

The title of G.C.S.I. was conferred upon His Highness in 
June, 1917, and for his services in connection with the War, the 
title of Maharao as an hereditary distinction "was conferred 
upon him on the 1st January, 1918. The permanent salute of 
the State is 17 guns but a local salute of 19 guns was granted to 
His Highness on the Ist January, 1921. 


His Highness attended the Imperial Conference in London 
in June and July, 1921, as a Representative of India. He also 
attended the Assembly of the League of Nations at Geneva in 
September, 1921, in a similar capacity. 

During the .Great War, His Highness paid for the main¬ 
tenance of an Indian Regiment at the front, the total cost 
whereof amounted to Bs. 21,60,000. He also placed at the 
disposal of the Irri'perial Government all the resources of the 
State contributing his quota in men and money and materials. 
Nearly Rs. 31,66,000 were subscribed by His Highness and his 
people towards War Loan and Relief Euads. 

His Highness married (1) the daughter of Thakore Saheb 
Vakhatsinhji of Sayla and (2) the daughter of Rana 8hri Jalam- 
sinhji of Charadwa under Dhrangadhra State, Both the mar¬ 
riages took place on the 9th February, 1884.

Nobles and Sardars (Jagirdars). 

Nearly half of Cutch is held in ‘Jagir’ by the Nobles and 
Sardars of Cutch, who are most of them Jadejas, and descendants 
of Maharaos. As these ‘Jagirdars’ with few exceptions are descended 
from the same ancestor as the Maharao, the collective term of 
Bhayat has generally been applied to them. A number of them 
have been guaranteed by the British Government the enjoyment 
of their ancestral lands. These Bhayats are bound to furnish 
troops on any great emergency and on certain occassions they 
make customary presents to the Maharao. In 1877, it was 
further settled with the sanction of Government that they should 
pay “Nazrana” on succession to their estates. They are expect¬ 
ed to promote the moral and material prosperity of the State as 
a whole by encouraging education, medical relief, construction 
of roads, etc.

NAWANAGAH. 


The State of Nawanagar lies in the North-Western portion 

of the Province of Kathiawar between 
Boundary and limits. 22°-58' and 21‘’-44' North latitude and 

69°-10'-30" and 71“-33'-30" East longitude. 
It is bounded on the North , by the Gulf and Runn of Cutoh, on 
the East by the States of Morvi, Rajkot, Dhrol, Gondal and other 
small Talukas of the Western Kathiawar Agency, on the Soutli 
by Porbandar State and the States of Western Kathiawar Agency 
and on the West by the Okha Runn and the Arabian Sea. 

It is generally flat, but about two-thirds of the Barda hills 
traverse its limits. Mount Venn, the highest point of the Barda 
hills is 2057 feet above sea-level. The principal rivers are the 
Bhadar, the Vartu, the Aji, the Beti, the Dondi and the Und. 
'I'he harbours of Jodiya, Salaya and Nawanagar or Bodi are 
situated within the State. It contains 691 villages, of which 546 
are Khalsa grouped in eleven Mahals. 

The area of the State is 3791'3 square miles stretching from 

West to East between Okhamandal and 
.\iea and extojnt. the Morvi State and from North to 

South between the Gulf of Cutch and 
Kathiawar proper with few interspersions. It is the largest in 
Kathiawar, although the average quality of its land is slightly 
inferior to that of Junagadh and Bhavnagar.

and gold-embroidery and also for its 
Industries. woven scarves and other clothes. The 

dyeing is also famous and the water of 
the river Rangmati is supposed to be specially favourable for this 
purpose. The gold embroidery is not only rich but very tastefully 
done and is widely advertised and appreciated. Nawanagar is 
also famous for its incense, perfumed oils, brass work (nut- 
crackers) and Kanku, the red powder used by women to mark 
their foreheads. But the principal occupation is agriculture and 
the rearing of live stock.

The Jam of Nawanagar belongs to the Jadeja clan which 
. . , , ... claims its origin from the great Jadav 

Ancient History (origin), j-ape, The branch of the Jadavs from 

which Chudasamas and Jadejas are descended was originally 
called Sama and ruled at Nagar Thatha in Sindh> The Chuda¬ 
samas first entered Saurashtra, and after them the Jadejas ac¬ 
quired the sovereignty of Cutch. The next incursion from the 
North appears to have been that of the Deda branch of the Jade¬ 
jas under Jam Hala who drove away the Jethwas who had esta¬ 
blished themselves at Nagnath Bandar (now Nawanagar) and 
Ghumli and acquired the greater part of their dominions. Jam 
Hala was followed by two Chiefs, Jam Unad and JamBamanioji, 
the latter of whom established his power in Cutch. 

In about A. D. 1535 Jam Rawal invaded Sorath and conquered 
the Jodiya and Amran Parganaha from the Dedas and Chavdas, 
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Nagna.thBandar from the Jethwas, and the Khambhalia Parganah 
from the Wadhels and in A, D. 1540 founded the city of Nawa- 
nagar. Sucoessive Jams consolidated their rule over the portion 
of Saurashtra now known as Halar. This name, which is a 
contraction of Halawar, commemorated the name of Jam Hala, 
the originator of the family. Jam Rawal was assisted in his con¬ 
quests by his brothers Hardholji, Eawaji and Modji. Hardholji, 
the founder of the house of Dhrol, conquered that Parganah from 
Dhamal Chavda and retained it. Rawoji retained Khambhalia 
and its subordinate villages and Khandhera was bestowed on 
Modji by Jam Rawal. 

Jam Rawal was succeeded by Jam Vibhoji in 1662 who had 
four sons of whom Satarsal,the eldest, ascended the G-adi in A. D. 
1569. 



Jam Satarsal, otherwise called Jam Sataji, sensing that the 
bonds of the sovereign power both at Delhi and in Gujarat were 
loosened, absorbed many villages of the Gujarat domain and 
asserted his influence over many of his weaker neighbours. It was 
in his reign that the Jams of Nawanagar were by the permission of 
the Sultan Muzafar, allowed to coin Koris. Jam Sataji, in espous¬ 
ing the cause of Sultan Muzafar, who having been driven away 
by the 'Viceroy of Gujarat, sought his shelter, brought troubles 
upon himself. In opposing imperial army which marched 
against them, the Jam and Muzafar were defeated. The Jam 
returned to Nawanagar but his son Ajoji and his minister Jasa 
Ladak, resolved to engage in a battle and were disastrously rout¬ 
ed. Ajoji and Jasa were slain and Muzafar fled. The place 
where this battle took place is called Bhuchar Mori situated near 
Dhrol. So great was the loss sustained by Nawanagar on this 
fatal field that since that day the word Bhuchar Mori has in Halar 
been almost synonymous with a massacre. The Moghals who also 
sustained no small loss, pursuing their success, marched on Naw^a- 
nagar but the Jam had fled thence with Sultan Muzafar to the 
fortress of Junagadh. Afterwards Jam Sataji started negotia¬ 
tions and was restored to his dominion on his agreeing to pay 
tribute. Jam Vibhaji the third son of Jam Sataji conquered 
Rajkot, Sardhar, &c.; and from him spring the present chieftains 
of Rajkot. 


The names of nine Jams who came to the Gadi in succession 
aflor Jam Sataji were not signalized by any notable event except 
that in Jam Ranmalji’s time, some domestic dissenssious occurred 
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which developed further in the time of Jam Eaiainhji. The ag¬ 
grieved party summoned the aid of the Mahomedan Fouzdar of 
Sorath who anxiously waiting for such an opportunity at once 
marched on Nawanagar. A battle ensued in which Jam Raisinhji 
was slain and Nawanagar with all its dependencies temporarily 
passed, into the hands of the Mahomedans. 

Jain Lakhaji, tenth in descent from Jam Sataji, ascended the 
Gadi in A. D. 1743. He married Bai Jawuba of Halwad who 
came to Nawanagar accompanied by Nanji, Bhawan, and Mera- 
man Khawas. Meraman Khawas who was a man of character and 
ability, soon acquired great influence in the counsels of the Jam. 
He extended the Nawanagar territory by making several conquests. 
In 1788 A. D. he built a fort round the city of Nawanagar and 
otherwise strengthened it. In A. D. 1792, he entering Kathiawar 
proper humbled the Kathis of several places and placed Thanaa 
in their towns. Wajsur Khachar of Jasdan, however, presenting 
Atkot as a wedding gift on the occasion of Jam Jasaji’s marriage, 
was restored to his possessions. InA. D. 1794 certain Jadeja 
Chiefs, viz., Jadeja Banmalji of Khirasra, Jadeja Meramanji of 
Rajkot, Jadeja Daji of Gondal and Jadeja Modji of Dhrol, excited 
a disturbance with the object of displacing Meraman and rescuing 
Jam Jasaji from his condition of tutelage. Meraman E^hawas 
an once led an army against the confederates and laid waste 
the Parganah of Sardhar under Rajkot; also by paying large 
sums, he induced the Marathas to lay waste the Parganah of 
Gondal and thus rendered another of the confederate helpless. 

In A. D. 1798, Meraman Khawas fearing lest some day he 
might be ousted from power by his many enemies, obtained from 
the Jam written deeds assigning to him Jodiya, Balambha and 
Amran as hereditary possessions. He died in A. D. 1800. 

In A. D. 1801 Jam Jasaji, at the head of a strong army, 
marched into Kathiawar and levied exactions under the name 
of Asp Vera (horse-tax) and Nazaranafrom the lesser Talukdars 
of Kathiawar and Jhalawar and,even from some of the Ghogha- 
barah villages. The Jam obtained possession of the fort of 
Kandorna under Porbandar through the duplicity of Jamadar 
Muradkhan and others who held the fort on behalf of Porbandar. 
The Rana appealed both to the Gaekwar and the British Govern¬ 
ment and Colonel Walker, after vainly endeavouring to bring the 
Jam to reason marched on Kandorna which place he tookinNovem- 
ber 1807 and restored it to the Rana. The Jam declined to grant 
appanage to his brother Sataji who sought redress from Colonel 


Walker. In the mean time an Arab in the Jam’s employ shot a 
British officer at Gop and fled to the Jam’s fort of Modpur for 
shelter. His surrender being demanded, the Jam refused to 
deliver him up. This led to the march of the British and Gaekwar 
forces upon Nawanagar. After desultory fi.ghting the Jam 
proposed to come to terms whereupon, a treaty was concluded 
on the 23rd February 1812, in which he agreed inter alia to 
surrender the murderers of the British officer, to give Giras in 
appanage to Sataji, to settle the claims of Cutch and to restore 
the Sarapdad Parganah to Dhrol. 


Jam Jasaji who died in A. D. 1814 was succeeded by his brother 
Jam Sataji in whose reign certain Muskati Arabs took possession 
of the forts of Kandornaand Paddhari. The British Government 
whose aid was sought expelled the Arabs who took shelter with 
SangramKhawasinthe fortof Jodiya; whereupon, at the iustance 
of the Jam Sahib, a force under Colonel East marched against 
Sangram Khawas who lost heart and surrendering his possessions, 
went to Morvi under the British guarantee. Finally, through the 
mediation of the British and Gaekwar Governments, Sangram 
Khawas received the Paraganah of Amran in Jagir. Jam Sataji 
died in A. D. 1820 and in the same year. Jam Ranmalji succeed¬ 
ed to the throne. 


Jam Ranmalji was very fond of hunting. He married eight 
E.am8 of whom, % Soniba, daughter of Wakhatsinhji, a Limbdi 
Bhayad of Balala, he had a son Jam Vibhaji who succeeded him 
in 1852. 


During the reign of Jam Sahib Vibhoji, the Waghers rose in 
rebellion which was put down only after considerable expenses 
had been incurred. In 1864 he established Courts of Civil and 
Criminal Justice and introduced Pertain revenue reforms. In 1873 
he commenced to coin gold Koris but on account of the numerous 
false coins that were introduced into circulation by coiners, it was 
found advisable to cease the gold coinage'. In 1877 he attended 
the Imperial Darbaf at Delhi and was later presented, by Mr. 
Peile, the then Political Agent, in a Darbar held at Rajkot, Avith 
the insignia of the Star of India and.his salute was raised from 
I’l to 15 guns. The Jam Sahib having no male issue by his 
Rajput wives obtained permission to adopt Raisinhji, the. son of his 
nearest relative Jalamsingji of Sarodar. After this adoption, 
however, a natural son, Jasaji, was born to Jam Vibhaji.. .Jam 
Sahib Vibhaji was succeeded by Jam Sahib Jasaji, who ascended 
the Gadi on the 19th March 1903, and on his death in 1906 Jam 


Sahib Ranjitsinhji (present Euler) who was the son of Raisinhji, 
succeeded him. 

Lieutenant-Colonel His Highness Maharaja Jam Shri Sir 
Ranjitsinhji Sahib Bahadur, G.C.S.I., G.B.E., 
Present hietoiy. salute 16 guns (local and personal), 13 
dynastic. His Highness the Maharaja Jam 
Shri Ranjitsinhji is the adopted son of Jam Shri Vibhaji and 
ascended the Gadi of his ancestors on the 11th March 1907 on 
the death of Jam Shri Jasaji. His Highness belongs to the 
famous Jadeja clan from which the Rulers of Outch also trace 
their descent. 

His Highness was born on the 10th September 1872, at Saro- 
dar in the Nawanagar territories. He received his early educa¬ 
tion at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot, where he easily obtained 
pre-eminence among his companions both in the class room- and 
on the playground. He then went to England and studied at 
Trinity College, Cambridge. His achievements in the field 
of cricket are well-known everywhere. His first appearance 
for the Sussex County Cricket Ciub was in 1895, and from that 
year to 1902, he headed the Sussex averages. He was the 
champion batsman for all England in 1896-1900, scoring 2,780 
runs with an average of 69‘91. His Highness went with Stod- 
dart’s All England iSleven to Australia in 1897-98. 

His Highness’ labours in the interests of his Order as a 
member of the Conference of Princes and Chiefs, annually held 
at Delhi under the Presidency of His Excellency the Videroy, 
have earned for him a prominent place in the Conference, and 
he was one of the four Princes, appointed by that body, to formu¬ 
late a scheme of reforms, which was accepted by the Right 
Hon’ble Mr. Montague and Lord Chelmsford, and As an import¬ 
ant chapter in the well known Montague-Chelrnsford Report. 
He is a G.O.S.I., and G.B.E., and bears the honorary commis¬ 
sion of a Lieutenant-Colonel in the British Army. : 

Immediately on the outbreak of the Great War, His 
Highness - the Maharaja offered the services of himself and his 
troops and placed the entire resources of his State at the disposal 
of the King-Emperor. These having been accepted, His High¬ 
ness personally proceeded to serve on the Western Front where 
he continued for over a year and was mentioned in despatches 
for services performed, first on the Staff of General Cookson, 


Commanding the 9th Cavalry Division of the Indian Expedi¬ 
tionary Force A; and afterwards as A-D.-C. to the Commander- 
iu-Cliief, Field Marshal Lord French. . His Higness was asked 
after his return to India to serve on Field Marshal Sir Douglas 
Haigh’s Staff but owing to the exigencies of his State work, could 
not, much to his regret, accept the kind offer. His Highness’ 
three nephews served in the war. Lieutenant Kumar Shri Savai- 
t, sinhji served in the African campaign for two 5 >'ears and was 
; wounded in action. Lieutenant Kumar Shri Dajiraj served in 
I F’rance for a year and a half, and was killed in action in Septem¬ 
ber, 1917. Lieutenant Kumar Shri Himatsinhji served in Meso- 
notarnia. 



■ ^ The Nawanagar Imperial Service Lancers performed gar¬ 

rison duty at Karachi throughout the war. Later, half a 
squadron was sent to Jacobabad. A signalling party of the 
Imperial Service Lancers served in Egypt with the Expeditionary 
; Force E. These units were specially mentioned for their services. 

About Es. 26,00,000 were invested in the War Loan by Nawanagar, 
i including the State and its subjects. When the Young Amir of 
( Afghanistan adopted a hostile attitude towards the Government 
) of India, His Highness readily offered his personal services, placing 
' the resources of his State also at the disposal of His Imperial 
; Majesty. The services of the Nawanagar Imperial Serviee Lan- 
; cers were utilized in the Field, the troops being moved to the 
j Afghan Frontier from Karachi where they had been stationed 
: during the Great War. 


■ His Highness went in May 1920 to England where he had 
the^ honour of being invested with the insignia of G.B.B, by His 
Majesty the King-Emperor. His Highness also attended in 
: obedience.tq His Majesty’s commands the unveiling of the Ceno- 
/ taph'and the* Abbey Ceremony on the 11th November, 1920. At 
i the invitation of the Secretary of State for India with the concur- 
j rence of His Excellency the Viceroy, His Highness represented 
I the Kuling Princes on the Indian Delegation to the 1st Assem- 
' bly of the League of Nations held in Geneva in 1920. His 
, Highness was again nominated to represent India at the 3rd 
. Assembly of the League of Nations in 1922. He was again invit- 
' ed to represent his Order at the 4th Assembly in 1923. In this 
i session he was elected a Chairman of the Fifth Commission and 
was in virtue of that election, one of the twelve Vice-Presidents 
who formed the Executive Bureau of the Assembly. 
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In June 1923, His Highness was made a G.C.8.I., and had 
the honour of being invested with the insignia of the Order by 
His Imperial Majesty immediately afterwards. His Highness 
attended the Imperial Darbar held in Delhi in December, 1911. 
He was present in Delhi in 1921 when His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Connaught opened on behalf of His Imperial Majesty the 
first session of the Chamber of Princes, and took part in the 
ceremonies connected with the reception of His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales in Delhi in 1922. 

His Highness was granted the title of 'Maharaja in 1918 as 
an hereditary distinction. His Highness being unmarried, there 
is no direct heir to the Gadi at present. The Prince holds a 
a Sanad of adoption and the family follows the rule of primogeni¬ 
ture.

Ancient Histoey ( Obigin). 

Morvi was, until the fifteenth century ruled over by the Jethwa 
Rajputs from whom the territory passed under the sway of the 
Sultans of Ahmedabad. There are two different stories as to the

circumstances under which Morvi became a Jadeja piincipality. 
One relates that Sultan Muiafar of Ahmedabad who wlis hunted 
downby the Moghul troops, sought shelter in Cutch. Khengarji, 
the Euler of Cutch being harassed by the Moghul troops, was 
forced to surrender the fugitive though much against his will. 
He was in return for this surrender, rewarded by the Moghul 
Emperor by a grant of the district of Morvi and the title of Eao. 
The other story relates that on the assassination of Jam Hamirji 
by Jam Rawal Khengarji, the second son of Jam Hamirji Went 
to his sister who was married to the Sultan of Ahmedabad. At 
an Ahmedabad hunting party, Khengarji, though only a lad of 
fourteen, slew a tiger with his sword. Pleased with his indomit¬ 
able courage, the King bestowed the district of Morvi on him 
in perpetuity and ennobled him with the title of Eao. 


Eao Eaidhanji, fifth in descent from Eao Khengarji had ten 
sons. His eldest son, Nonghanji who had pre-deceased him had 
taken the Abdasa district of Cutch as his portion and settled 
there- The next heir, Eao Eawaji was killed by his nephew 
Gorji in pursuance of a pre-concerted design to secure the Gadi 
for his father, Pragmalji, the younger brother of Eao Eawaji. 
Thus Eaidhanji was succeeded by Pragmalji though the rightful 
claimant was Kayaji, the youthful sou of murdered Eawaji. 
Pragmalji ascending the throne, Kayaji at once took possession 
of Morvi and returned to Kuttaria in Wagad. From the date 
(1698) Morvi became independent of Cutch. Kayaji carried 
on desultory warfare with Cutch until his death. Once with 
the help of Sherbulundkhan, Subah of Gujarat, he made a vigorous 
attack on Cutch, with an army of 60,000 men and success seemed 
almost assured to him until the re-inforcements from various 
Bhayads defected. Thus the Eulers of Morvi, Jadeja Eajputs 
came from the same stock as the Eulers of Cutch, and claim 
to be descended from the senior branch of the Cutch dynasty. 
Kayaji had eight sons. He reserved Morvi and Adhoi Mahal for 
the eldest son and gave in appanage some Giras to the remaining 
sons either in Machhu-Kantha or in Wagad. The Chiefs of Malia, 
Lakadia, Ohitrod, Wandhia, etc., who are the descendants of 
Kayaji are still known by the same patronymic “Kayanis” as the 
Rulers of Morvi. 


Morvi, the capital of the State originally known .as Mor- 
dhwajpuriis situated on the banks of the Machhu river. Old Morvi, 
said to have been founded by Mor Jethwa is situated on the 
eastern bank of the river^ about one mile from the present town. 



Kayaji died in 1734 A. D. and was auooeeded by Allyaji, the 
eldest Tejmalji having predeceased him. He opened the port of 
Vavania. When returning from a pilgrimage to Dwarka he was 
. treaoheroasly murdered in 1739 at Paddhari by Haloji alias 
Kakabhai. During his reign his brother Modji imported Mianas, 
a refractory tribe froija Sind and induced them to settle in Malia 
by assigning Giras to them. By their help Modji threw off the 
allegiance of the parent State and asserted his independence. 

Allyaji was succeeded by his son Rawaji. Rawaji on suc¬ 
ceeding to the Gadi attacked Paddhari and laid it waste in 
revenge for his father’s murder claiming compensation from the 
Nawanagar Darbar and finally receiving seven villages of which 
Ghunda still remains under Morvi. Rawaji enlarged and beauti¬ 
fied the town of Morvi and surrounded it by a wall. 

On Rawaji’s death in 1764, he was succeeded by his son 
Pachanji, after whose, death in 1772 without issue his brother 
Waghji came to the Gadi. With the help of Amarji Diwan of 
Junagadh, Waghji invaded Wagad in Cutch. The Rao of Cutch 
instead of meeting them in battle appeased them Avith rich pre¬ 
sents. Waghji overran Khakhrechi, the town under Malia and 
laid it waste with the help of Gaekwar troops led by Fftfehsinh 
Rao. He died in 1785 and Avas followed by his eldest son 
Hamirji who died in 1790 without issue and was succeeded by his 
brother Jiyaji. 

Throughout his reign Jiyaji knew no peace. At the insti¬ 
gation of Khawas Meraman of Nawanagar, Dado Khachar of 
Jasdan made inroads on the Morvi territory more than once; but 
in 1792 A. D. he Avas overtaken near Chotila by the Morvi army 
and a hand-to-hand fight ensued which resulted in Dado Khachar 
and his followers being killed. The next foe confronting Jiyaji 
was Jadeja Junoji of Nagrawas Avho Avas plundering Morvi terri¬ 
tory. With the help of the Peshwa’s army, he took Nagrawas, 
demolished its fortwall and compelled Junoji to flee. J’his was 
in 1795. 

Cutch then attacked him. In 1880 Mehta Bhanji led a 
large Cutch army which besieged the port of Vavania. Jiyaji 
not only -offered a stout resistence but eventually defeated the 
invaders in 1801 A. D. Jiyaji then feigned peace and good will 
Avith the Malia subjects and with the help of Mianas headed by 
their Chief Dosaji of Malia overran a great part of Wagad. On 
his return the Chief of Malia was taken prisoner by Jiyaji 


This roused the Mianas against Morvi itself. Jiyaji however 
subsidized Babaji Apaji, a Qaekwar Officer, who had encamped 
near Morvi on a Mulkgiri expedition, to reduce the Mianas; 
Babaji marched against Malia but failed to take it. Neverthe¬ 
less he compelled the Morvi Darbar to hand over to him the vih 
lage of Hadala which was promised as a reward for his services 
and his descendants enjoy the village to this day. The Mianas 
did not cease to give trouble until they obtained the liberation of 
Dosaji, the Chief of Malia. 

The Khawas of Jodiya and Balainbha when driven away by 
the Jam Saheb of Nawanagar sought shelter with Jiyaji who 
gave them the village of Kanpur where they resided unmolested 
until they were re-instated in the District of Amran. 

On the arrival of Colonel Walker in Kathiawar, Morvi was in 
a distressed condition but no less than other States it regained 
prosperity and peace with the settlement. In i8'20-21 Cutch 
incursions recommenced and the Morvi Darbar invoked the aid 
of the British Government. A small English contingent was 
despatched to assist Morvi and the Kao of Cutch compromised 
by paying compensation. 

In t829 Jiyaji died. He was succeeded by his son Prathi- 
rajji who freed the State from its indebted condition. A dispute 
was raised by the Cutch Darbar in regard to sovereignty over the 
Adhoi Mahal in Cutch and Government after an extensive inquiry 
decided it in favour of Morvi. 

Prathirajji died in 1846 and was succeeded by his sou 
Eawaji who reorganised the administration and established courts 
of justice. 

Rawaji died in 1870. He was succeeded .by His late Hio h- 
ness Thakore Sahib' Sir Waghji. ■ Being born on the 17th April 
1858, he was a minor at the time of his father’s death and the 
affairs of the State were therefore placed under a Joint adminis¬ 
tration of Eao Bahadur Sbambhuprasad L. and Jhunjabhai S. 
After completing his studies in the Uajkumar College he made a 
tour in India and attended the Imperial Assemblage at Delhi in 
1877 on which occasion his salute was raised from nine to eleven 
guns as a personal distinction. He assumed the sole charge of 
his State on the Ist January 1879. The introduction of tele¬ 
phonic communication which was the first of its kind in Kathia¬ 
war, a net work of district tramways throughout the State, the 


erection of a fine bridge over the Machhu river and improvements 
to the city were carried out during the reign of Hk late 
Highness. During the Great War His Highness Thakore Saheb 
Bhri Sir Waghji placed his resources at the disposal of Govern¬ 
ment. In 1887 he was created a K.C.I.E. and the State was 
raised to the First Class. In 1897 he was honoured with the 
distinction of G.C.I.E. His late Highness was connected by ties 
of marriage with the States of Palitana, Sayla and Tharad. By 
the Palitanawala Eani Saheba he had two sons, the present 
]\faharaja who was born on 26th December 1876 and another 
who died young. He was present in London to represent 
Kathiawar Chiefs in the rejoicings at the Jubilee of Her Majesty 
the late Queen-Empress. Sir Waghji died in June 1922 and 
was succeeded by His Highness Maharaja Lakhdhirji, the 
present Buler. 

Present History ( Ruler ). 

His Highness Maharaja Lakhdhirji, a Jadeja Rajput, was 
born on the 26th December, 1876. He ascended the Gadi on the 
J 1th June 1922. His Highness was educated in England. His 
Highness the Maharaja married in 1898, Nandkunverba, sister 
of the late Maharaja Sir Ghhatrasinhji of Rajpipla. By her he had 
five children, 3 Kumars and 2 Kunvaries, but none 6f them 
survives. She died in 1915 A. D. His Highness also married in 
1898 the second daughter of the late Eaja Saheb Mansinhji of 
Devgadh Baria. In J 908 he married the daughter of Sarvaiya 
Bawaji Ranaji, Talukdar of Ranigam and Datha as he had no 
children by the second wife till 1907. In January 1918 the 
Sarvaiya Rani Saheba gave birth to a son Maharaj Kumar 
Shree Mahendrasinhji and to another son who died young. The 
second Rani Saheba also bore him a son, Kumar Shri Kalika 
Kumar in November 1918. Both these Kumars are receiving 
their education under private tutors. In 1926 the title of 
“Maharaja” was conferred on His Highness as a hereditary 
distinction. The State holds a Sanad of adoption and the suc¬ 
cession follows the rule of primogeniture.

The Chief of Gondal is a Eajput of the Jadeja stock and as 
A nf ifiTit TTisfn.-v such belongs to the lunar dynasty which 

traces its origin to the renowned Shri 
Krishna. The founder of the Gondal House was Kuinbhoji I, 
son of Meramanji I of Sardhar. Kumbhoji who received Ardoi 
and other villages in appanage from his brother Sahebji, the 
heir-apparent, in A. 1). 1634, expanded his possessions by his 
valour and military prowess. The capital of his modest princi¬ 
pality of 20 villages was at Ardoi. He took possession of Gondal, 
a small place under Junagadh, but could not keep it for long 
against the superior strength of the Subahdar of Junagadh. 
Kumbhoji died in A. D. 1649 and was succeeded by Sagramji I, 
who by his great skill and bravery obtained a grant of Gondal 
and 86 villages from the Subahdar of Junagadh for rendering 
him help against some Mahomedan marauders called Kusbatis. 
About the year 1663, Sagramji moved his capital from Ardoi to 
Gondal. He was succeeded by Haloji who acquired Bhayawadar 
from the Desais who had appropriated it on the disruption of the 
Moghul Empire. 

The next Ruler was Kumbhoji II or Bha Kumbhoji as he 
was affectionately called by his people. His indomitable courage, 
strong will and astute diplomacy made him a power in Kathiawar. 
He established the Jivaidari or Service tenure system which 
attracted to his service several war-like tribes such as Jhalas, 
Sarvaiyas, Sumranis and others. Kumbhoji fortified Gondal 
and Dhoraji. He was an ally of the Nawabs of Junagadh who 
needed his help as they had but recently shaken ofi the control 
of the Delhi Emperors. Once Kumbhoji who had over-confidence 
in the military prowess of his Rajputs, designed to march upon 
Junagadh. He secretly sounded the Nawab (Mahabatkhan ) who 
being somewhat jealous of the increasing power of his Diwan 
Amarji, encouraged the idea simply with the object of reducing 
the Diwan and increasing his own power. 

Kumbhoji led his troops re-inforced by the Gaekwar’s army 
which he called to his aid and encamped at the village Mala 
Shani(|i, ^jbut when he saw the Diwan at th« head of an over- 
whelmiugj(^’rmy to oppose him, he realized the rashness of his 
ventur 0 '"'atod without showing further desire to.fight forthwith 
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proposed to come to terms in which he agreed to pay a fine and 
restore all that he had looted. He obtained Upleta, Jetalsar, 
Meti, Majeshe, Lath and Bhimora from the Nawabs, either for 
military help or for extricating them from court intrigues and 
further obtained in 1774 the District of Sarsai and Champarda 
for a sum of 3 lacs of Jamshai Koris. He lived in an age of 
powerful men like Diwan Amarji of Junagadh, Meru Khawas 
of Nawanagar, Wakhatsinhji, Thakore Sahib of Bhavnagar and 
Vazir Fateh Mahomed of Cutch. 

, Kumbhoji II was succeeded by his grandson Muluji who in 
: turn was followed by Sangaji. The latter died childless and his 
uncle Devoji ascended the G-adi. Devoji who helped Colonel 
Walker in suppressing the evil of infanticide of daughters, then 
in vogue in Jadeja families, died in 1812 A. D. leaving four sons, 
Nathuji, Kanooji, Motibhai alias Ohandrasinhji and Bhana- 
bhai, all of whom came to the Gadi in succession. The last had 
two sons of whom Sagramji II succeeded him. During his reign 
of 19 years which was marked by peace and prosperity, the 
influence of British Rule began to be effectively felt owing to the- 
establishment of Courts of Justice, Jails, Hospitals, Libraries, 
Schools and similar institutions of public utility. Sagramji II 
who died in 1869 at Bombay was succeeded by his son, the 
present Ruler Maharaja Thakore Sahib Shri Bhagwatsinhji. 

Present History ( Ruler ). 

.His Highness Maharaja Shri Sir Bhagwatsinhji Sagramji, 
G.C.I.B., was born on the 24th October, 1865. He is a Jadeja 
Rajput. His Highness succeeded to the Gadi on the 14th Decem¬ 
ber, 1869, when his father died. His Highness received his 
education at the Rajkumar College and at the University of 
Edinburgh where he took the degrees of M.D. and LL.D. He 
also carries after his name the letters F.R.O.P. and P. R. S. 
(Edin.), D. 0. L. ( Oxford), M. R. I. (Great Britain), F. 0. P. & S. 
(Bombay) and is a Fellow of the Bombay University. His 
Highness went in 1883 on a tour to Europe and assumed the 
responsibilities of State in 1884. In 1887 the insignia of 
K.C. I. E. was conferred on him. 

It was in appreciation of his good administration thatGondal 
was recognised on 1st January 1888 as what used to be known 
as a First Class State with a salute of 11 guns. His Highness 
was present in Moscow at the Coronation of Tsar Nicholas II in 
1896 and took part in the Diamond Jubilee of Her Imperial 
Majesty the Queen Victoria on which occasion Her Majesty 



bestowed upon him at Balmoral the honour of the insignia of 
G.C.LE. His Highness has introduced several improvements 
in the spheres of justice and social order. The outstanding 
feature of the State revenue reforms is the grant to the peasantry, 
of occupancy rights and the heritable privilege of selling them to 
other cultiVEktors. 

Himself a scholar and author, His Highness has given a 
prominent place to education in his administration and has built 
a large Girassia College at Gondal, which will probably rank as 
the greatest educational achievements of his rule. He establish¬ 
ed the first Girls’ High School in the Kathiawar Agency and was 
it is believed the first in India to introduce compulsory education 
for girls. His Highness has made the State practically free -from 
taxation. During the Great War, His Highness placed all the 
resources of his State at the service of His Majesty the King- 
Emperor. 

His Highness was married to the daughter of Becharsinhji, 
the Thakore of Chuda.’ She died in 1919. He has also married 
Kandkunverba, the daughter of Maharana Shri Naran Devji of 
Dharampur. Both these marriages took place on the same day, 
viz,, 3rd June 1881. 

Among His Highness’ many acts of social reform, that of 
abolishing the Purda system and of imparting Western education 
to the ladies of his family are remarkable. Rani Saheba Shri 
Nandkunverba who was the first Rajput Lady of rank to break 
the Purda system and to accompany her husband in his world 
travels received the Imperial Order of the Crown of India (C.I.) 
from Her Imperial Majesty the Queen Victoria. All their seven 
children have been educated in England or Scotland. The eldest 
of the four sons Maharaj Kumar Shri Bhojrajji was educated 
at Eton and Oxford and has since, been associated with the Maha¬ 
raja in the administration of the State. ■ The title of Maharaja 
was conferred on His Highness in 1926 as a hereditary distinc¬ 
tion. The xMaharaj Kumar Shri Bhojrajji married the daughter 
of Jhala Bauesinhji of Vana. By her he has , one son Yuvraj 
Kumar Vikramsinhji. The Maharaja holds a Sanad of adoption 
and succession follow’S the rule of primogeniture.

Ancient History (Origin). 

Dhrol is a Jadeja holding, the Rulers of which claim their 
descent, as described in the foregoing general history of the Jadeja 
clan, from Shri Krishna, the deified sovereign of Dwarka. 
The original founder of the State was Hardholji, son of Lakhoji 
of Cutch, Jam Rawal and his three brothers—Hardholji, Ravoji 
and Modji moved in about 1535 A. D. from Cutch to Kathiawar. 
Jam Rawal assisted by his brothers conquered many Parganahs 
from the Dedas, Chavdas and Jethwas. 

One Dhamal Chavda who then reigned at Dhamalpur (Dhrol) 
obstructed the Jam brothers in their conquests in one way and 
another. To avenge this obstruction Jam Hardholji marched 
against Dhamal Chavda and after defeating him, acquired that 
Parganah for himself in about 1539 A. D. and founded a separate 
Chiefdom of some 140 villages. While Hardholji was taking his 
bath, he was treacherously stabbed to death by a Rajput adven¬ 
turer sent by the Jethwas with whom the Jam brothers were 
engaged in warfare. He reigned from 1539 to 1550 A. D. He 
had eight sons of whom Jasoji the eldest succeeded to the Gadi 
in 1550 and proved to be as able a Chief as his father. He had 
married a daughter of the Chudasama Chief of Kanjari (Chitravad) 
another of whose daughters was married to Bhan Jethwa of 
Ranpur. On one occasion at Kanjari, these two sisters happened 
to meet and each humourously began to extol the deeds of her 
husband. The Jethwa Rani missed the spirit of the humour and 
used contemptuous words in regard to Jasoji who being informed 
of the incedent thought it a suitable opportunity to avenge his 
father’s murder by the Jethwas. He at once marched with a 
large army against Bhan Jethwa whom he challenged to a duel 
resulting in the latter’s death. Jasoji eventually had to pay with 
his life the penalty for an injudicious remark once made by him 
in the course of a conversation with the Raj Saheb Raisinhji of 
Halwad, in connection with a drum being sounded by an Atit’s 
party on their way to Hinglaj Mata. 

Kaloji, 6th in descent from Jasoji came to the Gadi in 1644 
A.D. He fought with the Kathi marauders near Sultanpur 
Khokhari and the site where the battle took place is known as 
Kala-Dhar even to the present day. Kaloji had six sons of whom 
Sangoji, the eldest, having predeceased him, succession devolved 
on the second son Bhimji. Bhimji however was not equal to 
managing the affairs of the State and resigned in favour of 
Junoji, the third son of Kaloji, retaining to himself Khirasra and 


12 villages in appanage. Kaloji died in 1706 A. D. and was suc¬ 
ceeded, as described, by Junoji who died in 1712 A. D. Junoji was 
followed by two Chiefs in short space of 3 years. ' The next suC' 
cessor was Waghji who mounted the Gadi in 17.15 A. D. A 
legendary account relates that Maharaja Ajitsinhji of Jodhpur on 
his way to Dwarka on pilgrimage halted at Dhrol. His men 
harassed the Dhrol subjects on whose complaints, Waghji with a 
select following encountered the Maharaja’s men and routed them 
so utterly that the Maharaja bad perforce to abandon the idea 
of proceeding further and returned to his capital. Waghji was 
succeeded by his son Jaisinhji in 1760 A. D. During Jaisinhji’s 
reign, Bhimji of Khirasra became hostile to the parent State and 
his appanage was resumed; it was however restored to him on 
his displaying a conciliatory attitude. Modji, third in line of 
succession from Jaisinhji came to the Gadi in 1781 A. D. Mera- 
man Khawas, a man of ability and astute diplomacy, was his con¬ 
temporary at ISTawanagar. Modji joined the Jadeja confederacy 
designed to reduce Meraman and to free Jam Jasoji from the 
former's influence. Jamadar Fatehmamad of Cutch, whose ai(ft 
had been sought by the Jadeja federation, posted a Thana at 
Dhrol on the pretext of guarding it against Meraman’s machina/' 
tions, but as it transpired with the ulterior motive of appropriat¬ 
ing the Chiefdom for himself. When the Jamadar retired to 
Cutch however Modji expelled his representative and retained 
control of Dhrol. Modji died in 1803 A. D. and was succeeded 
by his only son Thakore Shri Bhupatsinhji whose reign signa¬ 
lized an era of peace and prosperity instead of the continual war- 
fare and unrest prevailing up to that period. In his time Colonel 
Walker and the Gaekwar forces arrived in Kathiawar and con¬ 
cluded a tribute settlement payable annually to the Gaekwar. 
With him, Bhupatsinhji sought the aid of the British for the res¬ 
titution of the Sarapdad Taluka which was mortgaged to the 
Nawanagar State with such success that in 1818 A. D. its pos¬ 
session was restored to Dhrol. Bhupatsinhji died in 1844 A. D. 
Jesangji II, his eldest son, who ascended the Gadi in 1844 A. D., 
ruled till 1886 A. D. He was succeeded by his son the Thakore 
Saheb Harisinhji. He died on the Slst July, 1914, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Thakore Baheb Daulatsinhji Harisinhji, the present 
Ruler.

Present History ( Ruler). 

Thakore Saheb Daulatsinhji Harisinhji, a Jadeja Rajput, was 
born on the 22nd August, 1864, and succeeded to the Gadi on the 
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death of his father Thakore Saheb Harisinhji in 1914. He 
was installed on the 2nd September, 1914. He was e(^cated 
at Dhrol School and at the Eajkumar College, Eajkot. During 
the Great War the Chief made an immediate response to the 
call for aid made by the Supreme Power. The Thakore Saheb 
married (1) on the 1st March, 1888, Bhadarwawala Bani, 
daughter of Thakore Sahib Amarsinhji of Bhadarwa, (2) Muli- 
wala Bani, daughter of Parmar Pratapsinh; she died in 1387 
A. D., (3) Sihorwala Bani, sister of Gohel Bamsinhji of Sihor; 

she died in 1885 A. D., (4) Uteliawala Bani in 1889, daughter 
of Waghela Thakore Dajiraj of IJtelia and (5) on the 29th May, 
1890, Lathiwala Bani, daughter of Gohil Pratapsinhji of Lathi; 
she died on the 26th February, 1916. 


The heir-apparent to the Gadi is Kumar Shri Joravarsinhji, 
grandson of the Thakore Saheb, whose only son and late heir- 
apparent Kumar Shri Dipsinhji fell a victim to influenza in 1918. 
The late Kumar Shri Dipsinhji was married in 1908 to Lakhtar- 
wala Bai. daughter of Thakore Saheb Karansinhji of Lakhtar.

The State owns a two-anna share in the Rajkot-Jetalsar 

Railway line. A tramway service has

between Rajkot and the Beti River. 


Rajkot is situated at the junction of three Railways, viz., 
(l)the Gondal Railway including the Jetalsar-Rajkot Railway, (2) 
the Jamnagar-Dwarka Railway and (3) the Morvi Railway. 
The four trunk roads of Kathiawar, namely, (1) the Rajkot- 
Junagadh road, (2) the Rajkot-Bhavnagar road, (3) the Rajkot- 
Wadhwan road and (4) the Rajkot-Nawanagar road converge 
at Rajkot where the Agency Head-quarters are located. To 
facilitate transport the State runs a Motor Service between 
Rajkot and Atkot.

Ancient History {Origin).. 

The Ruler of the Rajkot. State is descended from the same 
stem as the Jam of Nawanagar. Jadeja Shri Yiblioji wa.s 
the founder of this house. Jam Sataji of Nawanagar who 
died in 1608 A. D. had three sons—Ajoji, Jasaji and Vibhaji. 
Ajaji who was slain in the battle known as “Bhucherinori ” had 
two sons— Lakhaji and Vibhaji. Opinion is divided as to which 
of these two Vibhajis was the founder of the Rajkot House. 
One version maintains that Vibhaji, the son of Jam Sataji, was 
the founder. Another version associates with this circumstance 
the name of Vibhaji, the grandson of Jam Sataji. 

Vibhaji received Kalawad and 12 other villages in appanage. 
But he resided at Chibhda w’hich his wife, a daughter of the 
Vaghela Chief of Sardhar, received as a dowery. The Vaghelas of 
Bardhar were a powerful clan, who ruled over some 700 villages. 
Their incessant depredations into neighbouring territories had 
made them unpopular and their overthrow was designed by the 
imperial Pouzdars who suffered annoyance. Vibhaji aided the 
Mahomedan army in reducing the turbulent Vaghelas. A 
struggle ensued in w^hich Kanoji, the Vaghela Chief of Sardhar 
was^slain and an imperial Thanah was established at Sardhar. 
Vibhaji was given some villages in reward for his signal services. 


Having thus carved out a principality for himself by his own 
valour, he returned what he had received in appanage to Nawa- 
nagar. 

Another account relates that with the assistance of Nawana- 
gar, Vibhaji conquered Kajkot, Kunad, Chibhda and Sardhar and 
giving Kalawad, Kunad (near Jodiya) to Nawanagar in return for 
their aid, retained his other conquests. His independence was 
recognised by Emperor Jehangir. 

Vibhaji who died in 1635 A. D. was succeeded by his son 
Meramanji I who assisted Azamkhan, the Suba of Gujarat, in 
chastising the Kathis. Meramanji who died in 1650 had two 
sons—Sahebji and Kumbhoji of whom Sahebji, the eldest, succeed¬ 
ed to the Chiefship. Though feelings between the two brothers 
were strained, they became reconciled through the intercession of 
Kutb-iid-din Kheshgi, Fouzdar of Sorath, the villages of Ardoi 
and Rib being given to Kumbhoji in Giras. 

Sahebji died in 1676 A. D. and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Barnaniaji who managed to enlarge his patrimony. Once 
during his stay at Rajkot a gang of Mianas drove away the cat*, 
tie of Sardhar. Immediately on receipt of the news he pursued 
them and overtook them in the Naklang Vid where an encounter 
took place in which he was slain (1694). Bamanioji was suc¬ 
ceeded by his son Meramanji II who added to his possession 
several villages, in consequence of the, garrison stationed at Sar¬ 
dhar being called away by the Siibah of Gujarat. In A. D. 
1720 his possessions fell into Mahomedan hands as the result of 
an assault made on Rajkot by Masumkhan, the Nayab-Fouzdar 
of Sorath. This Masumkhan built the fort of Rajkot in A. D. 
1722 naming the town after himself Masumabad. In 1732 however 
Ranmalji, the eldest son of Meramanji, killed Bakar Khan and 
recovered all the lost possessions. 

Ranmalji then made suitable provisions for his six younger 
brothers, giving them Gavridad, Shahpur, Pal, Kotharia, Bhiohri 
and Khokhardad with five more villages each in appanage. 

Ranmalji died in 1746 and his eldest son Lakhaji ascended 
the Gadi: Being a pious- man Lakhaji lived a secluded life, the 
administration being carried on by his eldest son Meramanji who 
was a poetic genius. His work called “ Pravin-sagar ” is a Hindi 
classic and has won him a prominent place in literary circles even 
to the present day. Meramanji died in A. D. 1794 and Lakhaji 
had accordingly to attend to State business. Lakhaji died at 


^awanagar in 1796. He was succeeded by Ranmalji II, the son 
of Meramanji, who had predeceased his father. 

In 1813 Captain Ballantine restored him the possession of 
Sardhar which had been usurped by his uncle Veroji. 

In 1822 the Hajkot Darbar ceded to the British Govern¬ 
ment a piece of land on an annual rental of Es. 2,800 for the 
establishment of the Agency Head-quarters. 

Ranmalji died in 1825 and was succeeded by his son Suraji 
who in turn was succeeded by Meramanji IV in 1844. 

In 1857 he was presented by the British Government with 
a gold necklace in appreciation of his successful efforts in sup¬ 
pressing female infanticide. 

Meramanji was succeeded in 1862 by Thakoro Saheb 
Bawaji Raj. At the time of his accession ho was only six years 
of age and the affairs of the State were accordingly managed by 
his grandmother Naniba and Captain Lloyd. During his mino^ 
rity some more land ,was given on lease by his mother Naniba 
Saheba to the Agency. I'hakore Saheb Bawaji Raj was educated 
at the Rajkumar College, was invested with limited powers in 
1871 and with the full powers of his State in 1876. He died in 
1890 and was succeeded by his son Thakore Saheb Lakhaji Raj, 
the present Ruler 


Present History {Ruler). 

Thakore Saheb Shri Sir Lakhaji Raj, K.C.I.B., the present 
Ruler, is a Jadeja Rajput and was born on the I7th December, 
1885. He succeeded to the Gadi on the 16th April, 1890, when 
he was only a five-year old child. The administration of the 
State was therefore entrusted to the then Karbhari and some 
time later the State was placed under Agency administration 
which terminated on the 21st October, 1907, when the Thakore 
Saheb was formally installed on the Gadi and invested with full 
powers of his State. He has been educated at the Rajkumar 
College, Rajkot. 

Before his installation he received Military training for two 
years in the Imperial Cadet Corps. 


1911 


He attended the Coronation Darbar at Delhi in December, 


At the outbreak of the Great War, the Thakore Saheb placed 
ail the resources of his State at the disposal of the Imperial 
Government and contributed his quota of men and money. 


The insignia of K.C.I.B. was conferred on him in 1918. 
He attended the Chamber of Princes at Delhi in 1919-20 as a 
representative of 9 gun princes. Again he attended it in his 
own right. During his stay in England where he proceeded to 
make arrangements for the education of his Kumars, he had the 
privilege of attending His Majesty’s Court at Buckingham 
Palace. 

The Thakore Saheb was married three times (1) to the 
Shemaliawala Rani, (2) to the Lathiwala Eani and (3) to the 
Menapurwala Rani of whom the first two died in 1918 and 1913 
respectively. 

By his second Rani, the Thakore Saheb has two sons—Kumar 
Shri Dharmendrasinhji, heir-apparent, born on the 4th March, 
1910 and Kumar Shri Kishorsinhji, born on the27th June, 1911. 
The Shemaliawala Rani has also borne him a son, Kumar Shri 
Pradumansinhji, who is being educated at the Rajkumar College,. 
Rajkot. He was born on the 24th February, 1913. 

The outstanding feature of the Thakore Saheb’s regime has 
been the establishment of the Praja Pratinidhi Sabha consisting 
of 90 members drawn from all classes of his subjects. 

He takes a keen interest in the Boy Scout and Girl Guide 
movements.

VIRPUR. 

The State is bounded by the territories of the States of 

Nawanagar, Junagadh, Gondal and the 
Talukas of Mengni, Dhrafa, Mulila, 
Jetpur, etc.

The population is 6,676 souls ac¬ 
cording to the census of 1921. 

The average annual revenues and 
expenditure approximately amount to 
Rs. 65,000 and Ks. 35,000 respectively. 

Virpur is a Railway Station on the Jetalsar-Rajkot Railway 

line which passes through the limits of, 
Railways and Roads, the State. A portion of the trunk road 

between Rajkot, Junagadh and Veraval 
also passes through the territory of the State. 

There are two ginning factories, one at Virpur and the 

other at Kharedi. The manufacture 
Industries. of woolen blankets is carried on. White 

building stone of moderate quality is 
quarried within the State limits to meet the local demand. 

The State pays annually Rs. 3,418 as tribute to the British 

Government and Rs. 696 as Zortalbi 
to the Junagadh State.

Ancient History (Origin ).- 

The Ruling family of Virpur is descended from the Naw'a- 
nagar House. Jam Vibhaji I of Nawanagar had four sons of 
whom Bhanji, the _ second son received Kalawad and other 
eleven villages in appanage. According to Colonel J. W. Watson 
Kharpdi is said to have been given in appanage, but owing to 
some dispute with the parent State, Bhanji renounced all claims 
to the Giras and accepted a subordinate position under the 
Mahomedan Thandar of Kharedi v hich was then infested with 
gangs of marauding Kathis. His assistance to the Thandar in 
the expulsion of these freebooters obtained for him a grant of 


one-half of Kharedi lands from the Thandar. 

Bharoji, son of Bhanji, took a firmer hold on his patrimony 
and possessed himself of the whole of Kharedi and set up an in¬ 
dependent Chief dom. 

Mokaji, the seventh in descent from Bharoji, moved to Vir- 
pur from Kharedi and repaired the old fort of the new capital. 
The reign of Suraji I, the successor of Mokaji, was marked by a 
severe devastating famine of 1813 and a number of Bhayats m 
consequence of not having received any relief or shelter from the 
State acknowledged the subordination of the States of Nawanagar 
and Gondal with the result that only 13 villages were left sub¬ 
ject to the jurisdiction of the Virpur State. Thakore Shri 
If. was born on the 12th July, 1840, and succeeded to the Gadi 
on the 30th November, 1851. He reigned for a long period of 
60 years and introduced some improvements in the administra' 
tion. A good physician according to tlie Ayurvedic methods and 
a practical veterinary surgeon, he was also a keen sportsman. 
He died on the 18th October, 1918. and was succeeded by his 
son Hamirsinhji, the present Chief. 

Present History ( Ruler ). 

Thakore Shri Hamirsinhji, the present Chief, a Jadeja Baj- 
put, was born in 1876. He succeeded to the Gadi on. the ^f'h 
October, 1918. He was educated at the Bajkumar College, Raj¬ 
kot. He contracted four marriages—(1) in 1894, with the sister 
of the late Talukdar Mansinhji of Rajpur, (i) in 1897, with the 
daughter of Raol Shri Dipsinhji of Lakhanka, (3) in 1^0 
Ganadwala Bai and (4) in 1904, with the daughter of Jethwa 
Shri Ranmalji, a Bhayat of Pandavadar under Porbandar State. 

The heir-apparent, Kumar Shri Dilipsinhji, born on the 
19th September, 1899,. of the second wife Bai Shri Sunderba of 
Lakhanka, was-first married in 1917 to the sister of the^ 

Rana Shri Khushalsinhji of Mandwa and subsequently m 1919 
to the daughter of Jethwa Shri Tapubha of Pandavadar. 

One of the Chief’s daughters has been married to the present 
heir-apparent of Sayla and the other daughter was mamed to 
His Highness Maharaja Dhiraj of Cherkhari in the Bundel 
Khand Agency. 

The State follows the rule of primogeniture in regard to 
succession and exercises the jurisdictional powders as under. 

Cbiminal— Seven year’s rigorous imprisonment and fine to 
the extent of Rs. 10,000. 

Civil —To the extent of Rs. 20,000.

The Ruling Family is descended from the same stem as that 
of the Cutch and Morvi Houses. Kanyaji, the founder of the 
Morvi State had eight sons of whom Modji, the sixth son, re¬ 
ceived in appanage Malia with three other villages in Machhu* 
Kantha and Vandhia with several others in Vagad. Modji

_ Ih and induced them to settle 

within his territory. With their aid, he seized several other vil¬ 
lages in Machhn Kantha and established a separate Chiefdom. 
There are two versions about the origin of the term Miana. One 
represents it to be derived from ‘ Miyo” or ‘ Miyan” the founder 
of the race. The second version is that it is a corruption of 
“ Mene ” the original term by which the race was known in Sind. 
Modii was succeeded by Nathoji who had seven sons_ of whom 
Bhimoii, the eldest, ascended the Gadi after Nathoji’s death. 
The incident of Dosaji, the successor of Bhimoji, being treacher¬ 
ously taken prisoner in 1802 by Jioji, the Chief of Morvi, led to 
incessant and devastating inroads of the Mianas into the terri¬ 
tories of the Morvi State, which only abated when Dosaji was 
liberated. The Mianas later on grew so turbulent as to disturb 
the peace of the country and the British Government were con- 
.sequently obliged to send against them a regular detachment in 
1810 which was however withdrawn on their surrendering un¬ 
conditionally. In A. D. 1806-07 Babaji Apaji tried unsuccess¬ 
fully to conquer Malia for Morvi from whom he received for his 
services the village of Hadala. After Dosaji, Sataji and Modji 
came to the Gadi in succession. During Modji’s reign his inabi¬ 
lity to trace a criminal who shot dead a sentry of the 3rd Light 
Cavalry and to control the Mianas who comniitted in 1879 a 
dacoity involving a Mail robbery, led to the withdrawal by Gov¬ 
ernment of the Criminal Jurisdiction of the Chief and a British 
Court was established to exercise it. 

Thakore Shri Modji died on the 20th October, 1907, and was 
succeeded by Kaisinhji, the present Chief. 

Present History {Ruler). 

Thakore Shri Raisinhji, the present Chief, is a Jadej'a Rajput. 
Born on 14th February, 1868, he succeeded to the 
20th October, 1907. He was educated at the Rajkuniar College, 
Rajkot. Financial embarrassment and the Miana disturbances 
brought the State under Agency Management which terminated 
in 1914, when the full powers of the State were restored to 
the Chief. He first married Bai Shri Bakunverba, daughter of 
Rana Shri Udesinhji M. of Vadod, by whom he had two sons, 
^umar Shri Gumansinhji, the heir-apparent and Kumar bhri 
^haratsinhji. They died in 1922 and 1917 pspectively, the 
former leaving three sons'~'Kumar Shri Harishchandrasinhji, 
now heir-apparent, Kumar Shri Narendrasinhji and Kumar Shri 
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desiring to throw off allegiance to 
Mionas n, criminal tribe from Sim 
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Rajendrasinhji of whom the latter .two are prosecuting their 
studies in the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. 

Kumar Shri Balvirsinhji and Kunveri Shri Devkunverba 
are the children of the second wife, Bai Shri Bakunverba, daughter 
of Rana Shri Vajesinhji of Malvan under the Dhrangadhra State, 
whom the Chief married after the demise of the first wife,

Ancient History ( Origin ). 

The Ruling Family is an offshoot of the Gondal House. 
Kumbhoji I of Gondal had two sons—Sagramji and Sangoji—of 
whom the former succeeded to the Chief ship of Gondal while 
the latter received in appanage the village of Ardoi in lbo4-00 
A.D. Sangoji conquered the neighbouring villages and raisea 
his Estate to the position of a Taluka. The name Sangani is 


derived from him. In concert with Eanmalji of Bajkot he con¬ 
quered Sardhar. He met his death in an encounter with Kat'his 
at Raiya in 1699. He was succeeded by his eldest son, Tejoji, 
who in his turn was succeeded by his son Jasoji who increased 
his territory by fresh conquests. At this time, disorder and 
confusion prevailed in the country and turbulent Kathi's were a 
standing menace. Jasoji conquered Kotda in 1760. Khuman 
Vaijo Jogio frequently sacked Gondal and Kotda. It appears 
that some unfair advantage taken by Jasoji during the settlement 
of the Gondal-Kotda frontier, who coerced the arbitrator embit¬ 
tered Kumbhoji II of Gondal who resolved to take revenge. On 
one occasion Jasoji censured Sheshabhai of Sayla whose exploits 
were referred to by a bard in high terms and this gave Kumbhoji 
the long-desired opportunity for revenge upon Jasoji. Kumbho¬ 
ji called Sheshabhai to Gondal and told him how Jasoji had 
spoken of him and urged him to chastise the latter. A fierce 
fight ensued at Rajpipla in 1755 in which Jasoji and his brother 
Sartanji were slain and Devoji his second brother was wounded. 
Devoji Who returned to Kotda ascended the Gadi but shortly 
succumbed to the serious injuries he had sustained. 

Hothiji succeeded Devoji. It was during his reign that 
Colonel Walker arrived in Kathiawar. Hothiji enjoyed a long 
and peaceful reign and his name has come to be associated with 
Kotda which is often called “Hothiji’s Kotda”. Hothiji who 
died in 1812 was succeeded by his son Bhojrajji who died child¬ 
less in 1825. Consequently the succession devolved upon Bama- 
nioji, the brother of Bhojrajji. Togaji, the third in descent from 
Bamanioji, died in 1879 and was succeeded by his son Mulwaji. 

Thakore Shri Mulwaji died in 1913 without male issue and 
the succession descended to his cousin, Himatsinhji, the present 
Chief. 

Present History {Euler). 

Thakore Shri Himatsinhji, a Jadeja Rajput, who was born 
on the 17th September, 1892, was installed on the Gadi on the 
2nd March, 1914. He was educated at the Girassia College, 
Gondal. The Chief married two wives:—' 

(1) In 1908 Bai Shri Majirajba, the daughter of Gohel 
Shri Bapubha Ratansing of Vavdi (Gajabhai) who 
died in 1914 leaving a daughter who survived her 
mother only a couple of years. 


(2) Bai Shri Takhatba,t.he daughter of Chudasama Meruji 
Dosaji of Devchadi under Gondal, who died in 1924 
leaving a son and heir-apparent Kumar Shri Pradyu- 
mansinhji born on the 5th December, 1920, and Wo 
daughters. 

Of the two daughters of the late Thakore Shri Mulwaji, 
Anandkunverba was married in 1913 to His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja Raj Saheb Shri Sir Ghanshyamsinhji Bahadur, G.C.I.E., 
K.C.S.I., of Dhrangadhra. She gave birth to a son and heir- 
apparent to the Dhrangadhra Gadi. The second daughter Hira- 
kunverba has been married to Maharaj Kumar Eajendrasinhji, 
the heir-apparent of the Jhalawar State in Rajputana. 

Thakore Shri Himatsinhji has at present no wife. The

Kaloji of 
Dhrol had seven sons of ’ whom Sangoji was the eldest, Bhimji 
the second and Junoji was the third. On Kaloji’s death Sangoji 
succeeded to the Chief ship, the other brothers having been provid¬ 
ed with suitable appanages. Sangoji who lost his life while 
fighting on the Nawanagar side, with a Mahomedan army had no 
issue.

Ancient Bistory ( Origin ) 

Before the conquest of Sorath by the Mahomedans, Juna- 
gadh was a Rajput principality and previous to this again the 
history is obscure. It was first ruled by the Chavda Rajputs 
whose seat of Government was at Vamanasthali, the modern 
Vanthali. Next came the Chudasama tribe who transferred 
their capital to Junagadh about the year 875. Rah Mandlik III, 
the last Chudasama Chief, gave some cause of grievance to a 
Bania who betook himself to Mahomed Shah, the Sultan of Guja¬ 
rat and induced him to attach Junagadh. The Sultan invaded 
Junagadh twice and twice he was repulsed by the Hindu Prince. 


For a third time, however, the Sultan invaded Junagadh and Bah 
Mandlik was compelled to submit. After conversion to Islam 
faith Bah Mandlik was removed to Ahmedabad where he died. 
Sultan Mahmad changed the name of Junagadh to Mustafabad 
and built a fortification round the town. Since that time'f 1476 
A.D.) Junagadh has been a Mahomedan Chiefdom. Until the 
close of the Gujarat monarchy, Junagadh was governed by an 
official styled Thandar appointed direct from Ahmedabad and 
subsequently after the conquest of Gujarat by Emperor Akbar in 
1573 A.D. by officers designated as Fouzdars in subordination to 
the Imperial Viceroy at Ahmedabad. The last of the Fouzdars 
w^as Sherkhan Babi who asserted his independence in 1748 A.D. 
with the title of Nawab Bahadurkhan. The founder of the 
family was one Bahadurkhan, a native of Afghanistan, who rose 
to distinction in the reign of Emperor Shahjahan, Sherkhan 
Babi who w^as one of the sons of Bahadurkhan and who was sent 
by the Emperor to Gujarat in company with Prince Murad, had 
four sons. Of these the first and second were officers in the Kadi 
District. Jafarkhan, the third son, whose descendants founded 
the three Babi Houses, viz., Radhaupur, Junagadh and Balasinor, 
Avas Deputy Governor of Patan and Shahbazkh'an, the fourth 
son, is now represented by the Ranpur House under Junagadh. 
Jafarkhan received the title of Safdarkhan for services rendered 
in Gujarat. Safdarkhan died in 1726 A.D. and his son Salabat 
Mahmedkhan was reinstated in his post at Viramgam. In 1728 
A. D. Salabatkhan Avas appointed Deputy Governor of Junagadh 
but he preferred to remain at Viramgam and sent his son Sher¬ 
khan there as his Deputy. 

Sherkhan Babi, an intelligent young man, ambitious of 
power and property after a career of fluctuating fortune finally 
settled himself at Junagadh, placing his son Sardar Mahomed 
Khan at Balasinor. 

Salabatkhan, Sherkhan’s father, bequeathed to his sons 
Dilerkhan and Sher Zamankhau the district of BantAva now 
enjoyed by the Chief of Manavadar and the Talukdars of BantAva 
and Sardargadh. Sherkhan after asserting his independence in 
1748 A. D, assumed the title of Bahadurkhan and concentrated 
his attention in consolidating his dominions. NaAvab Bahadur- 
khanji died in 1768 and was succeeded by his son Mahabatkhanji 
whose reign Avas at once disturbed by intrigues. Bibi Sahiba 
Sultan, sister of Bahadurkhanji, secretly plotted with Jamadar 
Suleman, seized upon the person of the Nawab and proclaimed 


her grandsou Muzafarkhan as Nawab. Juwan Mardkhan IT of 
Eadhanpur learning of these disturbances led a large army against 
Junagadh with the ostensible objectof liberating Nawab Mahabat- 
khan but with the ulterior intention of appropriating the 
Ohiefdom for himself. These plans were not realized however, 
as Jadeja Kurabhoji of Gondal, an able Chief, anxious to exalt 
his own influence, intervened and prevailed upon Juwan Mard¬ 
khan to return to Gujarat and himself liberated Mahabatkhan, 
on condition that the Estate of Ranpur should be granted to the 
two grandsons of Bibi Saheba Sultan in return for their renounc¬ 
ing all claims to a share in the State. Jadeja Kumbhoji’s 
influence thus became paramount. He advanced 35,000 Jamshai 
Koris to the Nawab and obtained as consideration the Paraganah 
of XJpleta. Naw'ab Mahabatkhan, though now’liberated, continued 
to be short of funds and when consequently the pay of his troops 
fell into arrears he found himself unable to maintain law and 
order. Bibi Sahiba Sultan took advantage of the general unrest 
to seize on Veraval. In the midst of these troubles Diwan 
Amarji, a youth of 18, came to Junagadh from Mangrol in search 
of service. The Nawab promised him service provided he could 
subdue the refractory Arabs. Amarji accompanied by Jamadar 
Salmin and a party readily carried out the task and the Nawab 
appointed Amarji and Salmin to important posts in reward for 
this signal service and sent Amarji against Veraval which he 
retook triumphantly. In 1764, Diwan Amarji marched against 
Sheikh Mian of Mangrol who had created disturbances and 
forced the latter to give the Nawab a half share in the Paraganah 
of Mangrol. Diwan Amarji’s rapid rise and extensive influence 
however soon exposed him to jealousy and his enemies combined 
to poison the ears of the Nawab against him. The Nawab theii 
imprisoned both Amarji and his brothers Dulabhji and Govindji 
and caused Jamadar Salmin, Amarji’s faithful adherent, to be 
assassinated. On his release the Diwan went to reside at Jetpur. 
The absence of the Diwan Amarji gave an opportunity to the 
Sheikh of Mangrol who again disturbed the peace of the country. 
The Naw^ab marched against him but failing to make any 
impression invited Amarji to return. Amarji’s presence was 
soon felt and the Sheikh compelled to restore all that he had 
looted, to pay a fine and to recognize the suzerainty of the 
Junagadh State. The Diwan’s next step was to secure Sutrapada 
from a Kasbati Zamindar for the Nawab and to assist Eawal 
Wakhatsinhji of Bhavnagar in reducing the Kolis of Talaja. 
He also co-operated with Wala Kumpa of Jetpur in rounding up a 
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gang of outlaws who haunted the Gir forest. His next conquest 
was that of Kutiana from one Hashim Khan which he amplified 
by undertaking a tribute-collecting expedition in the neighbouring 
districts. 




The subjugation of the Mianas of Malia, a successful 
compaign against Jadeja Kumbhoji of Gondal. co-operation with 
Meraman Khavas of Nawanagar in chastising the Okha Waghers 
and the acquiring of enormous booty from their haunt Positra 
can be numbered among the subsequent acts of the Diwan’s 
brilliant career during the reign of Nawab Mahabatkhanji who 
died in 1776. 

Nawab Mahabatkhan was succeeded by his son Nawab 
Hamidkhan in 1776 who was then only eight years of age. The 
young Nawab’s rights were however loyally safeguarded by 
Diwan Amarji who proceeded to score further successes, viz., (1) 
levying of tribute from the country of Jhalawar, (2) reduction 
of Vanthali which was the Head-quarters of some JBabi rebels 
of Bantwa, (3) forcing the Marathas who had joined hands with 
the rebels to surrender all the tribute they had collected, (4) 
joining Thakore Waghji of Morvi in. his expedition to Wagad 
and receiving from the Rao of Cutch certain valuable presents 
as the price of peace, (6) capturing the fort of Amreli from the 
Gaekwar’s Subah Jiwaji Shamraj, (6) successful operations against 
Rana Sultanji of Porbandar and the exacting from him of ad¬ 
ditional tribute and lastly (7) the conquest of Una and Delwada 
from the Kasbati holders. Such a series of successes could not 
but excite the jealousy and hatred of the Diwan’s many foes 
among whom was Jadeja Kumbhoji of Gondal. The latter 
invited the young Nawab of Junagadh to Gondal as his guest and 
it is said succeeded in inducing him to direct the Diwan’s as¬ 
sassination which occurred on the GthMarch, 1784. The present 
eminent position which the State of Junagadh holds in Kathia¬ 
war may largely be attributed to the dauntless courage, untiring 
energy and astute diplomacy of Diwan Amarji. After the Diwan’s 
death the further notable events of Nawab Hamidkhan’s reign 
were the subjugation of the Arabs and Sindhis who rose in 
rebellion, the defeat of the Rana of Porbandar who had seized 
Chorwad and Veraval, the writing over in perpetuity to Jadeja 
Kumbhoji of Gondal, Gondal and five other villages as well as 
the Parganah of Sarsai and Champarda in consideration for three 
lacs of Jamshai Koris, and the permanent settlement in 1807-08 
A.D. through Colonel Walker of the Nawab’s territory. 


Nawab Saheb Hamidkhan died in 1811 and was succeeded 
by his son Bahadurkhan. The succession was disputed 
between Bahadurkhan and Salabatkhan, sou of Kamalbakhte of 
Radhanpur, though the former was eventually recognized. He 
came under the influence of an Arab Jemadar Umar Mukhasam 
then a man of some powers at the court. Vithalrao, the Gaekwari 
officer who was on intimate terms wdth Jemadar Mukhasam, took 
advantage of the latter’s influence in obtaining from the Nawab 
in 1812 A. D. a deed assigning to the Gaekwar of Baroda, the 
Parganahs of Amreli and Kodinar and a share in Damnagar and 
Shianagar Parganahs. 

In 1816 A. D. Jemadar Umar Mukhasam attempted violence 
to the ISawab and the ensuing confusion culminated in the neces¬ 
sity of seeking British help. Captain Ballantyne arrived and 
restored peace by expelling Jemadar Mukhasam and other hostile 
leaders from the city; in consideration of this service the Nawab 
“Saheb passed a deed in . writing to the Hon’ble East India Com¬ 
pany, waiving for over his right to levy Zortalbi from Dhandhuka, 
Ranpur, Gogha and Dholera districts. 

In 1820 Nawab Saheb Bahadurkhan married Kesharbai, 
daughter'of the Rao of Cutch. 

About this time the soldiery of Junagadh having no employ¬ 
ment sought distraction in plunder until once again British 
interference became necessary in the interests of the public safety 
and Mr. Blane suppressed the disorder. 

Nawab Bahadurkhan died in 1840 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Hamidkhan who died in 1861. 

Nawab Hamidkhan was succeeded by his brother -Mahabat- 
khanji in 1851. During his reign the ministry changed^ hands 
several times until finally it was secured by Jhala Gokulji. 
Some interested and ambitious persons managed to persuade the 
Nawab’s mother Naju Bibi to keep him under surveillance. 
The Nawab Saheb resented this and contrived to escape to 
Wanthali where he threw himself upon the protection of Mr. 
Coulson, who proceeded to free him from the intriguers. His 
Highness received the distinction of K.C.S.l. in 1871 and His 
Highness’ personal salute was raised to 15 guns. The Nawab 
Saheb offered 160 foot and 60 horse to the British Government 
for service in the Afghan Campaign. Nawab Saheb Mahabat- 
khanji died in 1882 and was succeeded by His Highness the 


UWlST/t 
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Nawab Saheb Bahadurkhanji who displayed industry in the 
affairs of his State and devotion to the interests of his subjects. 
A Bailway line connecting Jetpur with Yeraval was constructed. 
In recognition of his statesmanship he was created a K.C.S.I., 
and in 1890 the higher honour of G.C.l.E. was conferred upon 
him. His Highness Nawab Saheb Bahadurkhanji passed away 
in 1892 ( 2l8t January) and his brother Nawab Saheb Easul- 
khanji ascended the Gadi on the 20th June, 1892. One of the 
noteworthy administrative successes of the Nawab Saheb was the 
extinction of the racial animosities between the Hindus and 
Mahomedans of Prabhas Patan. The Miana outlaws and 
dacoits were put down. The Jetpur Yeraval Eailway line was 
completed and a new line connecting Shahpur and Kutiana was 
constructed. The keen interest His Highness took in matters 
educational was evinced by the establishment of an Arts College 
at Junagadh in 1900. His Highness moreover donated the 
generous sum of Es. 30,000 for the construction of the Easul- 
khanji Hospital for Women at Eajkot. His Highness was creat¬ 
ed a K.G.S.I. in 1900, a G.C.8.I. in 1909 and as a further mark 
of distinction his salute was raised to 15 guns personal. His 
Highness Sir Kasulkhanji died on the 22nd January, 1911. 


Present History ( Euler) 


His Highness the Nawab Saheb Sir Mahabatkhanji III, 
a descendant of the Babi (trusted) stock of Afghan origin was 
born on 2nd August, 1900 and succeeded his father, late Nawab 
Saheb His Highness Sir Easulkhanji, G.C.S.I. He ascended 
the Masnad on the 22nd January, 1911, the date on which his 
father died and was invested with ruling powers on the Slst 
March, 1920. Early in 1913 he went to England for a year and 
on return joined the Mayo College, Ajmer, where he stayed for 
some time and later pursued his studies in Junagadh in the 
personal charge of Mr. Bladen. During His Highness’ minority 
the State of Junagadh was placed under British Administration, 
Mr. H. D. Eendall having been anointed the Administrator. 
During the administration period pension’s scheme was introduced, 
the Bhagbatai (crop share) system of revenue was replaced by a 
fixed cash assessment, the Shahpur Bantwa Eailway line was 
extended, the Harbour Works at Yeraval were improved, an 
ofiicial visit was paid by Their Excellencies Lord and Lady 
Willingdon, and Agricultural and Industrial Exhibition was held, 


I’iie Nawab's investiture oeremonies took place on the Slat 
March, 1920, when the administration terminated and Sir B. 
Maconochie, C.S.T., I.C.S., the then Agent to the Governor, 
Kathiawar, handed over to His Highness the Nawab Saheb the 
Kharita of His Excellency the Viceroy. In recognition of the 
services of the State in connection with the War, the salute of 
the Nawab Saheb was raised permanently to 13 guns on the 1st 
January, 1918, and he was granted a personal salute of 15 guns 
and a permanent local salute of 15 guns on the 1st January, 1921. 
His Highness received the distinction of K.C.S.I, on the 28th 
January, 1926, and was invested with this .insignia at Delhi. 

His Highness the Nawab Saheb was married on the 3rd 
April, 1921, to Her Highness Manuvvar Jahan Begam, the grand 
niece of Her Highness the Ruler of Bhopal. Her Highness the 
Begum Saheba gave birth to Vali-Mahmad Dilavarkhanji (the 
heir-apparent) on the 23rd June, 1922. His Highness the 
Nawab Saheb also married Bibi Shri Emuabibi Saheba of 
Junagadh on the 27th April, 1923. A third marriage with 
Bibi Shri Aman Bibi Saheba of Kutiana occurred on the 30th 
October, 1923, at Yeraval. His Highness the Nawab Saheb 
contracted an alliance in accordance with the usual Nikha 
ceremony with Bibi Shri Motibibi Saheba of Junagadh on the 
8th July, 1925. His Excellency the Viceroy Lord Reading 
visited the State during the reign of the present Ruler. The 
Sheikh of Mangrol, a vassal of Junagadh, has been granted by 
His Highness the Nawab Saheb administrative powers corres- 
pouding to formerly known as 2nd Class in the Agency. The 
present Sheikh of Mangrol is Maherban Mahmad Jehangirmian 
Valad Mahmad Badruddin. He was born on the 29th October, 
1860, and has four sons, the eldest being Abdul Khalique. 

The Prince of Junagadh holds a Sanad of adoption and 
the succession follows the rule of primogeniture.

The State of Radhanpur is bounded on the North by Mor- 

wada aud Terwada, on the East by the 
Boundary and limits. territories of Baroda, on the South by 

the Ahmedabad district and Jhm]hu- 
wada and on the West by the State of Warahi. 

The area of the State is 1,1S0 square miles. The country 

which is an open plain has a variety 
of soils, viz., sandy, saltish and black.

The State has a population of 67,789 
souls according to the census of 1921.

The State at present lacks Rail¬ 
way communication owing to its iso¬ 
lated position. 

The sandy soil and low lying plains which are usually 
swamped in the monsoon make the construction of macadamized 
roads, an expensive and difficult proposition. There is however, 
one Pacca road from Radhanpur to Bhadhana and a motor road 
from Radhanpur to Sami. 

There are seven ginning factories and one cotton press.

Tribute. 


The State pays no tribute to the Bri¬ 
tish Government or to any other State. 


Under the terms of the treaty oonoluded with the Nawab, 
tribute was fixed.on the 18th February, 1822, at a sum oi Bs. 
17 000. It continued in force for three years, when (ioth July, 
18261 the Court of Directors, deeming the State unable to pay 
so large a sum, remitted it in full. It has never again been 

imposed.

Ancient Historij (Origin). 

The State of Radhanpur, before it came under the Mahome- 
dan rule, seems to have been a Rajput principality. According 
to tradition the town of Radhanpur is as old as 600 A.D. and was 
originally called Radandevpur, from Uadandev, a Chavda Chief, 
Ohavdas seem to have been followed by Vaghelas and the town 
is said to have been called Lunavada after Vaghela Lunaji of the 
Sardhara branch of that tribe. 

Subsequently it was held in fief under the Mahomedan Kings 
of Gujarat by B'atehkhan Baloeh and is said to have been named 
Radhanpur after Radhan Khan of that family. The present 
Babi dynasty seems to have been established in the year 1757, 
Babi Jawan Marda Khan being recognised as the founder.. The 
name Babi derives its origin from Baba, a Pathan noble of 
Afghanistan, the originator of the family. There is another 
account as to the origin of this surname. The word “Babi” 
means trusted and the trustworthiness of the members of the 
family is of ancient repute. The first Babi to enter Hindustan 
was Usmankhan who accompanied Hnmayun. The appoint¬ 
ment of Bahadurkhan Babi as the Thandar of Tharad in the 
reign of the Emperor Shah Jahan marks the beginning of the 
relations of this family with Gujarat. His son Sherkhan Babi 
was (1654-57) sent to aid Prince Murad Baksh in the Govern¬ 
ment of Gujarat. A man of great firmness and skill he soon 
attracted the notice of the Viceroy who appointed him in 1663, 
to the Thandarship of Chunval Parganah which was infested by 
marauding Kolis. Sherkhan proved equal to the task. He had 
four sons of whom the third Zafjmkhan was confirmed in his 
father’s place at Chunval in 16D3.‘^Jaffarkhan whose talent and 
local influence gained him the title of Safdarkhan and the charge 
of Radhanpur, Sami, Munjpur and Terwada, was promoted to the 
Nayab Subahship of Patan. 

In 1698, strained relations between Sujatkhan, the Suba of 
Gujarat and Jafarkhan led to the resignation of the latter who 
retired to Malwa, whence he did not return until Sujatkhan’s 
term of oflice expired. In 1703 Durgadas Rathod, the ex-Suba 
of Gujarat rose in rebellion and Jafarkhan volunteering to reduce 
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him took him prisoner and drove him out of Gujarat. Jafarkhan 
was therefore reinstated in 1704 as Nayab 8ubah of Patau. 
The management of Vijapur was also entrusted to his care. In 
1706 the Marathas invaded Gujarat and carried off Jafarkhan 
as a prisoner. His liberation cost him a heavy ransom. 
Durgadas once more caused a disturbance and Jafarkhan who 
succeeded in killing him w'as raised to the post of Subah of Patan 
in 1706. His son Khan Jahan or Khanji Khan with the title of 
Jawan Mard Khan was in 1715 appointed Governor of Eadhanpur 
and in 17i^6 of Patan. In 1729 he was killed by a Koli of Balor. 
His eldest son Kamaludinkhan was given the title of Jawan 
Mard Khan and his second son Mahomed Anwar, the title of 
Safdarkhan with the charge of Eadhanpur, Sami, etc. Mahomed 
Anwar built a wall round the town of Eadhanpur. 



During the next twenty-five years (1729-1744) Jawan Mard 
Khan II was one of the strongest of the Gujarat nobles. At this 
tjme a branch of the house established itself at Junagadh and 
VVadasinor. Jawan Mard Khan continued to rise in rank till he 
was promoted to the Viceroyalty of Gujarat to which he had long 
aspired. 

In 1753 the Marathas appeared before Ahmedabad levying 
tribute from surrounding Chiefs. Jawan Mard Khan who was 
then away at Palanpur hastened to the spot by forced marches 
and by night succeeded in entering the city. He offered a gallant 
resistance but funds failing he was obliged to yield. He succeed¬ 
ed however in securing such favourable terms that he received 
for himself and his brothers, free from any Maratha claim, the 
districts of Patan, Vadnagar, Sami, Munjpur, Visalnagar, Tharad, 
Kheralu, Eadhanpur, Terwada and Bijapur, Jawan Mard Khan 
then retired to Eadhanpur and established an independent princi¬ 
pality. In 1755 driven by Moin Khan from Ahmedabad, the 
Marathas called Jawan Mard Khan to their aid which he readily 
gave and restored to them the possession of the city. Jawan 
Mard Khan died and some time later Shambhuram and Eohila 
Pathan rebelled against the Marathas who suspected the Babi’s 
hand in the revolt and consequently Damaji Gaekwar in 1765 
wrested from Gazi-ud-din Khan and Nizam-ud-din Khan, sons of 
Jawan Mard Khan Patan, Vadnagar, Visnagar, Vijapur and 
Kheralu leaving them only Eadhanpur, Sami, Tharad, Terwada 
and the villages of Dhanora and Palipur. The elder Gazi-ud-din 
Khan succeeded to the Gadi of Eadhanpur, He reigned for 48 
years and died in 1813. Babi Gazi-ud-din Khan had two sons, 
Sherkhan and Kamal-ud-din Khan Qf wKom Sherklian succeeded

to the Gadi of Radhanpur. Kamal-ud-din Khan retaining Sami 
and Munjpur which lapsed to the Radhanpur Gadi the latter, 
dying soon after. It was in Sherkhan’s time that the State came 
in contact with the British Government for the first time in 1813. 

Nawab Sherkhan died in 1825 and was succeeded by his son, 
Jorawarkhan, who was then only a three-year old child. The 
administration of the State w^as therefor© conducted by the 
British Government until 1837 when Jorawarkhan attaining 
maturity was entrusted with the sole charge of his State. 

Naw'ab Jorawarkhan who died in October, 1874, after a reign 
of 60 years, was succeeded by his eldest son Bismillakhan. Ad- - 
ministrative reforms were introduced in his reign. Nawab Bis¬ 
millakhan died in 1895 and was succeeded by his eldest son Haji 
Mahomed Sherkhan. Owing to his minority the State was placed 
under British administration which terminated in 1907 when His 
Highness the Nawab Saheb assumed full powers. He died in 
19i0 at sea and was succeeded by his younger brother Jalaludin 
Khanji. 

Present History {Ruler). 

His Highness the Nawab Saheb Jalaludinkhanji the present 
ruler was born on 2nd April, 1889. He was educated at the Raj- 
kumar College, Rajkot, where he received a diploma for passing 
the final examination. His Highness was invested with full 
powers on 27th November, 1910. The State rendered help during 
the Great War, in proportion to its means. 

His Highness first married on the 20th June, 1911, the 
daughter of Suba x4hmedkhanji, the nephew (sister’s son ) of His 
late Highness the Nawab Saheb Bismillakhanji. She diedinl916. 
By her, one daughter, Bima Saheb Manvar Bakhte was born to 
His Highness on the 4th June, 1912. His second marriage with 
the daughter of Sardarkhan Mahomedkhan of Amritsar took 
place on the 11th March, 1916.

Ancient History {Origin). 

The Ruling family of Manavadar comes of the same stock 
as that of the Nawab of Junagadh. The origin and ancestry is 
the same as contained in the account of the Junagadh State. 
Of the three sons of Salabat Mahomed Khan, (1) Sherkhan alias 
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Mahomed Bahadurkhan founded the Chiefdom of Junagadh and 
(2) Dilerkhan and (3) Sherzainankhan inherited the Bantwa 
Taluka as their father’s patrinaouy. 

It appears that in 1733 A. D. the Babis were expelled from 
their ancestral Jaghir of Ghogha by Sorabkhan, a protege of 
Burhan-ul-mulk, then the most powerful noble at the court of 
Delhi. Sherkhan was then absent at Baroda. His younger 
brothers Dilerkhan and Sher ZarPankhan resisted but were com¬ 
pelled to quit Ghogha. The division of the Bantwa Taluka effect¬ 
ed in 1760 A. D. procured for the elder brother Dilerkhan the 
present Manavadar Taluka which has since then continued in - 
tact in the hands of his descendants. Whereas the estate which 
fell to the lot of his younger brother Sher Zamankhan was divid¬ 
ed between his two sons whose descendants have in their turn 
further sub-divided the estate. 

Khan Shri Fatehdinkhan, the late Chief of Manavadar, died 
of influenza on the 19th October, 1918, and was succeeded by 
his eldest son, Khan Shri Gulammoinudinkhan, the present Chief. 


Present History ( Euler). 

Khan Shri Gulammoinudinkhan, who was born on the 22nd 
December, 1911, succeeded to the Gadi on the 19th October, 
1918, He is at present receiving education at the Rajkumar 
College. Rajkot. Owing to his minority the administration of 
the State is being carried on by his mother, Begam Saheba 
Fatima Siddika, as a Regent.

Ancient History ( Origin). 

The Ruling family comes of the same stock as that of the 
Nawab of Junagadh. The origin is described in the account of 
the Manavadar State. 

The Taluka of Bantwa was partitioned between two brothers 
(1) Dilerkhan and Sher Zamankhan of whom the former re¬ 
ceived 24 villages and established himself at Manavadar. The 
latter also received 24 villages and settled at Bantwa. During 
this partition, which was effected in 1760 A. D., Bantwa proper 
and some other villages which were given away in charity were 
kept joint. 

Sher Zamankhanji had two sons-~(l) Edalkhanji and (2) 
Mukhtyarkhanji who divided their patrimony in equal shares, 


each receiving 12 villages. The former remained at Bantwa 
and the latter settled at Gidad (now Sardargadh). The share 
which Edalkhariji inherited is now known as Khan Shri Sher- 
bulandkhanji’s Taluka as distinguished from the Bantwa Majmu 
Taluka. It is a partible estate and so far as revenue adminis¬ 
tration is concerned, it has been disintegrated while the juris¬ 
diction over the whole Taluka is reserved to the senior member 
of the senior branch who is recognised as the representative of 
the share-holders in their dealings with the Agency. 

Present History {Ruler). 

Khan Shri Sherbulandkhanji, the present Chief, who was born 
on the 20th October, 1862, succeeded to the Gadi on the 3rd 
September, 1903, after the death of his father Rustamkhanji 
which took place in 1903. 

The jurisdictional power's with which the Taluka is invested

The family of the present Chief is connected with the 
Houses both of Junagadh and Balasinor.

By her he had one daughter 
named Rahimbakhte who was married in 1899 to Shahjada Sher- 
jumakhanji of Junagadh who is now dead. In 1894 he married 
Bibi Shri Sobhanbakhte, the daughter of His late Highness the 
Nawab Saheb Rasulkhanji of Junagadh who died after a short 
time. The Chief’s third marriage took place with the daughter 
of K. 8. Bajudinkhanji, a share-holder of a junior branch 
of Bantwa by whom he has a son Kumar Shri Sherkhanji born 
on the 26th October, 1892. He was married in 1913 to the 
younger sister of the present Nawab of Balasinor who has given 
birth to a son named Kumar Shri Gulammohiyudinkhanji.

Ancient History ( Origin ). 

The Ruling family is of Afghan origin belonging to the 
Lohani stock and is said to have first settled in Bihar in. the 12th 
century. About 1370 Malek Khurram Khan, the leader of the 
family, accompanied by relatives and retainers, left Bihar to seek 
a home elsewhere and failing this to go to Mecca. 

Prior to the establishment of Moslem Rule, Palanpur was a 
Hindu principality. In early times it is said to have been called 
Pralhadan Patan from its founder Pralhadan Dev, brother of the 
Par mar Chief of Chandravati. It seems to have taken its present 
name from Palansi Chauhan who repeopled it in 57 B. C. as it 
had fallen into desolation for about two centuries. Some say it 
was named Palanpur because it was founded by one Pal Parmar. 

The party which started from Bihar as said above came to 
Songadh Jhalor, the seat of the Chauhan Government, Visaldev 
Chauhan being the Euler. Malek Khurram Khan took services 
under him. After the assassination of Visaldev by the Rathor 
Prince of Mandor, Malek Khurram Khan who was at the time the 
Deputy Governor of Jhalor, immediately installed the Dowager 
Princess Popanbai on the Gadi. The latter ill-advised by intri¬ 
guers who were jealous of Khurram Khan’s increasing powers issued 
an order for his execution. Kurrram Khan having previously 
obtained wind of the conspiracy, besieged the place and Popanbai 
deserted by her supporters managed to escape. The vacant Gadi 
then passed into the hands of Malek Khurram Khan who established 
his sovereignty without any opposition. 





urram Khan was succeeded by Malek Usuf who 
turn was succeeded by his sou Malek Hasan, who enlarged 
hiefdom and was recognised by the Emperor as the Ruler 
of Jhalor. 


Malek MujahidKhan, the 4th in descent from Malek Hasan, 
was once while hunting surprised and carried prisoner to Sirohi, 
where being treated with all the consideration due to his position 
and being fascinated by his enticing environments, forgot all 
about Jhalor and his nobles, Maleks Mina and Piara who 
ravaged the Sirohi districts in retaliation for their Chief’s cap¬ 
ture. They actually succeeded in entering the palace where 
Mujahid was confined and persuaded him in vain to return to 
Jhalor. The nobles thereupon captured Kunvar Madan, the 
heir to the Sirohi Gadi and under a threat of converting him to 
Islam secured the liberation of their Chief Mujahid who died in 
1609,. 

The reign of Malek Sikandarkhan second in succession from 
Mujahid, w'as disturbed by the attack of Rao Maldev of Jodhpur 
who took and plundered both Jhalor and Saehor. 

Malek Sikandarkhan, who died in 1548, was succeeded by 
Malek Ghazni Khan who restored the prestige-of the Jhalor 
family. 

Jhalor passed temporarily into the hands of B^atehkhan 
Baloch of Radhanpur though Malek Khanji, the then Ruler of 
Jhalor, offered strong resistence. Shortly afterwards, the place 
was retaken from the intruder. 

Malek Khanji died in 1576 and was succeeded by Malek 
Ghazni Khan. The Emperor Akbar bestowed on him the title of 
“ Dewan” in recognition of his conspicuous services on the fron¬ 
tier and presented him with a robe of honour and a jewel studded 
sword. 

Banu Begam, the Emperor’s foster sister, who was given in 
marriage to Dewan Ghazni Khan brought with her the principa¬ 
lity of Palanpur, Deesa, Dantiwada, etc., as a dowry. The ser¬ 
vices of Dewan Ghazni Khan, who was also appointed Governor 
of Lahore, were further recognised by Emperor Jehangir who 
raised him to the command of 600 infantry and 400 horse. 

In 1697 Mujahid Khan, third in line from Ghazni Khan, 
was sent to levy a capitation tax from the Hindus of Palanpur 
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and Jhalor and in 1609, the Government of Jhalor and Saehor 
was taken from him and given to Ajitsing Eathod, Jhalor was 
never recovered and from that time the head-quarters of the 
family have been at Palanpur. 


Karimdad Khan, 4th in descent from Mujahid Khan, ac¬ 
companied Abhesing, Maharaja of Jodhpur, in his expedition 
^ against Sirohi and conquered several districts. 

In 1736 Kantaji Kadam and Malharrao Holkar levied a 
tribute from Pahar Khan, the then Euler of Palanpur, who was 
succeeded by his uncle Bahadurkhan, who drove Chauhan Jet- 
malji of Dhema out of Tharad and held it until dispossessed by 
Nawab Kamal-ud-din Khan Babi. The action of Sona Babu, the 
sister of Sherkhan, who died in 1788 without male issue, in rais¬ 
ing her son Mubarizkhan to the Chiefship, created a disturbance 
and incensed the nobles who dethroned Mubarizkhan and restor¬ 
ed Sham Sherkhan, the rightful claimant to the Gadi. 

The connection of the State with the British Governtnent 
began in 1809. Sham Sherkhan was subsequently set aside and 
Firoz Khan was recognised. 

The assassination of Firoz Khan by a faction of Sindh Jama- 
dars, who restored Sham Sherkhan to the Chiefship, called for the 
interference of the British and Gaekwar Governments whose 
allied forces marched upon Palanpur and not only prevented the 
Jamadars from carrying off Fateh Khan, the rightful heir (being 
the son of Firoz Khan) but forced them to surrender both Sham- 
Sherkhan and Fatohkhan. After a protracted discussion in re¬ 
gard to the relative claims of Sham Sherkhan and Fateh Khan to 
the Gadi, an understanding was reached whereby the latter was in¬ 
vested on the 22nd December, 1813, with the Chiefship, the 
management of the State being reserved to Sham Sherkhan. The 
relations however, between the nephew and the unc|e soon be¬ 
came unfriendly and as a result British aid was called in by 
Fateh Khan. Lieutenant Eobertson .who was sent to make in¬ 
quiries called both the parties to Sidhpur. Sham Sherkhan realis¬ 
ing that the result of the inquiries would inevitably divest hina of 
all his powers secretly conferred with Fateh Khan and by promises 
of maintaining friendly relations with him, secured his withdrawal 
from the commission of inquiry and both retired to Palanpur. 
Upon this Lieutenant Eobertson returned to Baroda, and a force 
was ordered against Palanpur to enforce a decision. The force 


Palanpur on the 10th October, 1817, and after a skirmish 
with the Palanpur troops led by Sham Sherkhan, the town was 
taken and Sham Sherkhan fled to the hills. Fateh Khan sub¬ 
mitted and was restored to power subject to the general control 
of a British Officer styled “Political Superintendent”. Some 
time later Sham Sherkhan also submitted and was suitably pro¬ 
vided with an appanage till his death. 

Bewan Fateh Khan, who died in 1864, had four sons of whom 
Zorawarkhan, the eldest, succeeded to the Oadi and was ccnspi- 
cuous for his loyalty to the British Governinent during the 
mutiny of 1867. 

Dewan Zorawarkhan died in 1877 and was succeeded by 
His Highness Dewan Shri Sher Mahomedkhan who was born on 
the 2nd January, 1852. During the second Afghan War, he first 
supplied tbe British Government with 200 completely equipped 
load camels and then 400 ponies. His reign was distinguished 
by the measures taken by him for the general welfare of his 
subjects. 

In appreciation of his good administration the insignia of 
K.C.I.E. was conferred upon him in 1893. This was followed 
by the bestowal of the higher distinction of G.G.I.E. in 1898 
The hereditary title of Nawab was conferred on him in 1910 
and at the same time his salute was raised from 11 to 13 guns 
personal. 

His Highness Nawab Sir Sher Mahomedkhan died in 1918 
and was succeeded by his son His Highness Nawab Sir Tale 
Mahomedkhan, the present Ruler. 

Present History (Euler). 

Captain His Highness Nawab Sir Tale Mahomedkhan 
K.C.I.E., K.C.V.O,, the present Ruler, who was born on the 7th 
July, 1883, succeeded to the Gadi on the 28th September, 1918. , 
He is the 29th Ruler of the House. 

In 1903 he joined the Imperial Cadet Corps and after a short 
break rejoined it on the occasion of the visit of His Majesty the 
Amir of Afghanistan. 

In 1912 to initiate him in the art of administration, his father 
entrusted to him the affairs of the State, which he carried on for 
seven years, before his actual succession took places 


His Highness was created K.C.I.B. in 1920 and was elected 
as member of the first Standing Committee of the Chamber of 
Princes (1920-21). His Highness had the privilege of being 
A. D. C. to His Boyal Highness the Prinoe of Wales during his 
visit to India and received in 1922 the decoration of K.C.V.O. at 
His Royal Highness’ hands. 

The salute of the State has permanently been raised to 13 
guns. 

His Highness was granted an honorary commission as 
Captain in the Army in November, 1916. 

His Highness was married on the 20th January, 1906, to the 
daughter of Malek Shri Rustainkhanji of Dasada by whom he has 
a son and heir-apparent Nawabzada Iqbal Mahomedkhan born 
on the 8th June, 1917. 

The State holds a Sanad of adoption and succession is gov¬ 
erned by the rule of primogeniture.

An important Treaty of Commerce was concluded on the 

Engagements and Treaties. January with Sidi Hillol of J afrabad, 

1761. The preamble of this treaty 
indicates that Sidi Hillol held Jafrabad as a servant of Sidi 
Yakoodkhan of Janjira and was subject to his lawful orders. 
Besides this treaty, two engagements, viz., suppression of Sati 
and exemption from duty of vessels driven into the State ports 
from stress of weather were entered into in 1838 and 1849 res¬ 
pectively and a Salt agreemeut was passed by the State in 1883.

Ancient History (Origin). 


Jafrabad, the chief town of Babriawad, is situated on a 
creek about a mile from the sea. It derives its name from Sul¬ 
tan Muzafar of Gujarat, who built the fortification which was 
originally called Muzafarabad, by contraction Jafarabad and now 
Jafrabad as it is invariably spelt. It is now a dependency of His 
Highness the Nawab of Janjira who exercises jurisdiction of the 
Ist Class therein. It appears that in 1731 when the Moghul 
power was much relaxed in Kathiawar and when the power of 
the Fouzdar of Sorath was only nominal, Jafrabad, like several 
other small holdings was independent under its Thanadars. 


The following account explains how Jafrabad came into the 
possession of the Janjira State. In 1731 Turk Patil and certain 
other landowners of Jafrabad committed a piracy near Surat. 
Sidi Hillol of the Janjira House, who was then protecting the 
shipping of Surat, attacked them-, destroyed their ships and 
demanded a heavy fine. The Thanadars unable to pay the fine 
sold Jafrabad to Sidi Hillol who went there and obtained the 
village by a written agreement. In 1749 some disputes arose at 
Jafrabad and through the intervention of the English, who were 
anxious to keep the Sidi as an ally and to compensate him for the 
loss of Surat castle, it was decided to appoint Sidi Hillol Manager 
or Fouzdar of Jafrabad under the orders of the Janjira State. 
Later on, however, owing to general disorders throughout the 
Peninsula, Sidi Hillol perceived that he would not be able to re¬ 
tain the place and accordingly in 1762 he went to Janjira and 
sold Jafrabad to the Euling Chief of that place. The Janjira 
Chieftain paid Sidi Hillol’s debts amounting to Es. 7,000 and 
sent him at the head of a garrison to re-occupy the place in his 
name. Thenceforth Sidi Hillol resided at Jafrabad as Governor 
on behalf of Janjira. At this time the Jafrabad holding consisted 
merely of the town and its immediate neighbourhood but succes¬ 
sive Governors enlarged the dependency by inducing neighbour¬ 
ing Girassias to come under their protection. The estate now 
consists of 12 villages includmg Jafrabad but exclusive of the 
Shial Island. A Mamlatdar with judicial and revenue authority 
resides at Jafrabad on behalf of the Janjira State,

Present History ( Ruler), 

His Highness Sidi Mahomedkhan, the present minor Nawab 
of Janjira, a Sunni Mahomedan and by race a Sidi or Abyssinian, 
was born on the 7th March, 1914, and ascended the G-adi on the 
2nd May, 1922, on the death of his father, His Highness Sir Sidi 
Ahmed Khan Sidi Ibrahim Khan, G.C.LB, His succession was 
confirmed by a Kharita from His Excellency the Governor of 
Bombay in 1922. He is at present being educated at the Eaj* 
kumar College, Eajkot. The dynastic salute of 9 guns was raised 
to 11 in January, 1903. In recognition of services rendered by 
His late Highness Sidi Ahmed Khan in connection with the War 
his salute was raised on the 1st January, 1918, to 13 guns perso¬ 
nal and a permanent local salute of 13 guns was conferred on 
1st January, 1921, During the minority of the present 
Nawab, the administration of the State has been entrusted to his 
mother Her Highness Kulsum Begum Saheba as Eegent, assist¬ 
ed by a Diwan whose appointment is subject to the approval and 
sanction of the British Government. The Chief holds a Sanad of 
adoption. As regards.succession the family does not'neoessarily 
follow the rule of primogeniture. 

Geiiealogical Table* 

As Jafrabad is a dependency of Janjira the rulers of the lat¬ 
ter are virtually the rulers of the former. A short resume of the 
history of the Janjira House is given:— 

The State of Janjira originally formed a part of the domi¬ 
nions of the Nizamshahi Kings of Ahmednagar. In 1600, 
Ahmednagar was taken by the Moghuls and though the great 
Malik Amber soon after recovered most of the territory of his 
King, local records seem to show that till 1618 the Governors of 
Janjira were Moghul Officers. In 1618 an Abyssinian of the 
name of Sidi Surulkhan was appointed Governor. In 1620 Sidi 
Surulkhan was succeeded by Sidi Yakutkhan who in turn was 
succeeded by Sidi Amber in the following year, Sidi Amber who 
was known as Sanak, a title to distinguish him from the great 
Sidi or Malik Amber asserted his independence and founded the 
Janjira dynasty. The title of Nawab was conferred on the 
rulers of this dynasty by the Emperor Aurangzeb. Sidi Amber 
Sanak died in 1642 and was succeeded by his son Sidi Yusafkhan 
who was in his turn succeeded in 1648 by his son Sidi Pateh- 
khan. Patehkhan was imprisoned and one Khariyat Khan 
ascended the Gadi. He was succeeded by Sidi Kasim alias 
Yakutkhan (relationship not traceable). 




8idi Yakutkhan was succeeded by his disciple Sidi Surul 
Khan in 1706. Sidi Hasankhan, the youngest son of Sidi Surul 
Khan, succeeded to the Gadi in 1732, but was imprisoned in 
1734 by Sidi Sumbul Khan, a Sidi Sardar who seized the Gadi 
for himself. 

In 1737 Abdul Rehman, 2nd son of Sidi Surul Khan, was 
placed on the Gadi but in 1740 was deposed by the Sidi Sardars 
and the Gadi was restored to Sidi Hasan Khan who was again 
dethroned in 1746 by the Sardars who conferred it on his brother 
Sidi Ibrahim Khan. 

In 1767 Sidi Ibrahim Khan met the fate of Hasan Khan, 
the Sardars’ choice having fallen on Sidi Mahomed Khan, one of 
Surul Khan’s sons. Sidi Mahomed Khan died in the same year 
and was succeeded by his dethroned brother Sidi Ibrahim Khan 
on whose death the Sardars chose Yakutkhan, a Subedar as 
successor. 

In 1722 Sidi Yakutkhan was put into prison and Sidi Abdul 
Rahim Khan, seventh son of Sidi Surul Khan, was selected by the 
Sardars to succeed. He died in 1784. The Gadi remained 
vacant until 1784 when it was offered by the Sardars to Sidi 
Johan, a son-in-law of Sidi Abdul Rahim Khan. He died in 
1789, and was succeeded by Sidi Ibrahim Khan who was deposed 
in 1794, and the Gadi fell to the lot of Sidi Jamrud, a Sardar 
who died in 1803 and was succeeded by Sidi Ibrahim Khan who 
now accepted the rulership only on condition that it should re¬ 
main hereditary in his family. The direct line has since continu¬ 
ed unbroken.

Cutch, on the South by Viramgam and 
Boundary and limits. PatdiTalukas, on the East by Viramgam, 

Vithalgadh and Lakhtar, and on the 
West by the territories of Dhrangadhra and Lakhtar. 

The State is situated in the South- 
Area and extent. East corner of the Lesser Rann of Cutch.

Ancient History {Origin). 


The Chief of Bajana who is a Mahomedan of the Jat race is 
designated “Malek ”. The ancestors of the House came to Sind 
from Baluchistan and Makran joining Kasam in his expedition 
against Sind in 711 and settled themselves at Vangabazar. Some 
generations later, a quarrel, that arose over certain of their ladies 
whom the Badshah of Sindh hoped to receive in marriage, led to 


the migration of this tribe first into Cutch and then into Kathia¬ 
war. Throughout their flight they were pursued by the Sind 
troops. Eao Eaydhan, the then Ruler of Cutch, refused them 
shelter and so they pushed on into Gujarat but were overtaken by^ 
the Sind troops near the Cutch village of Munghrabia. Here a 
tragic event occurred. The Jats, rather than surrender the ladies, 
put one of them to death with several other women. 'J’heir monu¬ 
ments are still to be seen at Lakhudh in Cutch to this day. The 
Sind party at their heels they eventually managed to reach the 
Mandav hills near Than, then in the possession of the Parmars 
of Muli, who accorded them shelter. After some resistance when 
Lagdhirji, the Chief of the Parmars, perceived that they could not 
withstand the attack of the Sind army he allowed Sumribai, the 
one surviving Jat lady to escape, and surrendered his brother 
Haloji to the Sindhis, The invaders however pursued Sumribai 
as far as Vanod where she committed suicide. Her tomb is still 
to be found there. The Sindhis did not leave the country until 
they were driven away by the army of Sultan Mahomed Begda. 
Haloji, whose release was effected by the Gujarat army, was taken 
by them to Ahmedabad where he became a convert to Islam and 
was given Ranpur. The Jats then repaired to Ahmedabad and 
paid their respects to the Sultan who employed them in besieging 
the fortof Champaner where they distinguished themselves so much 
by their prowess that the Sultan bestowed on their leader, Malek 
Hedoji, the twenty-four villages subject to Bajana. They subse¬ 
quently conquered Mandal from the Jhalas with the permission 
of the Sultan. Once the Jat Sardar of Bajana incurred the dis¬ 
pleasure of the Moghul Viceroy of Ahmedabad who resumed the 
grant of the estate and ordered it to be partitioned among the 
Maleks. Bajana was assigned to the Chief Malek Hedoji, Sitapur 
and Vanod to Malek Lakha alias Pirkhan and Valivada to. Malek 
Isaji, who dispossessing the Eavanias of Warahi of their holdings 
removed his seat of Government there. At present Warahi is 
known as the senior Jatwad ' and Bajana as the junior. 

During Colonel Walker’s settlement the Euler of Bajana 
was Surajmal III, ninth in line from Hedoji. He died without 
issue and his younger brother Dariya Khan 11 succeeded him. 
He also died in 1841 without any male issue and consequently 
the succession devolved on his cousin Nasib Khan who ascended 
the Gadi on the 23rd April 1841. 

Nasib Khan died on the 20th December, 1902, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by Malek Shri Jiwankhanji on the 1st June, 1903. He 


was born on the 13th November, 1847, and died on the 2nd Febru^ 
ary, 1920. He was succeeded by his adopted son Malek Shri 
Kamalkhanji, the present Chief.

Ancient History (Origin). 

The Rulers of this State belong to a Jat tribe of Mahomedans. 
The tribal origin and the circumstances which brought them into 
Kathiawar and Gujarat are as narrated in the ancient history of 
the Bajana State, the early home of .Tats in Kathiawar. The dis¬ 
integration of the original Chiefdom is ascribed to the disfavour 
of the Moghul Viceroy of Ahmedabad who distributed it among 
three Bhayats, (1) Malek Hedarkhan received Bajana, (2) Malek 
Lakha, Sitapur and Vanod and (3) Malek Isa received Valivada. 
A dispute arose between Godad, the Ravania Chief of Varahi, and 
Malek Lakha who claimed Varahi as his own. Taking advantage 
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Malek Isaji marched upon Varahi, drove away both 
the rival claimants and took possession of it. Before the advent 
of British Eiile the Jats who had gained notoriety as freebooters 
forced their weaker neighbours to beg their forbearance and pro¬ 
tection by a money payment known as Vol. In the time of Nawab 
Sherkhan of Radhanpur it became necessary, to put down their 
excesses. They were attacked and defeated and their Chief Umar 
Khan taken prisoner and sent to Radhanpur whence he made good 
his escape and the Nawab then confirmed him in his possession. 
Umar Khan was succeeded by Sahadat Khan who died in 1847, 
leaving behind him three widows, one of whom gave birth to a son, 
Umar Khan. The contention of the cousins of Sahadat Khan as 
to the legitimacy of this posthumous son led to an extensive en¬ 
quiry which resulted in acknowledgment by the British authorities 
of Umar Khan as the rightful heir. Owing to the minority of 
Umar Khan the State was taken under Agency Management which 
was raised when he attained majority and the sole management 
was entrusted to him. 

Malek Shri Umar Khan died in 1880 and was succeeded by 
his son Malek Shri Jorawarkhan. Varahi derives its name 
from the Goddess “ Verai” whose temple stands at a distance of 
about a mile and a half from the present town of Varahi which 
is said to have originally encircled the temple. 

Varahi is known as Moti-Jatwad as distinguished from 
Bajana which is styled Nani-Jatwad. 

Present History {Ruler). 

Malek Shri Jorawarkhanji, the present Chief, who was born 
on 14th September, 1881, succeeded to the Gadi on Ist July, 1901. 
He was educated at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. When his 
father died, he was only a six-days’old child and the State was 
accordingly placed under Agency Management which terminated 
in 1901. For his services during the great famine of 1899-1900 
A. JD. he was awarded the Kaisar-i-Hind Medal, 2nd Class. 
During the Great War, he placed all the resources of his State 
at the disposal of the Government of India. The Chief has 
married Bai Shri tlamubai, the daughter of Malek Bahadur- 
khanji of Uchosan by whom Umarkhanji, the heir-apparent 
was born on the 9th September, 1922. His powers are of a First 
Class Magistrate in Criminal matters and he hears civil suits upto 
the value of Rs. 5,000. The State holds no Sanad of adoption. 
Primogeniture governs succession.

Ancient History (Origin ). 

The Talukdar of the Estate, who is a Mahomedan of the Mul- 
tani Malek race, traces his descent from the Multani Olia (a saint) 
Khwaja Bahudin Zakaria generally known as Bahawal Haq 
Multan. 

Nasirudin, one of the descendants of this Olia, started on pil¬ 
grimage to Mecca with his family, about the middle of the thirteenth 
century Near the Vejasar tank, which is situated near Dasada, 
he killed a deer, at which the Hindu Chief of Patri took offence, 
attacked the caravan and killed all its members. The wife and 
son of Nasirudin escaped to Panohasar which was the capital of 
Gujarat at the time. 
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When Malek Bakhan, son of Nasirudin, grew to manhood he 
resolved to take his vengeance on the Patri Chief. He seized an 
opportunity of meeting him in a Jungle when he was out shooting, 
challenged him to fight and killed him in single combat. Malek 
Bakhan who knew that the King of Ahmedabad hated the Patri 
Chief thereby ingratiated himself in his favour. The King of 
Ahmedabad took Malek Bakhan under his care and deputed him 
on a mission to put down a notorious outlaw named Eaw Eatan. 
Malek Bakhan was successful and for this act was granted the 
Estate of Dasada. The late Malek. Shri Zainkhan Joravarkhan 
w'as born on the 1st October, 1885. He succeeded to the Gadi on 
the 9th February, 1906, and died in January, 1923. This Taluka 
which was joint with the Dasada Taluka became a separate entity 
only in the time of Malek Shri Zainkhanji. 

Present History (Ruler). 

Malek Shri Aziz Mahomedkhanji, who was born on the 22nd 
June, 1917, is the present Talukdar of Jainabad Taluka.

The Yadavas are the 
modern Jadejas and the Parthas are the modern Gohels Another 
legend connects the Gohels with the Solar race of the Rajputs 
whoso illustrious rejjresentative is the-Maharaja of Udaipur, but 
bardic legends and genealogical records are more in favour of the 
Lunar descent than of the Solar one. 

The date of their first migration into Kathiawar is not defi¬ 
nitely known. From legendary accounts it can be inferred that 
the Gohels were the Rulers in Kathiawar prior to A. D. 800 when 
upon the collapse of the Valabhi Dynasty they disappeared from 
the province for a time and settled at Khergadh in Majrwar until 
they again came to Kathiawar under their Chief Sejakji.

but this Railway diverted the entire trade to othbr quarters. 
Bhavnagar at one time traded largely with ports on the Arabian, 
African and Persian Coasts, as also with Ceylon, Singapur, China, 
etc., but as the Port of Bombay was developed the trade of Bhav¬ 
nagar diminished owing to the natural connection of Bhavnagar 
with Gujarat and the North of India. However subsequent 
extensions of Railways have tended to restore some of the lost 
ground. 


The State not being rich in minerals and climatic conditions 
being comparatively unfavourable, manufactures or industries on 
any large scale are unlikely to flourish. Small industries however 
thrive well. Hand-weaving has shown signs of revival for some 
time past. Gold-laced Paohhedis, Silk-bordered Dhotars and thick 
covering sheets of cotton cloth known as Chofals produced by the 
weavers of Kundla are gaining approval. Gadhada is known for 
its coarse woolen blankets and Sihor, Umrala and Vartej for car¬ 
pets and bed-covers dyed in variegated colours. iMahuva is noted 
for its wooden and ivory toys. Kundla produces iron balances 
and other materials of household use. In Sihor two copper and 
brass factories exist. There is a Spinning and Weaving Mill in 
Bhavnagar town with 474 looms and 25,768 spindles, and one 
smaller Spinning Mill has recently been established at Mahuva. 
There are also 4 weaving factories worked by oil-engines as well 
as cotton presses, 24 ginning factories and 4 vegetable oil factories.

Ancient History ( Origin ). 

The Bhavnagar House belongs to the Gohel clan who claim 
to be descended from Shalivahan. They came to the peninsula 
from Khergadh, on the Luni in Marwar. The district of Gohil- 
war derives its name from them. 

• 

The founder of the present Euling House of Bhavnagar was 
Sejakji (grand-son of Mohodas, 20th in descent from Shalivahan) 
who migrated into Saurashtra (Kathiawar). He had married 
his daughter Walamkunverba to the Kunwar Khengar, son of 
the Ea of Junagadh who is called Kawat or Kawad. Ea Kawat 
is said to have given Sejakji a grant of Shahpur, in the Panchal 
and twelve villages. Sejakji built a new village which he named 
after himself Sejakpur and made it his capital and thence 
conquered several of the adjacent villages. 

Sejakji .was succeeded by Eanoji, his son, who founded Eanpur 
and moved the Gohel capital to this new site. His son Mokhe- 
raji conquered Umrala from the Kolis and made it his capital. 
His daring attack on and plunder of Gogha, drew on hina the 
arnis of the Emperor Mahomed Taghlak of Delhi and in spite of 
a gallant resistance Mokheraji was defeated and slain. 

The title of Eawal was assumed by Sarangji, 4th in descent 
from Mokheraji, at the request of Patai Eawal of Champaner who 
aided him in recovering his dominions which were usurped from 
him by his uncle Eamji. 


Akherajji, llfch in the line from Sarangji, was an influential 
Chief and received from the Mahomedan Government a grant of 
the Chouth of the port of Gogha. Akherajji was succeeded by 
Rawal Ratanji who had a long and peaceful reign and was the 
father of the illustrious Bhavsinhji, founder of the city of Bhav- 
nagar, who was born in A. D. 1683 and succeeded his father in 
about A. D. 1703. 

On the fall of the Delhi Empire when the Mahratta power 
gradually rose into importance, the capital of the State was at 
Sihor, with Bhavsinhji I as the Ruler at which time (1722-23) an 
encounter with the Mahratta army took place near Sihor, and 
resulted in the defeat of the Mahrattas. The struggle showed the 
weakness of the position of the capital and Bhavsinhji left Sihor 
and took up his residence at a small village called Vadwa situated 
near the mouth of the creek, a few miles to the North of Gogha. 
In 1723 Bhavsinhji founded a new city on that spot and naming 
it Bhavnagar after himself, made it his seat of Government. 

‘ By pursuing a far-sighted and conciliatory policy vyith the 
Sidi of Surat and subsequently with the English he considerably 
increased the trade of Bhavnagar. Possessed of a happy mixture 
of caution and audacity, he erected the principality of Bhavnagar, 
out of the petty Chiefdom of Sihor. He died in 1764 A. D. and 
was succeeded by his son Akherajji. Before his death Bhavsinhji 
had bestowed Vala and two other villages on his second son Visoji 
and Vala now forms a separate Chiefdom. 

Akherajji assisted the Mahrattas against the Moghul Viceroy 
Mominkhan and in 1771 rendered valuable aid to the British 
Government in reducing the pirate stronghold of Talaja. It 
was this Ruler who at the request of the Resident at Baroda gave 
shelter to Rughunath Rao Peshwa then a refugee sending him to 
Bombay in one of his own vessels. Akherajji died in 1772 and 
was succeeded by his son Vakhatsinhji familiarly called Atabhai. 
The first act that he did was to take possession of the fort of 
Talaja which had been handed over to the State of Cambay after 
its capture from the Kolis. At this time great anarchy and 
confusion prevailed in the peninsula and the Kathis, Jats and 
Kolis plundered and ravaged the whole province. Hamir 

Khasio, an enterprising man, having raided Talaja villages Vakhat¬ 
sinhji marched against him. An obstinate battle was fought 
at Jhanjmer which resulted in the defeat of Hamir who fled 
but eventually submitted by restoring the conquered villages. 



Vakhatsinhji then led his army against Jasa Khasio of Mahuva,' 
5 ^- JEfeipii’ Khasio, and a no less formidable foe than the

Vakhatsinhji next conquered Kundla Paragnah from the 
Khuman Kathis in A. D. 1790. 


With a view to making a vigorous invasion against Vakhat¬ 
sinhji, the whole Katbi race, Khuman Khasias, Walas, etc.,joined 
together and collected a formidable army at Chital, but Vakhat¬ 
sinhji hearing of this, at the head of a large army at once marched 
upon Chital, struck terror into the Kathi host and took the town 
in 1793 A. D. Unadji Gohel of Palitana who was jealous of 
Vakhatsinhji’s fame often tried to incite the Kathis against 
Vakhatsinhji who skillfully and gallantly baffled all his efforts 
and designs. In A. D. 1795 Vakhatsinhji opposed Shivram Gardi, 
an old officer of the Gaekwar, who came to levy tribute in Kathia¬ 
war and an indecisive battle was fought after which Shivram Gardi 
came to the conclusion that tribute would be more easily obtain¬ 
able elsewhere. 

Hamidkhan, the Nawab of Junagadh, at the instance of 
Mamaiyo Dhankdo of Rajula, who was impatient of the Bhavnagar 
rule, led a large army to invade the dominions of Bhavnagar, but 
after a drawn battle, peace was concluded between the Chiefs on 
condition that Vakhatsinhji should pay Zortalbi and that the 
Nawab should resign all claim to Kundla, Lilia, Rajula, etc. This 
recital of events shows that Vakhatsinhji largely extended his 
dominions by conquests, was a wise ruler, an intrepid soldier and 
during his life-time cultivated the friendship of the British, then 
trading at Surat. In Vakhatsinhji’s declining years, the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay detached the Bhavnagar villages geographically 
situated in the districts of Gogha, Dhandhuka and Ranpur from 
the Bhavnagar territories and placed them under British Laws 
and Regulations. This was a severe blow and it is said to have 
hastened Vakhatsinhji’s end, which came in 1816. These villages 
were, however, retransferred to the jurisdiction of the State in the 
year 1866 A. D. 

Vakhatsinhji was succeeded by Vajesinhji during whose reign 
the Khumans of Kundla resumed their old feuds with Bhavnagar, 
but no sooner did they make inroads into Bhavnagar territory than 
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they were driven back to their hiding places in the Gir. Eventually 
peace was concluded in 1829 A. l). on the Kathis agreeing to 
surrender certain villages as compensation for the damage they 
had inflicted and to do military service. In A. D. 1840 Vajesinbji 
in consideration of an annual payment of Rs. 2,793-6-5 from the 
Hon’ble East India Company agreed to relinquish the coining of 
money within his territories. He died in 1852 after a prosperous 
reign of 36 years and was succeeded by his grandson Akherajji III 
his son Bhavsinhji having died during his life-time. After an 
uneventful reign Akherajji died in 1854 and in the absence of male 
issue was succeeded by his brother Jaswantsinhji. In recognition 
of his good administration Jaswantsinhji was created a Knight 
Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India—a dis¬ 
tinction which he was the first Ruling Prince in Kathiawar to receive. 


His Highness Sir Jaswantsinhji died on the 11th of April 
1870 and was succeeded by his son Takhatsinhji who was then 
a minor. During the minority of His Highness Takhatsinhji 
the affairs of the State of Bhavnagar were, under Government 
orders, conducted by a joint administration consisting of a British 
Administrator associated with the Minister of the State. The 
Joint Administrators were Mr. E.*Percival, I.C.S., and Mr. Gaori- 
shanker Udeshanker Oza, C.S.I. The joint administration came 
to an end on the 6th April, 1878, when His Highness Takhat¬ 
sinhji assumed the administration of the State. The titles of 
K.C.S.I. and G.C.S.I. were conferred upon him in 1881 and 1886. 
He was a generous Prince and devotedly loyal to the British 
Government. On the 29th of January, 1896, His Highness .Sir 
Takhatsinhji died and on the 10th February, 1896, His High¬ 
ness Eaol Shri Sir Bhavsinhji II assumed the Gadi of the 
Bhavnagar State. He married Princess Devkunverba, daughter 
of the Ruling Prince of Devgadh Baria, in February, 1893. In 
the severe famine of 1899-1900 His Highness spent nearly 
twenty-three lacs of rupees on various relief works. In June, 
1904, he was made Knight Commander of the Star of India. 
The Maharaja’s consort having expired in 1903, he married 
Princess Nandkunverba, daughter of the Chief of Khirasra, in the 
year 1905. She received the distinguished title of C.I. at the 
hands of His Majesty the King Emperor in Delhi in the year 
1912. In 1909, the title of Maharaja was bestowed upon His 
Highness, as a personal distinction, which in the year 1917 was 
made hereditary in his family. When the intimation of the War 
between Great Britain and Germany was received, His Highness 
placed his Imperial Service Troops and all the other resource^ 


of his State at the disposal of His Majesty’s Government and 
rendered many and notable services to the Government during 
the War. In 1918 the salute of the Bhavnagar Ruler was raised 
from 11 to 13 guns and to 15 guns for the Maharaja’s person. 
At the same time the dignity of an Hon. Lieut.-Colonel was 
bestowed upon him. In 1921 a local salute of 16 guns was con¬ 
ferred on the House permanently. Maharani Shri Nandkunverba 
died in 1918 after a short illness. The Maharaja did not long 
survive her and died on 17th July, 1919. His career began 
with a depleted treasury and successive lean years. He was 
thus obliged to incur heavy debts for administrative purposes. 
These by the exercise of whse economy he succeeded in clearing 
off without resorting to fresh sources of revenue and left to his 
son a nourishing State. A determined upholder of monogamy, 
he believed in the education of the Zenana and the abolition of 
the “ Purdah ”.

at the tender age of seven on the sad and premature demise of his 
illustrious father. His mother had died a few months before the 
death of his father. 

The Ruler, being minor, the administration of the State has 
been entrusted to a Council, consisting of Sir Prabhashankar D. 
Pattani, K. 0.1. E., President, Colonel R. C. Burke, Vice-President, 
and Diwan Bahadur Tribhuvandas Kalidas Trivedi, and Mr, S. A. 
Goghavala, M. A., LL. B,, Bar-at-Law, Members. 

The education of the young Maharaja started at home, Major 
Lentaigne being the first English tutor and Mr. A. P. Pattani, the 
Indian tutor. On Major Lentaigne’s reversion Major Hanson took 
his place as tutor. 

He joined the Rajkumar College in April, 1922. Two years 
after, a decision having been reached that he should receive a three 
years’ course of studies in England, he left the Ra.jkumar College 
in July, 1924, and lived among his people upto the time of depar¬ 
ture for England on the 13th April, 1925. He has joined the Rev. 
Mr. Brayer’s school in Essex preparatory to his admission to 
Harrow about the end of this year. 


The Maharaja, young as he is, has already had three op¬ 
portunities of cementing the traditional friendship of the State 
with the Imperial Government. He had the privilege of the 
audience of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales on the 
occasion of his visit to Bombay, when he received all the courtesies 
extended to major Princes. He had the honour of a visit at 
Bhavnagar from His Excellency Sir George Lloyd, Governor of 
Bombay. He also participated in the Darbar held at Rajkot 
by His Excellency Lord Reading, the Viceroy of India. 

The young Maharaja is a good rider and won a prize in hunt¬ 
ing at the age of 9. He is also a good shot. 

The Ruler holds a Sanad of adoption and succession follows 
the rule of primogeniture.

During the reign of Arjanji, the grandson of Shahji, the 
Mahomedans under Gori Belam and Sidi Umar gained a strong 
hold at Palitana and Mandvi. Arjanji was succeeded by Non- 
ghanji I, who met Sidi Umar in an encounter resulting in the 
latter’s death and recovered Mnndvi. He helped Sarangji to re¬ 
cover the Chiefdom of Uinrala which had been usurped by Ramji, 
uncle of Sarangji and obtained a grant of 12 villages from him in 
return for services rendered. 

Nonghanji 11, sixth in succession from Nonghanji I, had 18 
sons all of whom fell in an encounter with certain K humans of 
Kherdi under their powerful leader Loma Khuman. Nonghanji 
himself was obliged to seek shelter at Javasa and with the aid of 
the Chief of this place he recovered Gariadhar from the 
Khumans. 

Prathiviraj (1697-1734 A. D.), sixth in decent from Nonghanji 
II, reduced Gori Belam and forced him to abandon his position on - 
the Shatrunjaya Hill whore he had given trouble to the Jain 
pilgrims. He shifted from Gariadhar to Palitana and made it 
his chief seat of Government. 

Prathiviraj was succeeded by his son Nonghanji III, who 
built a wall round the town of Palitana. This involved him in 
heavy expenses so that the Peshkashi payable to the Baroda 
State fell into arrears. Eatanji Rajgor (family priest) was 
therefore sent to Baroda as a hostage. A man of religious turn 
of mind Eatanji made a favourable impression on Damaji Gaek- 
war who appointed him to the Subahship of Damnagar and 
placed him in command of 600 men. Nonghanji systemised the 
levies made from the pilgrims visiting the Shatrunjaya Hill. 

One of these levies was called Mundka Vero or capitation 
tax. Nonghanji III was succeeded by Sartanji II who was 
treacherously killed by his youngest brother Alubhai in collusion 
with State oflicials. Sartanji’s infant son was killed by Khodaji, 
Alubhai’s son. The assassin next attempted to despatch Uuadji, 


the second brother of Sartanji and next heir, bnt the latter 
became aware of his danger and fled to Datnnagar to invoke 
Katanji Rajgor’s aid. Odha Khuman of Asodar also espoused 
Unadji’s cause. Unadji aided by Ratanji Rajgor and Odha 
Khuman drove away Alubhai from Palitana. Ho consoli¬ 
dated his dominions, collected a well-disciplined array, called 
Kathis to his assistance and more than once attempted to take 
possession of the Bhavnagar, capital at that time situated at bihor. 
But Wakhatsinhji, the then Ruler of Bhavnagar, proved too 
strong for him and retaliated by ravaging the territory of Garia- 
dhar. The two houses were however reconciled through the 
mediation of Kumbhoji of Gondal. So much unrest led to finan¬ 
cial embarrassment from which Unadji was helped out by 
Wakhatchand Khushalohand, the Nagar-Sheth of Ahrnedabad, 
who lent him large sums of money in consideration of the State 
revenues being farmed to him for ten years. The Sheth being a 
Jain was keenly interested in the security of Palitana and the 
adjacent sacred hi 11.of Shatrunjaya and managed to obtain re¬ 
newal of the farming arrangement for a further period of ten 
years. 


Two Chiefs Kandhaji IV and NonghanjilV followed Unadji. 
In the reign of Nonghanji IV, his son Pratapsinhji redeemed the 
State from its mortgaged position. The administration was re¬ 
organised by him and a palace was built. Nonghanji died in 1860 
'and Pratapsinhji succeeded to the Gadi but he died after only 
eight months’ reign. Pratapsinhji was succeeded by his son 
Sursiuhji, born in 1844 A. D. Sursinhji introduced several 
reforms on the lines of British administrative methods and freed 
the State from debt. Some Bhayats at this time became recal¬ 
citrant, disputing the State’s right to levy Vero from their culti¬ 
vators. After expensive litigation, the State’s right was recog¬ 
nised, but to avoid the chance of any further friction, the interests 
of the State and the Bhayats were separated. Disagreement 
also arose between the State and the Jains in regard to the 
ownership of the Shatrunjaya Hill. The dispute was settled in 
1877 by Government on certain terms defining the rights and 
interests of both the parties. Sursinhji died in 1885 and was 
succeeded by Mansinhji, who was born on June 7th, 1862. 

Thakoro Saheb Shri Mansinhji was made a K.C.S.I. on 
December 10th, 1896. He took great interest in horse-breeding 
and his paddock produced fine specimens of pure Kathis and 
stud-bred stock. Thakore Saheb Shri Sir Mansinhji died on the 
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29th August, 1905, and was succeeded by his son Bahadursinhji, 
the present Euler, on 29th September, 1905. 

Present History (Buler). 

Thakore Saheb Shri Bahadursinhji. born on the 3rd April, 
1900, was only five years of age when his father Sir Mansinhji 
died and the State was therefore placed under Government 
Administration during his minority. He received his education 
first in the Eajkumar College and then at Shrewsbury School in 
England where he excelled at games. While in England, he had 
the privilege of being presented twice to Their Imperial Majesties 
the King and Queen. 

Thakore Saheb Shri Bahadursinhji was invested with the 
full powers of his State on the 27th November, 1919. He was 
pres.ent at the Delhi Coronation Darbar held on the 12th Decem¬ 
ber, 1911, and had the honour of attending as a page on Her 
Majesty the Queen Empress of India. On the 2nd December, 
1919, the Thakore Saheb married Sitaba, the daughter of Yuvraj 
Shri Bhojrajji of Gondal. The State made a suitable response to 
the call of Government for assistance during the Great War. 
The Chief holds a Sanad of adoption and succession follows the 
rule of primogeniture. The Thakore Sahib’s sister is the Senior 
Rani Sahiba of His Highness Rana Saheb Sir Ranjitsinhji, 
K.C.I.E., Rana Saheb of Barwani.

Ancient History ( Origin ). 


The Ruler of the State belongs to the same stock as that 
to which the Maharaja of Bhavnagar belongs. The present 
town of Vala stands in the vicinity of the ancient city of Valabhi- 
pur which was under the sway of the descendants of Loh, son 
of Rama, who migrated to Gujarat, from the Punjab in A. D. 145 
and reigned till the dynasty was overthrown by an invasion of 
foreigners in A. D. 524. Bapa Raval, one of the descendants of 
this dynasty, obtained the kingdom of Udaipur in Mewad. Two 
centuries later, Rajputs of the Vala race settled themselves at 
that place. There are two different stories as to the origin of 
this race. According to one story, the origin is traced to 


• MlNlSr^ 
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Vrittaket, the son of Karan, who turned back from theMahabharat 
War in order to perpetuate his lineage but the circumstance 
of his turning back from the War obtained for the race the 
appellation of Vala from (vernacular According to 

another story (Colonel Tod’s version) Vala was a branch of the 
Surya dynasty (Vrittaket’s line) and a member of the same 
family returned from Mewad and recovered the lost kingdom. 
The reign of Ebhal II was marked by an estrangement of re¬ 
lations "between the Kayasthas and their priests, the Walam 
Brahmins—the latter demanding exhorbitant fees from the 
former on the occasion of the marriages of their girls. The 
feeling on the subject ran so high that the Chief had to intervene. 
He took the Kayasthas over to Talaja and had the marriage 
ceremonies performed by other Brahmins, with the result that 
when the Kayasthas returned to Vala, the Brahmins sprinkled 
their blood over the bodies and retired to Dhandhuka where they 
were received by the Ruling Chief Dhanmer. 




At the instance of these Brahmins who worked for retalia¬ 
tion against Ebhal Vala, Dhanmer of Dhandhuka and Ranoji, 
the son of Sejakji Gohil, marched against Ebhal Vala. A struggle 
ensued in which Ebhal was slain. As Ranoji was the son-in-law 
of Dhanmer, the latter made over the Chiefdom of Vala to him 
(1260). This Gohel dynasty was however overthrown by 
Mahomedans in 1297-98. Vala was then ruled over by 
Viceroys appointed by the Moghul Emperors till the death of the 
Emperor Aurangzeb in 1707 A. D. when it passed into the hands 
of Bhavsinhji, the founder of Bhavnagar, 


Bhavsinhji had five sons of whom Akherajji and Visoji were 
twin brothers. He assigned Vala and two other villages to Visoji 
in appanage. After the death of Bhavsinhji, Visoji disputed the 
claim of Akherajji, as a result of which, the relations between 
them became strained. It was this Visoji from whom the pre¬ 
sent ruling house of Vala is descended. Visoji made fresh 
conquests and founded an independent Chiefdom. He died in 
1774 and was succeeded by his eldest son Nathubhai, who also 
extended his territory and consolidated his new acquisitions. He 
died in 1798 and his son Meghabhai ascended the Gadi. He 
conquered the neighbouring villages of the Goghari Gohels and 
Saiyads. It was during his reign that Colonel Walker entered 
Kathiawar on his mission to secure perpetual settlements. Me¬ 
ghabhai died in 1814 and was succeeded by Harbhamji, the 
ddest son, Patabhai, the younger son, receiving Dared, etc., in 
appanage. Harbhamji who died in 1838 had two sons of whom 


the elder Kalyan Sinhji having predeceased him, the younger 
Daiilatsinhji succeeded to the Gadi. He died in 1840 without 
male issue and the succession devolved upon Patabhai of Dared 
who leaving the affairs of the State to his son Prithirajji resided 
for the most part at Dared. 

Patabhai died in 1853 and his son Prithirajji followed him 
in 1860 after a rule of seven years. Prithirajji was succeeded by 
Meghrajji during whose reign the State was emcumbered with 
heavy debts as a result of which the State was taken under Agency 
Management. Thakore Shri Meghrajji died on the 20th August, 
1875, and was succeeded by his son Vakhatsinhji, the presentEuler. 

Present History ( liuler). 

Thakore Shri Vakhatsinhji, the present Euler was born on the 
19th October, 1864. He was educated in the Kajkumar College, 
Eajkot. He succeeded to the Gadi on the 20th August, 1875, and 
was installed on 22nd August, 1884, on attaining majority. He 
exercises jurisdiction as under:— 

Civil :—To the extent of Rs. 20,000. 

Ceiminal: —Seven years’ rigorous imprisonment and fine 
to the extent of Rs. 10,000. 

The Chief was married in 1888 to Bai Shri Amjiba, the 
daughter of Thakore Shri Togaji, the Chief of Kotda-Sangani, 
and to Bai Shri Bai Eajba, the daughter of Madhavsinhji of 
Mengni. 

The Chief has two sons, of whom Kumar Shri Gambhirsinhji, 
the heir-apparent, received bis education at Harrow School, 
England, and one daughter Fulkunverba Saheb, who has been 
married to His Highness the Maharana Raj Saheb Sir Amar- 
sinhji of Wankaner and has borne him a son, the heir-apparent. 
The heir-apparent, Kumar Shri Gambhirsinhji, was married in 
1912 to Bai Shri Rajkunverba, the daughter of Thakore Verisalji 
of Roha in Cutch.

The State of Lathi is bounded on the North and the East by 

the territories of the Gaekwar, on the 
Boundary and limits. South by the States of Bhavnagar and 

Vadiaaod on the West by the villages 
of the Jetpur-Bilkha Taluka.

The State pays annually Rs. 861 to the Baroda Government 

and Rs. 1,146 to Junagadh.

account of a share in the Memda village and annually pays Rs. 500 
to the same Government as the price of a horse. 

The latter two items, set against each other, leave a credit of 
Rs. 150 in favour of Lathi, and the State accordingly pays Rs. 711 
nett to the Baroda State instead of Rs. 861.

The State has entered into engagements and treaties in 

common with other Chiefs of Kathia- 
Engagements and Treaties, war. It has no special engagement or 

treaty. 

Ancient History ( Origin). 

The Rulers of Lathi are Rajputs of the Gohel race and ^e 
ofBcially styled ‘Thakores’ and belong to the saine stock as the 
Ruler of Bhavnagar. Sarangji, the son of Sejakji, the Chief of 


the Gohel tribe, received the Chovishi (a group of twenty-four 
villages) of Arthila, through the influence of his sister Valara 
Kunverba who was anarried to Ra Khengar of Junagadh. The 
Rulers of Lathi are the descendants of this Sarangji. Nonghanji, 
the grandson of Sarangji, obtained possession of Lathi by force of 
arms. The inroads of Dudoji, the grandson of Nonghanji, into 
the Imperial territories, led to the issue of orders from the Viceroy 
to Ra Mandlik of Junagadh to reduce Dudoji. A battle ensued 
in which Dudoji was slain and Arthila destroyed. The next Ruler 
Limshahji alias Jijibaw'a moved to Lathi and made it his seat of 
Government. Jijibawa received twelve villages of Valukad from 
Sarangji, the, Ruler of Bhavnagar, in consideration for services 
rendered. 

The territorial possessions of Lathi which were extended by 
the early Rulers of the house gradually diminished through re-, 
peated attacks by the Rulers of Bhavnagar and Palitana and the 
Kathi Chiefs. Lakhoji, the Chief of Lathi, "who reigned in the 
middle of the eighteenth century, only managed to save the Chief-: 
dom by entering into an alliance vrith Damaji Gaekwar by giving 
his daughter in marriage and a dowery of the Paraganali of Oha- 
badia which afterwards came to be known as Damnagar. The 
alliance also secured a perpetual remission of the tribute payable 
by Lathi to the Baroda State. The State has since then only 
been liable to the Nazar of a horse every year. 

At the time of Colonel Walker’s settlement of Kathiawar in 
1806-07 Amarsinhji, the son of Lakhoji, was ruling at Lathi. The 
reigns of subsequent Chiefs passed uneventfully. 

Thakoro Shri Pratapsinhji Sursinhji, who was born on 2l8t 
•April, 1891, succeeded to the Gadi on 10th June, 1900. He was 
installed on the Gadi on the 1st May, 1911. He died on the 14th 
October, 1918, and was succeeded by Prahladsinhji. 

Present History ( Ruler). 

Thakore Shri Prahladsinhji, the present Chief, was born on 
the 31st March, 1912. He succeeded to the Gadi on the 14th 
October, 1918, the date of his father’s death. He is at present 
receiving education in the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. Owing 
to his minority the State is under Agency Management. The 
State enjoys jurisdiction as under :— 

Civil: —To the extent of Rs. 10,000. 

Criminal Three years’ rigorous imprisonment and fine 

to the extent of Rs. 6,000. 
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The rule of primogeniture governs succession. The Rulers 
of the State have no Sanad of adoption.

JETHWA STATE. 

PORBANDAE. 


The State is situated in the West of the Peninsula of 

Kathiawar and lying between 21‘’-14' 
Boundary and limits. and 2r-56'N. and 69°-28' and 70°-®., 

is bounded on the North byNawanagar 
territory, on the West by the Arabian Sea and on the East and 
the South by Junagadh territory. 

Area and extent. The area of the State is 6421- 

square miles with 106 villages. 

The population of the State according to the latest enume¬ 
ration (1921) is 1,01,881 souls. Of 

« Population. these, 88,870 are Hindus, 11,716 Maho- 

medans, 1,106 Jains and 189 other 
castes. 

The figures of the average revenue 
Finances. and expenditure are about the same, 

namely, Rs. 21,00,000. 

The State was a partner in the G. P, Railway which was 

constructed in 1887 A. D. extending 
Railways and Roads. from Dhasa to Porbandar— a length of 

142-68 miles. In 1919 the partnership 
was dissolved and the State was allotted a section of about 36 
miles of the line from Jam-Jodhpur to Porbandar as the Por¬ 
bandar State Railway. The management of this section remained 
with the Gondal State for five years and this period having 
expired on the 1st April, 1924, the State has undertaken indepen¬ 
dent management. The aggregate mileage including the Dock 
Estate and Quarry Lines is 41*29. 

The town of Porbandar is linked by metalled roads with 
Ranavao, Kandorna, Adityana, Adwana and Madhavpur. There 
also exist special motor roads between some important places. 

The well-known Porbandar building lime-stone is quarried 
TniincstnPH Barda Hills and is largely 

exported to places in and out of India. 
Porbandar Ghee has also found a market in Africa. There are 
6 ginning factories, one cement factory and one leather tannery 
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Tribute.

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and one oil mill. Besides these, a spinning and weaving mill is 
shortly to open. Silk of good quality and cotton cloth are 
manufactured by hand looms. 

The State pays a tribute of Rs. 21,202 to the British Govern¬ 
ment, Peshkashi of Rs. 7,196 to Baroda 
and Zortalbi of Rs. 6,106 to Junagadh.

Ancient History (Origin). 


The Ruling family belongs to the Rajput clan of Jethwas 
claiming their descent from Hanuman, the faithful friend and ally 
of the Great King Rama. The clan as described above is of the 
greatest antiquity. In regard to the origin of the present Ruling 
family, accounts vary. According to one account, the present Rana 
Sahebis represented to be the 1050th in descent while another 
account which is rather more reliable shows him to be the 
180th. According to tradition Makaradhwaj, son of Hanuman, re¬ 
ceived from Rama the grant of Shrinagar, a village about 7 miles 
North-West of Porbandar. Mayuradhwaj, the son of Makaradhwaj 
is said to have founded Morvi (Mayourpuri). The cognomen of 
Jethwa seems to have been derived from Jethiji, 96th in succes¬ 
sion. The reign of Govindji, 98th in the line, appears to have 
witnessed the establishment of the worship of the Jadeshwar Ma- 
hadeva, six miles from Wankaner. In the reign of Sanghji, 


109th in descent, certain Waghelas marched against Morvi and a 
battle ensued near Thala in which the Jethwas gained the day and 
captured Kunwar Kanji of the opposite side. Eventually Sanghji 
released the Kunwar and received the title of Rana which was 
then held by the Waghela who gave him also his daughter in 
marriage. In memory of this battle, the hill between Morvi and 
Halwad has ever since been called Jethwo. Shiyoji (111th) 
transferred the capital from Shrinagar to Ghumli. The history 
of the Porbandar House really begins with Rana Vikioji, 164th 
in the line, during whose time an army led probably by Kutbuddin 
Eibak, conquered Morvi and expelled the Jethwas. Vikioji who 
reigned till A. D. 1220 was succeeded by Wajsiji in whose reign 
the Jethwas withdrew to the westward and concentrated in the 
Barda Hills. 

Rana Bhanji, 6th in succession from Wajsiji, ascended the 
thrope in A. D. 1807. In his time there was born to Dudansi 
Wadhel of Shankhodwara Bet, a daughter named Son whose tale 
is romantic. The girl alleged to have been born under unlucky 
stars, was packed in a box and thrown into the sea by her father. 
The box was found at Miani by one Kansara, who brought her up 
as her own daughter. She grew up very beautiful and the Chief 
of the place desiring to marry her, the Kansara removed his family 
to Ghumli where Son married Rakhayat, nephew of Bhanji 
Jethwa’s wife. 

On the very day of the marriage Rakhayat, hearing the news 
of some Ghumli cattle being driven ofl by an enemy, sped in pur¬ 
suit and recovered the cattle, but on his return alone, he fell a 
victim to the spears of the enemy. On hearing the news, Son 
prepared to become a Sati but Bhanji Jethwa w'ho was already 
fascinated with her beauty stopped and asked her to marry him. 
Whereupon she took refuge with some Brahmins whose defiance 
of Bhanji led to a fight resulting in serious loss to the Brahmins. 
Next morning. Son while mounting the funeral pile of Rakhayat, 
cursed Ghumli and Bhan Jethwa, saying Ghumli should become 
waste and never, again be re-inhabitated. A few years later, 
successive incursions of Jam Unad and his son Bamanioji devas¬ 
tated the city of Ghumli and Bhan Jethwa escaped to Ranpur 
where he reigned until 1360. The Jethwa possessions continued 
to diminish till the invasion of the Jadejas under Jam Rawal who 
conquered Nagnahbandar and established near it his capital of 
Nawanagar. 


Eamdeji IV, 7th in descent from Bhanji, succeeded in A. D. 
1650, but though he was Jam Sataji’s sister’s son he was killed by' 
the latter in A. D. 1574 and Ranpur was taken. The Jethwa 
family.retired to Chhaya which thenceforward became their capital. 
Ramdeji was succeeded by his grandson Khimoji who was a minor. 
The affairs of the State were consequently conducted by his mother 
Kalabai who reconquered former possessions upto the lianpur 
frontier. Khimoji died in A. D. 1620 and was succeeded by his 
son Vikmatji II, who died after an uneventful reign in A D. 1671, 
Sultanji who succeeded Vikmatji,in 1671 built a small fort in the 
Moghul port of Porbandar. Khimoji, grandson of Sultanji, suc¬ 
ceeded to the Gadi in A. D. 1709 and was able to strengthen his 
hold upon Porbandar, eventually cLuming it as a port of his 
dominions. A Mahomedan Viceroy of Gujarat exacted tribute 
from him. He died in A. D. 1728 and Vikmatji ITT, his son, 
succeeded him. Vikmatji was succeeded by his son Sultanji in 
A. D. 1759. In A. D. 1778 Sultanji built the port of Bhetali on 
the Nawanagar frontier. A Nawanagar Barot who was refused 
admittance into the fort was instrumental in causing Jam Jasaji 
to send a powerful army under his minister Merathan Khawas 
against the fort which was captured and dismantled. In 
1785 Sultanji, taking advantage of the decline of the 
Moghul Empire, transferred his seat of rule to Porbandar 
which has ever since been the Jethwa capital. Rana 
Sultanji also captured Verawal. This infuriated Nawab 
Sahib Hamidkhan who not only re-captured it but imposed 
a payment of a Nazaranah and a fine as the price of peace. 
In A.D. 1804 Rana Sultanji was deposed by his son Haloji who 
reigned until 1812 and predeceased his father Sultanji who died 
in 1813. In 1807, the fort of Kandorna was the subject of 
differences between the Rana and the Jam of Nawanagar and the 
former invoked the help of Colonel Walker who then accompanied 
theGaekwari Mulkgiri expedition. Colonel Walker after fruitless 
attempts to induce the Jam to restore the fort marched towards 
the place, took it and restored it to the Rana. To satisfy the 
Gaekwar’s claims the British Government in 1809 advanced a 
loan of Rs. 60,000 to the State in consideration for which the 
State ceded one-half of the revenues of the port of Porbandar, 
which the British Government continued to receive until 1853 
when a permanent annual payment of Rs. 15,000 was substituted. 
Prathiraj succeeded his father in A. D. 1813 under the name of 
Khimoji, who in turn was succeeded in A. D. 1831 by his son 
Bhojrajji who assumed the name of Vikmatji. Rana Saheb 


Vikmatji had three sons, of whom Madhavsinhji, the eldest, 
died in the prime of his youth, during the Eana Saheb’s 
absence on tour in Hindustan, The Rana Saheb inflicted very 
severe punishment resulting in death on the man whose evil 
influence was alleged to be responsible for his son’s death and the • 
circumstances of this incident led Government to lower the 
status of th6 State from the First to the Third Class until 1886 
when it was again restored to its former level. His Highness 
Rana Saheb Yikmatji died on the ‘21st April, 1900, and was suc¬ 
ceeded on the 15th Sentember 1900 hv fTrQTirl.c!r.n TTi’a 
High 227. Porbandar. Present History (Rider) :—

conferred on His Highness on the 3rd June, 1929 ”. 

His Highness Maharaja Rana Saheb Shri Natwarsinhji 
Bahadur, the present Ruler ascended the Gadi on the 26th Janu¬ 
ary, 1920. Born on the 30th June, 1901, His Highness was 
educated at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot, where he achieved 
distinction by standing first at the Diploma Examination of all 
the Princes’ Colleges in India. In recognition of the services 
rendered by the State in connection with the Great War the 
title of Maharaja was recognised as a hereditary distinction and 
the salute was raised permanently to 13 guns on the 1st January, 
1918. His Highness w^as married to Maharani Shri Rupaliba, 

M. B. E., the daughter of the Limbdi Thakore Saheb, in February, 
1920’. The State remained under British Administration until 
1920 owing to the minority of the present Ruler. The family 
follows the rule of primogeniture in point of succession and holds 
a Sanad authorising adoption.

DHRANGADHRA 

The State of Dhrangadhra is situated to the North of the 

Peninsula of Kathiawar and to the 
Boundary and limits. South of the lesser Runn of Cutch bet> 

ween 23'’-13' and 22*-33' North Latitude 
and 7r-d8' and 71* East Longitude and is divided into seven 
Mahals or Talukas. It is bounded on the North by the Runn of 
Cutch, on the East by the States of Bajana, Lakhtar, 
Raj pur, Muli and Wadhwan and the villages of Kherva and 
Modhwana of the Viramgam Paragnah, on the South by the 
States of Wadhwan, Muli, Sayla, Lakhtar and Wankaner and 
on the West by the States of Wankaner, Morvi and Malia. 

Its area is approximately 1,167 square miles exclusive of 

the area of the Dhrangadhra portion of 
Area and extent. the Eunu and of the Wantas in the vil¬ 

lages of Kumarkhan, Aniali, Wasvellia 
and Savlana in the Ahmedabad Collectorate. It contains 166 
villages including the new village of Nimaknagar established in 
1924. 

According to the census of 1921 the population of the State 

is 88,406 souls, of whom, 78,622 are 

Population. Hindus, 6,427 Musalmans, 4,316 Jains 

and 42 others. 

The average annual gross income of the State including*Rail- 
i^inanpPH camings comes to Rs. 26,00,000 

and the expenditure to Rs. 20,00,000. 

The State is served by a Railway line from Wadhwan Camp 

to Halvad, which is owned by the 
Railways and Roads. State. A long siding about 13 miles in 

length takes off from Dhrangadhra to 
the stone quarries and further on to Kuda, where the State Salt 
Works are situated. The total length of Railway including 
sidings owned by the State is 47T9 miles. The Morvi Railway 
also traverses a part of the State territory in the South, 





There is a Pucoa road from Wadhwan Camp to Dhran- 
gadhra besides a smaller road from the capital to the Mahal tovm 
of Methan. The rest are ordinary fair weather country roads 
connecting the different villages of the State. 


The principal industry is agriculture, the long stapled 

Vagadya cotton being the chief product. 

Industries. There are two cotton presses and seven 

ginning factories all owned by the 
State. Amongst other industries the rnost important is the 
manufacture of Vadagara salt at Kuda, which oSers limitless pos¬ 
sibilities for salt and its bye-produots. A scheme for the produc¬ 
tion of soda and other bye-products of salt has been prepared and 
will shortly be put into operation. 

There are important stone quarries yielding excellent build¬ 
ing and grinding stone, which is in considerable demand outside 
and is exported in large quantities every year. A quarry siding 
has been laid at Dhrangadhra to facilitate the traffic. 


Handloom weaving is carried on in almost all the big villages 
of the State. In 1920 a silk and gold thread handloom factory 
for weaving fine fabrics was started in Dhrangadhra City and is 
in a thriving condition. 

Dhrangadhra is noted for the manufacture of snuff and also 
of brass and copper utensils. 

The State pays an annual tribute of Rs. 40,671 to the Bri-

Military forces. 


The State maintains the following

The former is an A Class force with a sanctioned strength 
of 2 companies with 2 platoons for reinforcement. The Body¬ 
guard is a B Class force and consists of two troops cavalry. 

In 1907 A. D. a Fael Zamin bond was executed by the Dar- 

bar at the time of Colonel Walker’s 
Treaties and Engagements, settlement. The agreement of 1900, 
j relating to manufacture of salt has now 

■ been superseded by a fresh agreement concluded with Govern¬ 
ment in the year 1922, which restores to the State its ancient 
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right to manufacture Baragara salt and all its bye-products, 
which under the previous agreement the State had arranged with 
Government to refrain from exercising in consideration of an 
annual compensation of Es. 7,000. 

Ancient History ( Origin). 




The Huler of Dhrangadhra belongs to the Jhala tribe, origi¬ 
nally a sub-division of the Makwana family, who are said to have 
ruled at Kiranti, a village near Nagar Parkar, but Kesardeva, the 
son of Vihiasdeva, having made a more than ordinarily daring 
foray into Sind, the Ruler of that country marched on Kiranti 
and expelled the Makwanas slaying Kesardeva. His son Harpal- 
deva fled to Patan in Gujarat to the court of Karan Solanki 
where he distinguished himself by an act of gallantry in recogni¬ 
tion of which Karan bestowed on him 1,800 villages of Jhalawar 
and 600 villages of the Bhal. Another account represents that 
Karan promised to give over to Harpaldeva as many villages as 
he 'Could visit in one night and bind a garland over the gates 
in token of having actually been there and accordingly Harpal¬ 
deva with the aid of the goddess Shakti whose devotee he was, 
bound garlands over the gates of 2,300 villages in one night, the 
last being Dighadiu () so called because it was there that the 
day dawned. Harpaldeva resided at Patdi. One day an ele¬ 
phant broke into the court-yard where his children were playing, 
but his Solanki Rani managed to rescue her children, who from 
the circumstance of being caught up by her received the cogno¬ 
men of Jhala (meaning snatched up). After the death of the 
Solanki lady in 1116 A. D. Harpaldeva left Patdi and made 
Dhama, his seat of Government. He died in about A. D. 1130 
and was succeeded by his son Sodhoji. 

Satarsalji, 18th in descent from Harpaldeva, was a renowned 
Chief and made his capital at Mandal. In revenge for the 
treachery practised on his father, by the Bathods of Barmar- 
Kotda, he ploughed up the site of that village with donkeys. He 
rebelled three times against Sultan Ahmed Shah of Gujarat and 
was three times reduced. He was succeeded by his son Jetsingji 
in A. D. 1420, in whose reign the Ahmedabad Sultans warred 
with the Jhalas and leaving Patdi they retired to Kuwa. Waghoji, 
third in the line, from Jetsinghji, mounted the Gadi in 1469. As he 
was rebellious. Prince Khalilkhan (afterwards Sultan Muzafar of 
Gujarat) marched against him and a severe conflict took place bet¬ 
ween them at Saidpur, in which Khalilkhan was defeated. Sultan 


Mp/homed, thereupon marched with a large army upon Kuwa and 
besieged the place. Provisions having run short and therefore 
seeing little possibility of success, Waghoji determined to try the 
effect of a sally but before issuing from the town, he instructed 
his Eanis to mount the funeral pile, should his banner fall. 
During the fight the standard bearer being weary, put down the 
standard, as a result of which the Ranis thinking that their lord 
had perished, threw themselves down a well in the palace and 
died. In the meantime Waghoji fighting desperately regained 
Kuwa, but on returning when he heard the disastrous incidence 
of the Ranis’ death, he determined to die on the field of battle and 
again issuing forth, he faught gallantly, cut down many of his 
enemies and was himself slain together with his principal Sardars. 
The Mahomedans now sacked Kuwa and from this date, it ceased 
to be the Jhala capital. So great an impression did the disasters 
at Kuwa create, that not only was that place relinquished as a 
capital but the sack of Kuwa (Kuwa-no-ker) is yet proverbial 
among the Jhalas for any great -misfortune. Waghoji had 12 
sons of whom the first six fell on the battle field with their father. 
Eajodharji, the eighth son, succeeded his father in 1486 A. D. 

Rajodharji once while out hunting saw a hare which instead 
of fleeing faced his horse. Astonished at the courage of the hare 
he resolved to build his capital at this place, considering the soil 
as of excellent quality and accordingly he laid the foundations in 
1488 A. D. of the town of Halwad. Rajodharji had three sons 
—Ajoji, Sajoji and Ranoji, the first two by an Idar lady and the 
third one by a Parmar lady who was the daughter of Laghdhirji 
of Muli. Rajodharji falling ill, Laghdhirji came to enquire after 
his health. Shortly after Rajodharji died and his two sons Ajoji 
and Sajoji having gone to attend the funeral procession, Laghdhirji 
according to a pre-arranged scheme in collusion with the princi¬ 
pal Sardars, proclaimed Ranoji as his successor. Ajoji and 
Sajoji after some vain efforts to recover the Gadi resolved to seek 
the assistance of the Ahmedabad Sultan but ere they could reach 
the capital the emissaries of Laghdhirji had reached that town 
and by the payment of a Nazranah of two lakhs of rupees procur¬ 
ed the confirmation of Ranoji. These brothers then, first went 
to Idar and thence to Jodhpur but being coldly received, entered 
into the service of Rana Sanga of Chitor. Here fighting for the 
Rana with the Babar Badshah, Ajoji Jhala was slain with the 
Rana but the succeeding Rana bestowed on Ajoji’s son and Sajoji 
big Jagirs. Ranoji of Halwad was assassinated by Malik Bakhan 
in revenge for the death of his father who had been put to death 
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by Ranoji’s orders. Ranoji was succeeded by his eldest son 
Mansinhji in 1623 A. D. 

■ The first exploit of Mansinhji who from his headlong bravery 
was sometimes called Rao Man Ghelo, was to avenge his father s 
death by attacking Dasada, which place he took killing Shahjiv, 
son of Malik Bakhan, the murderer of his father. Infuriated at 
this act, the Sultan Bahadur of Gujarat asked Khan Khanan 
to march against Mansinhji who after strong resistance was 
compelled to quit the country and to seek shelter with the Rao of 
Catch; and his estate was confiscated by the Sultan. Now 
Mansinhji took to outlawry and began to revage Jhalawar. He 
continued his daring incursions for many years, defying the 
utmost efforts of the officers of the Sultan to capture him. At last, 
however, realizing his inability to prolong the unequal conilict he 
resolved to submit to the Sultan when he was encamped at Div. 
Completely armed from head to foot, he contrived to introduce 
hirpself into the Sultan’s private sleeping tent. The Sultan 
asked him who he was and Mansinhji told him his whole story 
and placed his sword before him in token of his submission. The 
Sultan touched by his noble bearing treated him honourably and 
reinstated him in Halwad. Mansinhji had three sons of whom 
Eaisinhji, the eldest, succeeded him in 1664. 

On one occasion Eaisinhji paid a visit to his maternal uncle 
Jadeja Jasoji at Dhrol. Here when he was playing Chopat with 
his uncle, the drums of Makanbharti, a great Atit, who was going 
to Dwarka sounded. Jasoji was annoyed at this and said “ how 
dare any one sound a drum within sight of Dhrol”, but being, 
told that they were the drums of an Atit, he was appeased. 
Eaisinhji jokingly asked what he would do if any Chief sounded 
a drum there and a reply was that his drums would bo broken. 
Eaisinhji disgusted at his insolence at once returned home and 
collecting a large army marched to Dhrol and sounded his drums. 
Jasoji tried to stop him but failed and the outcome was a stub¬ 
born battle in which Jasoji was slain. Jasoji while dying said 
that Sahibji, the brother of Eao Khengar of Cutch, would avenge 
^ him. A Charan carried Jasoji’s dying message to Cutch and 
Sahibji duly marched with an army against Eaisinhji. They 
met at Malia where a bloody battle ensued in which Sahibji was 
slain and Eaisinhji covered with wounds, was left for dead. 
Now Makanbharti, on his way home, happened to halt at Malia, 
and found Eaisinhji alive. He took him to Delhi where his 
wounds were dressed. On recovery Eaisinhji approached Khan 



Khanan at Delhi and represented his case whereupon he was 
restored to his Chiefdom. Raisinhji was succeeded by his son 
Chandrasinhji in A. D 1584. 

Chandrasinhji, who reigned until 1628, built the Chandrasar 
tank near Sitha as well as the Bund across the Maha Nadi near 
Than. He had six sons, of whom, Prathiraj the eldest, who was 
taken a prisoner by the Ahmedabad Subahdar, died at Ahmeda- 
bad and the second son Askaranji ascended the G-adi. Prathiraj 
had two sons, (1) Sultanji and (2) Eajoji, of whom the former 
conquered the Paraganah of Wankaner and the latter of Wadh- 
wan and their descendants are still the Chiefs of Wankaner and 
Wadhwan States respectively. Abheysinhji, the great grandson 
of Rajoji, went to Chuda and ruled there and his descendants are 
still to be found there. Abheysinhji, the 4th son of Chandrasinhji, 
received Than and Lakhtar in Giras. 

Amarsinhji, brother of Askaranji, usurped the throne after 
assassinating the latter in 1634 but he was much harassed by 
Sultanji’s raids. 

Jaswantsinhji, third in descent from Amarsinhji, succeeded 
in 1673 to the Gadi of Halwad, which was attacked by Jaswant¬ 
sinhji of Jodhpur who was then Subahdar of Ahmedabad and who 
after expelling Jhala Jaswantsinhji granted it in Jagir to Nazar 
Alikhan Babi who held it for six years when he was expelled by 
Chandrasinhji of Wankaner. He was in turn expelled by Jas¬ 
wantsinhji Jhala who in A. D. 1682-83 received a Sanad from the 
Emperor Aurangzeb confirming him in possession of Halwad as 
well as of the salt pans appertaining thereto. Jhala Jaswantsinhji 
had four sons of whom Pratapsinhji, the eldest, succeeded him in 
A. D. 1718. Pratapsinhji was succeeded by his son Raisinhji in 
A. D. 1730 who built in the same year the fort of Dhrangadhra 
and made it his capital for part of the year. He had seven sons, 
of whom Gajsinhji, the eldest, succeeded him and Sheshabhai, the 
second son, conquered Sayla and the surrounding villages from 
the Khawad Kathis and founded the Chiefdom of Sayla. 

As Gajsinhji was entirely under the influence of Sheshabhai, 
Jijibai, Gajsinhji’s wife, feared that the interests of her son Jas¬ 
wantsinhji might be injured and that Sheshabhai might some day 
usurp the throne. Her fears were realised. Sheshabhai first 
attacked Halwad and then Dhrangadhra. Jijibai who was at 
this time at Warsoda—her parent’s estate—came down at once 
with her son Jaswantsinhji and managed with the aid of the 


Peshwa to prevent the State passing into the hands of Shesha- 
hhai. Jaswantsinhji succeeded his father Gajsinhji in A. D. 
1782. He moved to Dhrangadhra and made that city a perma¬ 
nent seat of Government. He died in A. D. 1801. 

After him, two Rulers, Raisinhji and Amarsinhji, came to the 
Gadi in turn. No events of particular interest occurred in their 
reigns Ranmalsinhji succeeded his father Amarsinhji in A. D. 
1843. He built the Ranmalsar tank at Dhrangadhra and found¬ 
ed the village of Ranmalpur named after himself. He was an 
accomplished scholar in the Sanskrit, Persian, Urdu and Gujarati 
languages. The title of K.C.S.I. was conferred on him in 1866. 

Raj Ranmalsinhji died in 1869 and his son Raj Mansinhji 
succeeded him. A pioneer of education, Mansinhji founded 
several schools in the State villages including an English school 
at Dhrangadhra where he also opened a Library. In 1877, the 
title of K.C.S.I. was conferred on him and his salute raised by 
four guns. He died in 1900 and was succeeded in the same year 
by his grandson Ajitsinhji, his son Jaswantsinhji having pre¬ 
deceased him. His Highness Raj Saheb Ajitsinhji who also 
received the distinction of K.C.S.I. died in 1911 and was succeed¬ 
ed by His Highness Maharaja Sir Ghanshyamsinhji, the present 
Ruler. 

Present History (Buler). 

The present Ruler His Highness Maharaja Raj Saheb Sir 
Ghanshyamsinhji Ajitsinhji, G.C.I.E., K.C.S.I., was born on the 
31st May, 1889. He succeeded His late Highness Sir Ajitsinhji, 
K.C.S.I., who died in February, 1911. His Highness received 
his primary education at Dhrangadhra and was subsequently 
sent to the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. In 1904 he was sent to 
England where he continued his studies, under the supervision^ of 
Sir Charles Ollivant. Dhrangadhra is a First Class State with 
plenary jurisdiction. In recognition of the valuable assistance 
rendered in connection with the War, the insignia of K.C.S.I. 
was conferred on His Highness on 1st January, 1917, and was 
followed by the hereditary distinction of ‘ Maharaja ’ a year after¬ 
wards and the permanent increase of his salute to 13 guns. His 
Highness received the insignia of G.C.I.E. in the year 1922. 
His Highness the Maharaja married four times, (1) Pamba Saheb 
of Nawanagar who died in 1912, (2) Kotdawalan Rani Saheb in 


1913, (3) Ametwalan Eani Saheb in 1916, (4j Jamnagarwalan 
Eani Saheb, niece of His Highness the Maharaja Jam Saheb of 
Nawanagar, in 1920. Of these, Kotdawalan Eani Saheb bore him 
on 3rd March, 1923, a son Maharaj Kumar named Mayurdhwaj- 
sinhji. He has in all six daughters. Mayakunverba, the eldest 
sister of His Highness, was married in 1913 to the heir-apparent 
Kumar Shri Mansinhji of Pratapgadh in Rajputana, who died in 
1918. His Highness possesses a San ad of adoption. The family 
follows the rule of primogeniture.

WANKANEE. 


The State lies between 22°-26' and 22“-4B' N. and 70°-60' 

and 71°-12' ‘E. It is bounded on the 
Boundary and limits. North by the States of Morvi and 

Dhrangadhra, on the South by Rajkot, 
Bamanbore and.Chotila, on the West by Morvi and Kotda, and 
on the East by Than-Lakhtar. 

The area of the State is 417 square miles exclusive of the 

area of 8 square miles of the village of 
Area and extent. Khasta which the St^te owns in the 

Ahmedabad District. It consists of 104 
villages. The soil is chiefly light and the territory is hilly, com¬ 
pared to the most of Kathiawar. 

The population of the State according to the census of 1921 

is 36,824 souls of whom 23,868 are 
Population. Hindus, 10,937 Mahomedans, 2,014 

Jains and 6 other castes. 

The annual average revenue as per figures of the last five 

years is Rs. 7,41,707 while average 
Finances. expenditure calculated on a similar 

basis is Rs. 4,96,953. 

The Morvi Railway traverses about 31 miles of the State 

territory. There are two roads, one of 
Railways and Roads. which being a fair weather road leads 

from Wankaner to Rajkot and the other 
a metalled one, links Wankaner with Jadeshwar, a place of pil¬ 
grimage. 

Wankaner is well known for the manufacture of country 

coarse cloth as well as for Wankaner 
Industries. China cord which is woven on hand- 

looms. There is also a pottery at Wan¬ 
kaner which turns out tiles, bricks and other earthenware. 

The State pays Rs. 17,422. to the British Government on 
^ , account of tribute and Rs. 1,467 to 

Junagadh on account of Zortalbi.

The only engEigement which governs the relations of the 

State with the Paramount Power is that 
Eng aeements and Treaties, entered into by Paj Shri Chandrasinhji , 

(Dosaji) in 1807 with Colonel Walker 
representing the jEast India Company. This and subsequent 
engagements have been embodied in AitShison Vol. VI. 

Ancient History [Origin). 

The Puling family, which belongs to the Jhala clan, the ori¬ 
gin of which is narrated in the ancient history of the Dhranga- 
dhra State, claims to be descended as illustrated below from an 
eider branch of the Dhrangadbra House which is premier among 
the Jhala holdings in Kathiawar. 

Jhala Chandrasinhji of Halwad had six sons, (1) Prathiraj, 
(2) Askaranji, (3) Amarsinhji, (4) Abhesinhji, (6) Ramsinhji and 
(6) Eanoji. Of these Prathiraj, who was taken captive by the 
Ahmedabad Subahdar, died at Ahmedabad. He had two sons— 
(1) Sultanji alias Surtanji and (2) Rajoji, but Askaranji, Prathi- 
raj’s brother, having usurped the Gadi, they took shelter at 
Bhadli, the estate of their maternal uncle. Eventually Sultanji 
went to Nawanagar and with the aid of the Jam Saheb conquered 
the Paraganah of Wankaner from Babrias and Maiyas and kept 
up a constant warfare with Halwad but was eventually slain in a 
fight at Bhimgunda. In A. D. 1605 he founded the town of 
Wankaner and made it his capital. The vow taken by him that 
until the Halwad Gadi was retaken none of his descendants 
should complete the ceremony of four rounds on marriage occa¬ 
sions has remained inviolate in the family upto the present day. 

Chandrasinhji, third in descent from Sultansinhji, defeated 
Harbhamji, a petty Chief of Cutch, who plundered Limbala, a 
village of Wankaner. During his reign, Maharaja Jaswantsinhji 
of Jodhpur, who was then appointed Subah of Gujarat, marched 
upon Halwad, took it and made it over to Babi Nazar Alikhan, 
who ruled there for six years. It was taken from him by Raj 
Chandrasinhji of Wankaner, but three years later it was re¬ 
covered by Raj Jaswantsinhji of Halwad under a Sanad from the 
Emperor. 

Chandrasinhji died in 1721 and was succeeded by his sons 
Pruthwisinhji and Kesarisinhji respectively. Kesarisinhji dying 
in 1749 was succeeded by his only son Bharoji. He built a wall 
round Wankaner. He took and lost Halwad and defeated the 
Eathis of Sudamda and Eothi Kundula* 
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Raj Bharoji died in 1784 and was followed by his grandson 
Kesarisinhji II, who died in 1787 and was succeeded by his son 
Chandrasinhji, popularly known as Dosaji. Kathi marauders who 
created troubles by their frequent inroads into Wankaner terri¬ 
tory were suppressed by Raj Dosaji. Once returning from 
Ahmedabad he quarrelled and fought with the men of Bacha 
Jamadar of His Highness the Gaekwar, resulting in the death of 
several men on both sides including Isabkhau, the nephew of the 
Jamadar. To compensate the Jamadar for his nephew’s death, 
the village of Mesaria was granted to him. 

It was through the intercession of Raj Chandrasinhji that 
Thakore Saheb Kumbhoji of Gondal set Rawaji Khachar of 
Anandpur at liberty and the amicable settlement between the 
Maharao of Cutch and the Chief of Adesar was also due to him. 
During his reign, a treaty fixing tribute, etc., was concluded with 
the British Government. 

Raj Chandrasinhji, who died in 1839, was succeeded, by his 
eld'est son Wakhatsinhji, a religious man, who spent large sums 
of money on pilgrimages and in charities. He had seven sons, 
Jaswantsinhji the eldest, who predeceased him, left a son named 
Banesinhji. Raj Wakhatsinhji died in 1860 and was succeeded 
by his grandson Ranesinhji during whoso reign the State 
prospered. 

Raj Saheb Banesinhji married Jamba, the daughter of Jadeja 
Vibhaji of Sajanpur. This lady bore’ him a son, the present 
Ruler who was only six years’ old on Raj Saheb Banesinhji’s death 
which took place in 1881 A. D. 


Present History ( Ruler). 


Captain His Highness Maharana Shri Sir Amarsinhji Bane¬ 
sinhji, K.C.I.E., Raj Saheb of Wankaner, was born on the 4th 
January, 1879. On his father’s death in 1881 A. D. he was in¬ 
stalled as a Ruler but on account of his minority the State was 
placed under Agency Management. He was educated at the 
Rajkumar College, Rajkot. After a tour in India and England 
he was invested with the powers of the State on the 18th March, 


1899. 


His Highness attended the Coronation Darbar at Delhi in 
1911. In appreciation of his good administration he was created a 
K.C.I.E. in 1912. During the Great War His Highness placed 
the entire resources of his State at the disposal of His Majesty

— offered his personal services, which having been accepted, he 
proceeded to France on active service with the Kathiawar Motor 
Ambulance Corps on the 14th November, 1915 and returned to 
India in July, 1916. On the 18th March, 1916, Their Imperial 
Majesties the King Emperor and Queen Empress were pleased to 
receive him in audience. While at the front His Highness was 
given the temporary rank of Captain which was made permanent 
on the 1st January, 1918, and in recognition of his services con- 
nected with the War his salute was also raised to 11 guns 
personal. His Highness has three sons and three daughters. 
The eldest Yuvraj Kumar Shri Pratapsinhji, aged 19, is now 
studying in England, the remaining two, Kumar Shri Chandra- 
bhanusinhji and Kumar Shri Rasikkumarsinhji, are receiving 
education at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. Of the three 
- daughters, the eldest Takhtakunverba has been married to the 
Maharaja of Mayurbhanj (in Orissa).

1907. He joined the Rajkumar College, Rajkot, on Pith Decem¬ 
ber, 1916, and remained there until May, 1922, when he pro¬ 
ceeded to England, for further studies. 

Kumar Shri Chandrabhanusinhji, the second son, and Rasik- 
kumarsinhji, the third son of His Highness, who were born on 
30th May, 1913, and on 9th October, 1915, respectively, are 
being educated at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot.

Ancient History {Origin). 


The Limbdi House is said to have sprung from Harpaldev, 
who made a great fortune by his valour at the Court of Karan 
Waghelo, the king of the Gujarat. Family bards maintain that 
he lived during the time of Karan Solanki and Sidhraj Jaya- 
sinh. Harpaldev had three sons ;—Sodhoji, Manguji and 
Shekhrajji. Of these, Sodhoji inherited the patrimony of Patdi 
and its surrounding territory (now the Dhrangadhra State) and 
Manguji, the founder of the Limbdi House, received the Glwrasis 
of Jambu and Kundni in appanage and the villages of Saohana 
and Chor-Yadodra were assigned to the third son in appanage. 

Manguji was succeeded by his son Madhupal or Munjpal, 
who in turn was succeeded by his son Dhaval, commonly called 
Dhamal during whose reign the Mahomedans under Sultan 
Kutb-ud-din Eibik of Delhi invaded the country in 1194 A. D. 
and drove him away from Jambu, the seat of his Government. 
Dhamal then retired to his father-in-law's court at Verawal 
Patan and there by his aid conquered forty-one other villages on 
the sea-coast. He founded a new village called after him 
Dhamlej which he made his seat of Government. As soon as 
the Mahomedans retired he recovered his former possessions of 
Jambu and Kundni. 

After Dhaval, eleven Chiefs came to the Gadi in succession. 
During their reigns the seat of Government was changed from 
Jambu to Kundni and vice versa according to the personal idio¬ 
syncrasies of each Chief. Nagji I,- the twelfth in descent from 
Dhaval, added the Chovishi of Shiani to the possessions of the 
house. He waged war against Sultan Ahmed of Gujarat. 

Khetoji II, the fifth in succession from Nagji I, was a bold 
warrior. The incident of a Sarvaiya lady of Bhadli, who was 
married to the Vaghela Chief of Sardhar, seeking the protection 
of Khetoji of whom she became enamoured, led to conflict between 
the Limbdi men and the Vaghelas and Sarvaiyas on the other. 
Khetoji, though he faught bravely, ultimately succumbed to the 
overwhelming odds against him and Kundni passed into the 
hands of the Vaghela Chief, while Jambu and Shiani were seized 
by Mahomed Begda, the Sultan of Ahmedabad. 

Khetoji is said to have died in A. D. 1486. Saghoji, Khetoji’s 
son, wandered about at the head of 600 men seeking revenge upon 
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the Vaghela Chief but without success. On the contrary he was 
closely harried by a large Vaghela force and enjoyed little rest. 
At length however Saghoji with his 600 men assisted by 
shepherds defeated Godha Vaghela and killed him. Their Chief 
fallen, the Vaghelas took to their heels. Saghoji then assassinat¬ 
ed the Mahomedari Thandar stationed at Jambu inviting him to 
a feast and thus recovered all the former possessions of his father. 
Askaranji III, fifth in succession from Saghoji, moved his capital 
from Jamu to Shiani. 

Askaranji was succeeded by Aderajji II. During his reign 
a quarrel arose between him and Chandrasinhji of Wadhwan over 
a trivial matter in connection with a shady place along the bank 
of a tank near the Limbdi village Ghaghretia where the former 
had already encamped and which, the latter who was returning 
home after making some conquests, also wanted to occupy for a 
short rest. Good sense failed to prevail on either and an en¬ 
counter was accordingly inevitable which resulted in many of the 
Wadhwan men being killed and Chandrasinhji escaping to 
Wadhwan. 

Aderajji was succeeded by Verisalji II, who in turn was suc¬ 
ceeded by Harbhamji I, who removed the seat of Government 
to Limbdi, about the possession of which opinion is divided. 
Some say it was acquired from the Chudasamas and others say it 
was populated by the Jhalas. He was continually at war with 
the Kathis and died in A. D. 1786. He was succeeded by his son 
Harisinhji in whose reign the British connection with the State 
began. The fourth in succession from Thakore Saheb Harisinhji 
was Thakore Saheb Shri Sir Jaswantsinhji, K.C.I.B., who suc¬ 
ceeded to the Gadi in the year 1862 A, D. During his minority 
the administration was carried on by the British Government. 
The Thakore Saheb was educated at the Rajkumar College, 
Rajkot. In 1887 he was present at the Jubilee celebrations of 
Her Imperial Majesty, the late Queen Victoria, as a representative 
of the Kathiawar Princes and had the honour of receiving the 
distinction of K.C.T.B. at the hands of the Queen-Empress. He 
was married to a Princess of the Nandod House. He improved 
the administration of the State following the methods of the 
British Government. 

Thakore Saheb Sir Jaswantsinhji, who died in 1907 without 
any issue, was succeeded by Daulatsinhji, the present Thakore 
Saheb. 


Present History {Rider). 

Thakore Saheb Shri Sir Daulatsinhji, K.C.LE., the present 
Ruler, was born on the 11 tb July, 1868. His adoption being 
recognised by the British Government, he was installed on the 
Gadi on the 14th April, 1908. Before adoption his name was 
Dadbba Muluji. He received his education in the Jamnagar 
High School and military training in different British Regi¬ 
ments, At the invitation of the Australian Government, the 
Government of India deputed him with others in 1901 to repre¬ 
sent India at the celebration of the Australian Federation. He 
travelled in England, France, Italy, Belgium, Switzerland, Aus¬ 
tria, Hungary and Germany in 191 k The title of K.C.I.E, was 
bestowed upon him on the Ist January, 1921. 

The State holds a Sanad of adoption and succession is govern¬ 
ed by the rule of primogeniture. 

Heir-apparent Yuvraj Shri Digvijaysinhji, who was born on 
the 10th April, 1896, was married in 1910 to Bai Shri Nandkun- 
verba, the only daughter of His late Highness Maharaja Sir 
Kesrisinhji of Idar. 

The Thakore Saheb has three other sons—Kumar Shri 
Pratapsinhji, born on the 18th June, 1899, Kumar Shri Fateh- 
sinhji, born on the 7th August, 1900 and Kumar Shri Ghanshyam- 
sinhji, born on the 23rd October, 1902. 

Her Highness Maharani Shri Rupaliba, M.B.E., of Porbandar, 
is the eldest daughter of the Thakore Saheb. 

Heir-apparent Digvijaysinhji has a son Kumar Shri Ram- 
rajendrasinhji, who was born on the 12th March, 1917. 

During the Great War the State Tendered the British 
Government assistance adequate to its resources.

The Thakore Saheb has four sons and two daughters. The

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WADHWAN. 

The State of Wadhwan is bounded on the North by the 

territory of Dhrangadhra, on the South 
Boundary and limits. by the territory of Chuda and Limbdi 

and by the Dhandhuka Taluka of the 
Ahmedabad District, on the Bast by Limbdi and on the West by 
Muli and Sayla territory. Geographically it lies between 22‘’-26 
and 22'’-50' N. and 7r-26' and 7r-53' E.

The population of the State according to the census of 1921 

is 37,946, of whom 31,522 are Hin- 
Population. dus, 2,235 Musalmans, 4,186 Jains 

and 3 other castes. 

The gross receipts and expenditure calculated on the ave- 

rage of the last five years amount to Ks. 
J^mances. 7,02,648 and Rs. 7,71,404 respectively. 

The State has no Railway of its own. There are however 

two tramway services, one running bet- 
Railways and Roads. ween Sayla and Jorawarnagar and the 

other between Wadhwan City and 
Wadhwan Civil Station. There are three main roads connecting 
Rajkot, Limbdi and Wadhwan Civil Station with Wadhwan City. 

Wadhwan is known for its indigenous soap which has a 

good market in Kathiawar and Gujarat. 
Industries. There are 11 soap factories excluding 

one under construction at Jorawarnagar 
which is to be worked on the latest chemical methods. Cloth 
dyeing is an industry which also thrives. There are three ginning 
and two pressing factories, one grinding mill and one oil mill in 
Wadhwan City. There is also a brass factory.

Ancient History ( Origin). 

The Chief of Wadhwan is a Jhala Rajput and is descended 
from the main stock of the Raj Sahib of Dhrangadhra. In 
ancient times Wadhwan is believed to have been infested by a 
cannibal Shulpani Yaksha, from whoso clutches it was delivered 
by Maha Vir Swaimi or Vardhman Swami of the Jains and the 
city was styled Vardhmanpur, now corrupted into Wadhwan. 

Before the advent of The Jhalas it was in the possession of 
the Valas, the Chapa Race, the Vaghelas and the Mahomedan 
Imperial Thandar. 

Raj Chandrasinhji of Dhrangadhra had six sons, of whom 
Prathirajji was the eldest; during the lifetime of Chandrasinhji, 
Prathirajji was taken prisoner and removed by the Viceroy of 
^ Gujarat to Ahmedabad where he died. He had two sons— 
Sartanji and Rajoji. On the death of Chandrasinhji, Sartanji 
alias Sultanji, the rightful heir was superseded by his uncle 
Askaranji. Sartanji left Halwad and founded the Chiefdom of 
Wankaner with the aid of the Jam of Nawanagar. His younger 
brother Rajoji took possession of Wadhwan, an estate held in 
appanage by his father Prathirajji, as was usual with the heir- 
apparent of the Dhrangadhra House, and there set up in 1630 an 
independent principality. 

Rajoji, who died in 1648, had three sons, Sabalsinhji, TJdaya- 
siuhji and Bhavsinhji: of these, Sabalsinhji came to the throne. 
These brothers happened to be present at Surat as guests of the 
Mahomedan Viceroy when it was sacked by Shivaji in 1664. 
Sabalsinhji was killed by Udeyasinhji who ascended the Gadi in 
1666. He died in 1681 leaving his son Bhagatsinhji to succeed 
him. 

Bhavsinhji, the third sou of Rajoji, retired first to his mater¬ 
nal home at Idar and subsequently to Sawar in Malwa. His 
warlike and intrepid son Madhavsinhji became an influential 
personage at'the courts of Bundi and Kotah, and Zalamsinhji, the 
grandson of Madhavsinhji, founded the State of Jhalawadin Raj- 
putana. Zalamsinhji had three uncles, Arjunsinhji, Abhayasinhji 
and Mansinhji who returned to Wadhwan and seized the Gadi by 
taking the lives of the Chief, Bhagatsinhji and his sons. Arjun¬ 
sinhji mounted the throne. Abhayasinhji went to Ohuda where 
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he asserted his independence and Mansinhji received several 
villages including Jhamar and others. Arjunsinhji died in 1739. 
His queen Devkunverba (a Hada Princess) who mounted the 
funeral pyre is worshipped as “Hadi Mata” even to the present 
day by the ruling families of Wadhwan and Chuda. Arjunsinhji 
had five sons, of whom Sabalsinhji the eldest succeeded, the others 
being provided with suitable appanages. 

Sabalsinhji who was a State prisoner at Baroda at the time 
of his father’s death—the result of an excursion against Ranpur— 
returned to Wadhwan after paying a heavy ransom as the price 
of liberty. 

Sabalsinhji died in 1765 leaving three sons behind him, of 
whom the eldest Chandrasinhji came to the throne. During his 
time a disastrous incident occurred as related below as a result of 
a joke:— 

A Lohana of Memka, a village under Wadhwan, went to 
Rozka in Bhal to dispose of his corn Mepji, a Girassiaof 

the place, asked him in humour what price each of his Jhalas 
would fetch. The Lohana retorted “One Jhala for every hund¬ 
red Bhalias” but this intrepidity was rewarded by a sound 
thrashing and forfeiture of all his goods. The news^ reached 
Chandrasinhji who considered the indignity offered to his House 
to be beyond forbearance and he meditated revenge. After a 
few days, he marched at the head of 2,000 horse against Morshia, 
a village under Rozka, and plundered it. Mepji, who was related 
to Harbhamji, the Chief of Limbdi, sought his aid, and when 
Chandrasinhji was returning with his loot, he was overtaken by 
the Limbdi forces at the banks of the Bhadar. Bhagwat Rao, 
the Maratha Viceroy, who had encamped at Limbdi with his 12,000 
horse also accompanied Harbhamji. A battle ensued and Chan¬ 
drasinhji who had little hope of sucoess against the immeiise odds 
yet managed to gain the day owing to the clever tactics ^ and 
courage displayed by his Arab Jamadar Gorimbho, in surprising 
and dispersing the hostile artillery. 

Chandrasinhji died in 1778 and was succeeded by his son 
Prithirajji and Harbhamji of Limbdi was succeeded by his son 
Harisinhji. Both the successors prosecuted the family feuds 
with undiminished vigour. 

In 1807 a goat unwittingly started a family feud between 
Wadhwan and Dhrangadhra. It so happened that on the Bakri- 
Id holiday the Mahomedan garrison of Gujarwadi, a village under 
Dhrangadhra, purchased a goat from a shepherd of Khodu, a village 
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under Wadhwan, but paid him no money. On a complaint by the 
shepherd the Wadhwan authorities proceeded to G-ujarwadi and 
retrieved the animal which had by this time been roasted. 

The news of this outrage enraged ALmarsinhji of Dhranga- 
dhra who called to his aid Harisinhji of Limbdi, Vikramjit of 
Bayla and Hathisinhji of Chuda in vengeance on Wadhwan. 
The call received a ready response and the combined troops 
forced Prathirajji to seek shelter behind the walls of Wadhwan. ,, 
Fortunately before damage could be done the parties were 
conciled through the intercession of the Bhats and Charans. ’ ' 

In 1807 Jalamsinhji succeeded his father and treated with 
Colonel Walker for the settlement of his tribute. Jalamsinhji 
died in 1827, and was succeeded by his sou llajsinhji. During 
the latter’s reign the Wadhwan State suffered from the intrigues 
and schemes of various ambitious Darbar ladies who designed 
each to hold supreme power in the. administration. Rajsinhji 
died and was succeeded in 1876 by his grandson Dajiraj, who was 
.a minor at the time, being born on January 20th, 1861. The ad¬ 
ministration of the State was therefore entrusted ^ to an officer 
appointed by the Political Agent. In 1881, Dajiraj obtained his 
powers but his reign was destined to be very short as he expired 
on the 6th May, 1885. He was fond of travelling abroad and in 
1883 he undertook a voyage to Europe. As he died without 
issue he was succeeded by his younger brother Kalubha alias 
Balsinbji, who ruled for 26 years and died on the 26th May, 1910. 
tie too had no male issue and the succession therefore devolved 
upon his first cousin, Thakore Saheb Shri Jaswantsinhji, who 
after a reign of 6 years, died on 22nd February, 1918. He was 
succeeded by his son the present Ruler Thakore Saheb Shri 
Jorawarsinhji. 

Present History ( Ruler ). 


The present Ruler Thakore Saheb Shri Jorawarsinhji was 
born on the 23rd July, 1899. He ascended the Gadi on the 16th 
January, 1920. The marriage of the Thakore Saheb took place 
on the 22nd February, 1920, with Kunveri Shri Laxmi Kunverba, 
daughter of Rajadhiraja Sir Naharsinhji, K.C.I,E,, Chief of 
Shahpura in Me war. The Thakore Saheb received his education 
at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. He was associated with several 
departments of the State before the administration was handed 
over to him. The Chief has a permanent salute of 9 guns. The 
heir-apparent Yuvraj Shri Surendrasinhji was born on, the 4th 
January, 1922.

Ancient History (Origin ). 

The Chief cornea from the same stock as the Euler of 
Dhrangadhra. Eaj Chandrasinhji of Halwad had six sons of 
whom the fourth Abhayasinhji was assigned in appanage the 
estate of Lakhtar. In 1604 A. D. he conquered Than and the 
neighbouring villages from the Babarias, annexed them to his 
territory and established an independent principality. 

Vajerajji, the next Ruler, was a staunch devotee of Eanchhodji, 
whose idol he had brought from his maternal home at Dungarpur 
and Lakhtar temporarily came to be called Eanchhodpuri. The 
idol installed by him is still to be found in the Raj Mahel at 
Lalihtar. 

Sesmalji, Gopalsinhji and Karansinhji came to the throne in 
succession after the death of Vajerajji. In 1727 A. D. united 
forces of Dhrangadhra and Lakhtar restored the Gadi of Nawa- 
nagar to Jam Tamachiji, who was superseded by his uncle Jam 
Hardholji, who ascended the Gadi after killing Jam Raisinhji. 
Babi Salabat Mahomed Khan and Sher Bulund Khan, the 
Moghul Viceroys of Ahmedabad, helped the allied forces. 

In 1807-08 when Colonel Walker entered Kathiawar, Tha- 
kore Prathirajji, fourth in descent from Karansinhji, was reigning. 
The finances of the State were in an embarrassed condition and 
the Chief was under the influence of Hirji Khawas, who had 
advanced money to the State and was managing its affairs. As 
a result of appreciations made by certain Jagirdars to Genabai, 
the daughter of the Lakhtar Chiefdom, who was married to 
Govind Eao Gaekwar, arrangements were made by her assistance 
for the discharge of the liabilities and proper administration of 
the State. 

Prathirajji died in 1835 and his successor Vajerajji in 1846 
and Thakore Saheb Karansinhji then only a three month-old 
child succeeded to the Gadi on the 15th June, 1846. He was in¬ 
vested with the insignia of the C. S. I. at the Coronation Darbar 
at Delhi, on the 12th December, 1911. Thakore Saheb Karan¬ 
sinhji died on 8th August, 1924, and was succeeded by Thakore 
Saheb Balvirsinhji, the present Euler. 
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Tresent History (lluler). 
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Thakore Saheb Shri Balvirsinhji, the present Ruler, born on 
the llth January, 1881, was educated at the Rajkumar College, 
Rajkot. He is twelfth in descent from the originator of the 
House. He succeeded to the Gadi on 8th August, 1924. He has 
seven sons and four daughters. Kumar Shri Indrasinhji, the 
heir-apparent, born on 5th April, 1907, was educated at the Kaj- 
kumar College, Rajkot, and is now associated with the State 
affairs. The hereditary title of ‘Thakore'Saheb’ was conferred 
on the Chief and the jurisdictional powers of the State were rais¬ 
ed in July, 1927, as under:— 

Criminal: —Full powers except that the State shall not try 


persons other than its own subjects for capital 
offences and provided that the sentences of 
death will require the confirmation of the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General in 
the States of Western India. 


Civil :—Unlimited. 

The Chief attended the Viceroy’s Darbar in Rajkot on the 
24th November, 1924. 

The Thakore Saheb married in 1900, (1) Bai Shri Surajknn- 
verba, the sister of the late Maharaja Saheb of Dharampur and 
(2) Bai Shri Baisahebba, the aunt of Thakore Shri Harischiind- 
rasinhji, the present Chief of Muli, who gave birth on the 16th 
April, 1907, to a son and heir-apparent Kumar Shri Indrasinhji 
who was married (192G) to Bai Shri Vijaykunverba, the daughter 
of Rawalji Shri Takhatsinhji of Mansa.

Tribute. 


Ancient History {Origin). 


The Chief of Sayla, a Jhala Rajput by caste, comes from the 
main stock of the Dhrangadhra House. The tank Mansarowar, 
on the hank of which the town of Sayla is situated, is said to have 
been built by Sidhraj Jaysinh, a celebrated sovereign of Gujarat. 
In the fifteenth century it was under the sway of the Rajputs of 
the Ohabad race. In the beginning of the eighteenth century it 


passed into the hands of the Kathis belonging to the Karpad and 
Khavad families, from whom it was acquired in 1751 by Shesha- 
bhai, the founder of the Sayla House. 

Raj Raisinhji of Halwad (now Dhrangadhra) had six sons, of 
whom Sheshabhai was the second. The Raj Saheb adopted the 
policy of curtailing the Jagirs of the members of the junior branches. 
This aroused the cadets who went into outlawry against the State, 
Sheshabhai taking the lead. The Raj Saheb consequently was 
compelled to change his mind and assigned a rich estate to each 
Kumar, Sheshabhai receiving Narichaua. 

Raj Raisinhji was succeeded by his eldest son Raj Gajsinhji, 
who was entirely under the influence of Sheshabhai. Gajsinhji 
ruled at Halwad while his wife Jijiba, a Chavda lady of Varsoda 
in Mahikantha, with her son Raj Jaswantsinhji, governed Dhran- 
gadhra. During the lady’s absence at Varsoda, Sheshabhai took 
possession of Dhrangadhra, which was recovered by her with the 
aid of Bhagwantrao, the Peshwa’s lieutenant, who was engaged on 
a Mulkgiri expedition, and Babi Jawan Mard Khan II, the Nawab 
of Radhanpur. 

As the Kathis of Sayla fought on the Jijibhai’s side, Shesha-- 
bhai, out of revenge, made an attack on Sayla and took it in 1761 
A. D. At about the same period he reduced the neighbouring 
districts and set up an independent Chiefdom. 

A bard once spoke very highly of Sheshabhai’s exploits before 
Jadeja Jasoji of Kotda-Sangani, but the latter censured him, with 
unfortunate results. Sheshabhai led an army against Jasoji. A 
bloody battle ensued at Rajpipla near Kotda in which the Jadeja 
and his brother Sartanji were slain (1756). 

Once during the reign of Raj Jaswantsinhji, the cattle of 
Dhrangadhra were driven away by some Kathis. Sheshabhai with 
a select following chased them and recovered the cattle. In re¬ 
cognition of this service Sheshabhai was given a handsome estate 
of Liya by the Raj Saheb. 

Sheshabhai died in 1794 leaving five sons. Vikmatji alias 
Kakabhai, the eldest son, ascended the Gadi. Unbroken quiet 
prevailed during his reign. He died in 1813. After him Madar- 
sinhji, Sheshmalji and Keshrisinhji succeeded uneventfully to the 
Gadi in turn. 
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Keshrisinhji died in 1882. His son Thakore Saheb Wa- 
khatsinhji succeeded him. He was born on the lOtb July, 
1846. He received the personal distinction of Thakore Saheb 
from Government in 1887. The title of C.S.I. was conferred on 
Thakore Saheb Wakhatsinhji on the 3rd June, 1913. 

A Bania Saint named Lala Bhagat flourished in Sayla in 
the beginning of the nineteenth century. So famous is the 
reputation of the Lala Bhagat that Sayla is often familiarly 
called the Bhagat’s village. 

Thakore Saheb Shri Wakhatsinhji died on the 25th January, 
1924, and was succeeded by his son Madarsinhji. 

Present History (Btder), 

The present Chief Thakore Saheb Shri Madarsinhji, who 
was born on the 28th May, 1868, succeeded to the Gadi on the 
26th January, 1924. He was educated at the Kajkumar College, 
Bajkot. BEe takes interest in cattle-breeding and maintains a 
cattle farm. The State enjoys jurisdictional powers as under:-— 

Criminal :—Full powers except that the State cannot try 
persons other than its own subjects for capi¬ 
tal offences and provided that the sentences 
of death will require the confirmation of the 
Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General. 

Civil :—Unlimited. 

The hereditary title of Thakore Saheb was conferred on the 
present Chief in July, 1927. Succession follows the rule of 
primogeniture. 

The Thakore Saheb is connected with the Houses of Wandhia, 
Kotda, Bhadiad and the Sodha Rajputs of Nawanagar by his 
marriage engagements which took place in 1886, 1887, 1908 and 
1924 respectively. 

Kumar Shri Karansinhji, heir-apparent, who was born to 
him on the 11th May, 1891, by his Wandhia wife, entered into 
marriage-alliances with the States of Utalia and Virpur in 1913 
and 1926 respectively. 

The heir-apparent, Kumar Shri Karansinhji, has a son 
Kumar Shri Surendrasinhji by Devkunverba of Virpur. 

The Thakore Saheb’s daughters are married to the Ruling 
Chiefs of Datia, Bagli, Mansa and Bhaderwa.

The Chief of Chuda is a Rajput of the Jhala stock and is 
officially styled Thakore. The founder of the House was Abhay- 
sinhji, whose origin is traced to Rajoji as related below. Prathi- 
raj, the heir-apparent of Halwad, who was according to custom 
holding Wadhwan in maintenance and died in captivity at 
Ahmedabad, had two sons, Sultanji and Rajoji of whom the 
former established the Chiefdom of Wankaner and the latter of 
Wadhwan, the Gadi of Halwad having been uprped by 
Askaranji, their uncle. Rajoji had three sons, Sabalsinh, Uday- 
sinh and Bhavsinbji, of whom Sabalsinh succeeded to the Gadi of 


Wadhwaii, while the remaining two went to Hadavati in Eajpu- 
tana. Bhavsinhji had a son Madhavsinhji, who had three sons, 
Arjunsinhji, Abheysinh and Mansinh. 

On the other side, Udayasinh killed his brother Sabalsinh 
and usurped the Gadi of Wadhwan. He was succeeded by his 
son Bhagatsinh but Arjunsinh and Abheysinh returned from 
Hadavati, killed Bhagatsinh and divided the estate, Arjunsinh 
retaining Wadhwan and Abheysinh taking Chuda. This was in 
1706*07 A. D. Abheysinh died in 1747 and was succeeded by 
Eaisinh, who was slain in 1768 by the Kathis of Paliad. He 
was succeeded by his son Gajsinhji, who shared the fate of his 
father at the hands of the same assailants in 1780. 


Hathisinhji, the grandson of Gajsinhji, reduced the Kathis 
and recovered Chuda. As a result of his making common cause 
with Limbdi in its feud with Wadhwan, the State became heavily 
indebted. Hathisinhji was reigning at Chuda when Colonel 
Walker came to conduct his settlement. He died in 1820. In 
the reigns of Abheysinhji, Eaisinhji and Becharsinhji, who 
ascended the Gadi in turn, nothing worthy of record happened. 
Thakore Shri Becharsinhji died on the 13th January, 1908. As 
his son Madhavsinhji had predeceased him, his grandson Jora- 
warsinhji succeeded to the Gadi. Thakore Shri Jorawarsinhji, 
who was born on the 19th April, 1886, was inatn.llo'^

iiviiiuc ui me clan. Colonel J. W. Watson propounds two 

theories, one of which connects them with 
the Hittites of the Old Testament and the Khattis of the Assy¬ 
rian Inscriptions. They opposed Alexandar and fought against 
the Indian King Porus. They were found residing in the coun¬ 
try surrounding Jalor and the Aravalli Hills. They afterwards 
overran Malwa, proceeded to Cutch and subsequently penetrated 
into the peninsula of Kathiawar. The other account gives Nepal 
as their native country from which they moved towards Malwa 
and Multan and settled there. Later on they migrated to 
Kathiawar. 


A mythological legend ascribes their origin to the creation of 
a man by Karan, the Minister of Duryodhan, by striking his stick 
—Kastha—against the ground. The man so produced was ordered 
to “lift up” cattle from Virat, the hiding place of the Pandawas and 
from that time, the right of robbery with immunity from punish¬ 
ment began to be claimed by his descendants. The man was 
named Kashta from the circumstance of his being originated from 
Kashta—a stick. In course of time the word “Kashta” was 
contracted into “Kath” and subsequently into “Kathi”. 


wiwsr^j 
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Kasbta who was presented by Karan with the principality 
of Pawar in Cutch married an Ahir girl of whom eight sons were 
born—Patkar, Pavara, Manjario, Toria, Bed, Jobalia, Nared and 
Natho, each of whom became the head of a separate branch. 

Another legend relates that Vishwajit, the 42nd descendant 
of Brahma, had a son named Karan who was adopted by Aditya- 
rath, Raja of Angdesh and was named Baladitya. The descen¬ 
dants of this Karan alias Baladitya were called Baladityas or 
Suryaputras (sons of the Sun). In course of time, the patrony¬ 
mic “Baladitya” was contracted into plain “Bala” which was 
later on changed into Wala when they entered Kathiawar. 

Pushyamitra, 84th in the line, founded Ahitketpur (Jetpur) 
from his father’s name Ahitketu. 

Bbhal Wala, 164th in succession, who ruled at Jetpur, had 
two sons—Champraj and Shiladitya. In 1388 A. D. Samaskhan, 
officer of Delhi invaded Jetpur. A battle ensued in which 
Champraj Wala fought desperately until he was slain near Lathi. 
A small gate called Champraj Bari still exists in Jetpur in com¬ 
memoration of this event. Jetpur fell into Moslem hands and 
Ebhal Wala and his second son Shiladitya retired to Talaja, the 
former capital. Dhan, son of Shiladitya, took Dhank and esta¬ 
blished a principality there. He had ten sons, of whom Vanrajji, 
the eldest, succeeded to the G-adi of Dhank and Verawalji, the 
youngest, marrying Visalapatgar’s daughter Rupdebai, became 
Kathi and retired to reside at Pawar in Cutch. From this day 
two branches sprang up among the Wala race, namely, Wala 
Rajputs and Wala Kathis, the former being represented by the 
descendants of Vanrajji, the Chief of Dhank, and the latter by 
the descendants of Verawalji, who accepted the status of a Kathi 
by his marriage with a Kathi girl. 

Verawalji, who was raised by the Kathis to the dignity of a 
Raja to which he was by birth entitled, had three sons, Valo, 
Khuman and Khachar and their names became the patronymics 
of the three main separate branches of the Kathis now represent¬ 
ed by their descendants who are known as “ Shakhayat” or those 
of the same branch (stock) as distinguished from other Kathis 
called “Avaratia” from avar —other. These two classes, the 
former being regarded as of superior status, habitually intermarry. 

However different the accounts may be as to the origin of 
the Kathi clan, it is certain that they came into Kathiawar from 
Cutch. 




Being driven from Cutcjh by the Sammas under Jam Abda 
in the 15th century they migrated into Kathiawar. Another ac¬ 
count maintains that a devastating famine occurred in Cutch and 
as a result, they migrated into Kathiawar seeking the means of 
subsistence Their first settlement was at Than from which they 
drove out the Parmars and Babarias, and their next stronghold 
was Ohotila where they are still found. From these two places 
they spread all over the Panchal. At first they led a pastoral 
and predatory life but they gradually settled and took to agri¬ 
culture. 

Chital, which was the principality of the Survaiya Rajputs, 
was taken by the Kathis in 1735. In 1760 the Nawab of Juna- 
gadh made over to them the districts of Jetpur, Bilkha and Men- 
darda as they were mainly inhabited by the Khant, Kolis and 
other lawless and turbulent tribes. 

A combined effort at attacking Bhavnagar, made in 1792-93 
A. D., by the Khumans of Kundla, Vira Wala of Jetpur, Kumpa 
Wala of Chital and Vajsur Khachar of Jasdan, was foiled by 
Wakhatsinhji of Bhavnagar, who surprised them at Chital and 
took it. It was subsequently restored to them on a compromise 
being effected. Naja Wala of Jetpur had two sons—Vira Wala 
and Jaita Wala—whose descendants are now known as “ Viranis ’/ 
and “Jaitanis” respectively. The Kathis are the worshippers 
of the Sun and their documents are generally marked with its 
emblem. 


THANA-DEVLI. 

The State is bounded on the North by the Gondal State, on 

the East by the Nawanagar and Bhav-

Ancient History (Origin ). 

The family of the Ruling Chief of Thana-Devli belongs to a 
Vala branch of the Kathi clan. The early home of the clan after 
its advent into Kathiawar was Mota-Devalia whence the family 
moved to Chital, which for several generations continued to be 
the capital of the principality. Subsequently a branch of the 
Ruling Family settled in Mendarda and eventually the descendants 
of the original founder made Jetpur their permanent home. There 
are about 28 Share-holders in Jetpur at present. The State of 
Thana-Devli was separated from the main Taluka of Jetpur in 
about 1890 A. D. The Ruling House of Jetpur is divided into two 
main branches, vist.^ Jaitani and Virani, named after the two sons, 
Vira Wala and Jaita Wala of Naja Wala, the originator of the 
Family. The late Darbar Shri Laxman Meram, the fourth in 
descent from Vala Valaji Bhoka, made Thana-Devli his seat of 
Government. 

Valoji had two sons, Ebhal and Harsur, of whom the former 
died heirless. The entire Giras of Valoji therefore fell to the lot 
of Vala Meram, the son of Harsur. The reign of Darbar Shri 
Laxman Meram passed uneventfully. According to the then 
prevailing Class-system his rank was raised to that of a Third Class

The distinction, 
of C.I.E. was also conferred upon him. Darbar Shri Laxman 
Wala died on the 12th May, 1922, and was sacoeeded by Darbar 
Shri Amra Wala, the present Chief. 

Present History ( Ruler). 

Darbar Shri Amra Wala, the present Chief, who was born on 
the 28th November, 1895, succeeded to the Gadi on the 12th May, 
1922. He was educated at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. The 
State followed the usual Kathi rule of equal division till the reign 
of late Chief Darbar Shri Laxman Wala, who perceiving the dis¬ 
advantages of the system of equal division, moved Government 
to apply the rule of primogeniture to his State. As he had no 
male issue, he adopted, with the permission of Government, the 
present Chief whose real father was Kala Wala, the Talukdar of 
Luni. The succession of the present Chief brought with him his 
patrimony of Luni Taluka which has now been merged into the 
Thana-Devli State. 

Darbar Shri Amra Wala married, (l)in 1914 Bai Shri Ranbai 
of Galath, (2) in 1917 Bai Shri Surbai of Modhuka, (3) in 1922 
Bai Shri Sombai of Tori and (4) in 1924 Bai Shri Aiba of Lunki. 
These alliances have been made with the families of the “ Auratia” 
Kathis according to the established custom of the Kathis. Of the 
four wives, Bai Shri Surbai is the mother of the heir-apparent 
Kumar Shri Ram Wala. Kunveri Shri Jivkunverba is born of 
Ranbai of Galath. 

The State exercises jurisdictional powers as under:—

The 
British connection with the Ruling Families of Jetpur began in 
the time of Vala Shri Mulu Naja, the third in descent from Vira 
Vala, from whom the patronymic “Virani has been derived, who 


entered into engagements with Colonel Walker on behalf of all 
the Share-holders of Jetpur. Darbar Shri Jivna Deva died on the 
24th February, 1876, and was succeeded by Darbar Shri Bawa 
Wala, the present Chief. 

Present History ( Ruler ). 

Darbar Shri Bawa Wala, the present Chief, who was born 
on the 11th July, 1874, succeeded to the Gadi on the 12th Decem¬ 
ber, 1895. He was educated at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. 
He first married in 1896 Bai Shri Radhabai of Babra by whom 
a son and heir-apparent Su rag wala has been born to him. He is 
about 23 years’ old and was married to Kunverbai of Mekada in 
1922. Darbar Shri Bawa Wala married another wife Manchubai 
of Halaria in 1901. 

The State, which follows the rule of primogeniture, exercises 
the jurisdictional powers as under:— 

Civil. —Limited to suits of the value of Rs. 20,000. 

Criminal: —Sentence restricted to 7 years’ rigorous im¬ 
prisonment and Rs. 10,000 fine. 

The heir-apparent is being trained in the general administra¬ 
tion of the State.

The birth of Oghad Wala to Vira Wala’s wife aged about 60 
is attributed to a boon conferred upon the latter by a Saint, who 
during his residence at Bilkha, was much annoyed by the turbu¬ 
lent Khants and as a result, retired to the Girnar Hills after 
pronouncing a curse of ruin on them. While conferring the boon 
the Saint is believed to have predicated that the gifted boy would 
be the master of Bilkha and it actually so happened. 

On Oghad Wala’s birth, the Nawab of Junagadh, with whom 
Vira Wala was on intimate terms, presented the latter with his 
■|rd share in Bilkha as Kunver Pachhedo, i. e., a gift given as a 
mark of'{rejoicings of this auspicious occasion. 

Vira Wala with his son Oghad Wala thereupon settled at 
Bilkha giving his Jetpur holding to his other sons. But relations 
soon became strained between the Khants and the Kathis and in 
the subsequent fighting the Kathis prevailed though sufiering 
many casualties. 

Mer Bhaya, the Chief of the Khants, consequently betook 
himself to Bha Kumbha of Gondal, who called Vira Wala for an 
amicable settlement. 

During Vira Wala’s stay at Gondal, a plot was made to 
poison him but Mer Bhaya, knowing of the danger, generously 
saved his adversary from the treachery and they returned home 
fast friends to settle their difierences amicably. 

In later years, the Khants being reduced to straitened 
circumstances sold their Giras to the Kathis, who thus became 
undisputed in Bilkha. 

Present History {linler), 

Darbar Shri Kanthad Naja, the last Ruler in the line of the 
House, died on the 21st March, 1923, without legitimate male issue, 
the State was taken under Agency Management till the question 
of succession was finally decided. His Majesty’s Secretary of 
State having decided that the rule of primogeniture should be 
followed, the Estate has passed to Wala Shri Ravat Ram.

Ancient "History {Origin). 


The Eulers of Jasdan are Kathis of the Khachar clan. 
Prince Veraval of Dhank (now under Gondal State), a Rajput by 
caste, married a Kathi Princess Rupde, daughter of Visal fCathi. 
He had three sons, Valo, Khuman and Khachar, whose names 
afterwards became patronymic of the three branches of the Kathi 
clan. 


Jasdan was originally styled Chashtan from Swami Chash- 
tan of the Kshatrapa family. During the reign of the Ghori 
Mahomedans at Junagadh, a fortress was built at Jasdan and its 
name changed into Ghorigarh. It then fell into the hands of 
the Khumans of Kherdi. 


Lakha, fourteen degrees removed from Khachar, the ances¬ 
tor of the Jasdan House, established himself at Chotila in 1540 
A. D. A patronymic “Lakhani Khachar” is derived from 
Lakha Khachar. His grandson Manasia after coming to the 
Gadi conquered Rajvar (probably Rajawadla now under Jasdan). 
Manasia’s son Vika conquered Rojid and established himself 
there. He seized Jasdan from Jasa Khuman who was in charge 
of it on behalf of the Rajkot Darbar who appears to have usurp¬ 
ed it from the Khachar Chief. It was during Vika’s reign that 
Jasdan was made the capital of the principality. Vika Khachar, 
who died in 1683 A. D., was succeeded by Chela Khachar 
who in his turn was succeeded by his only son Odha Khachar 
and the latter by Vajsur Khachar. When Colonel Walker enter¬ 
ed Kathiawar, Vajsur Khachar was reigning at Jasdan. The 
refusal of the Limbdi Darbar to pay “Pal or Valava” (a tax for 
guaranteeing protection) levied by the Jasdan Rulers led to 
Limbdi being looted by the latter. Vajsur Khachar’s personal 
bravery was so marked that his brother Kathis recognised him as 
their Chief. Vajsur Khachar established the Valava levy 
throughout the country. “Valava” was a guard which travellers 
in the country hired for their protection. His reputation was so 
great that his note was generally sufficient and equivalent to 
armed men. In 1788, he brought Arratam, Dhandhuka and 
Ranpur under the levy of his ‘Pal’ and in 1791 the Chief of 
Limbdi secured his country from his depredations by granting 
him a village. The return of a mare by Jam Saheb Jasaji to 
whom it was presented by Vajsur and the subsequent making 
over of it by the latter to a common Charan was regarded as an 
insult by the Jam Saheb whose troops plundered Jasdan. Vajsur 
Khachar withdrawing to Limbdi with his family, the Nawanagar 



forces returned after leaving a garrison at Jasdan, but Vajsur 
Khachar on the occasion of the marriage of Jam Jasaji presented 
Atkot to him and was allowed to re-occupy Jasdan. 


Government entrusted Dholera and ten other villages to the 
protection of Vajsur Khachar and also agreed to pay him Es. 
9,000 per mensem in view of his supplying to Government 400 
cavalry. He acquired 42 villages by conquest. He introduced 
the rule of primogeniture in Jasdan in supersession of the Kathi 
rule which provides for equal division of inheritance. Vajsur 
Khachar died in 1809 A. D.' and was succeeded by his only son 
Chela Khachar who conquered in 1811 the hill fortress of Lokad 
from Bhan Khachar of Bhadli and subdued the Taluka of Bhi- 
mora. The Valavo cess which was levied at the Vartej gate of 
Bhavnagar by the Jasdan Darbar was discontinued in his time 
as a result of mutual arrangements. Chela Khachar added about 
14 villages to his possession, some by conquest and some by pur¬ 
chase. He built a strong wall round Jasdan in 1828 A. D. He 
died on the 27th October, 1851, and was succeeded by Darbar 
Shri Ala Khachar who was born on the 30th April, 1831. A firm 
and foresighted Ruler, he introduced in his State the methods of 
British Administration. In recognition of his good Administra¬ 
tion Government were pleased to confer on him the title of 
C. S. I. in 1897 and subsequently he was the recipient of the 
Kaiser-i-Hind Medal of the first class (Gold Medal). He died in 
1904 A. D. and was succeeded by his eldest son Darbar Shri 
Odha Khachar II in whose reign a Railway line from Jasdan to 
Botad was constructed. He died on the 21st December, 1912, 
He was succeeded by Darbar Shri Vajsur Khachar II who was 
educated at the Eajkumar College, Rajkot. During the Great 
European War the State contributed suitably to its means, in 
men, money and materials. 

Darbar Shri Vajsur Khachar died on the 10th July, 1919, 
and the State owing to the minority of the heir-apparent, Darbar 
Shri Ala Khachar, was taken under Agency Management. In 
1920 arrangements were made for the administration being 
carried on through the Regency of Bai Shri Kamribai, the mother 
of the minor Chief, who justified the confidence reposed in her by 
the Government by her benevolent and peaceful administration 
in appreciation of which she was awarded the Kaisar-i-Hind 
Gold Medal. She made certain improvements in the adminis¬ 
trative system and adopted certain measures of public welfare. 
The Regency Administration terminated on the Ist December, 
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1924, when Darbar Shri Ala Khachar II, the present Buler, 
attained majority. 


Present History {Euler) 


Darbar Shri Ala Khachar II, the present Chief, who is a 
Lakhani Khachar of the Kathi tribe, was born on the 4th Novem¬ 
ber, 1906. He was educated at the Rajkumar College, Rajkot. 
He succeeded to the Gadi on the 10th June, 1919, and was in¬ 
vested with the powers of his State on the Ist December, 1924. 
He has adopted measures discouraging the use of liquor and 
opuim among his subjects. The powers of the State are as 
under:— 

Criminal: —Seven years’ rigorous imprisonment and fine 
to the extent of Rs. 10,000. 

Civil :—To the extent of Rs. 20,000. 

The Chief married in 1924 A. D. Bai Shri Kamalaba, 
daughter of Jebalia Nagbhai Kala, a Zamindar under Bhavnagar 
State.

medans took possession of the Chiefdom but before long they 
were deprived of it by Babi Mahomed Sher, the Nawab of 
Eadhanpur. Maharaja Abhaya Sinhji of Jodhpur, when appoint¬ 
ed to the Viceroyalty of Gujarat, drove away the Babi from 
Tharad and placed it in charge of a Nayak. The next Euler of 
Tharad was Chauhan Jetmalji, a cadet of the Wao House, who 
established himself there in 1736. Tharad then passed into the 
hands of the Diwan of Palanpur who secured it from Jetmalji 
at the instance of Eana Vajrajji, the head of the Wao House, 
who feared that Jetmalji might prove a dangerous rival. In 
1740 Karnaluddin Khanji, the Nawab of Eadhanpur, obtained cri¬ 
minal jurisdiction over Tharad. One Kanji, a Waghela Eajput 
of Marwad, who was in the service of the Nawab and whose 
gallantry had favourably impressed the latter, was placed in 
^arge of Tharad. Kanji claimed his descent from Lunaji 
Waghela of Sardhar, who being expelled by Vibhoji, the head of 
the Jadeja House of Eajkot, took up his residence in Marwad. A 
man of much talent and strength, Kanji before his death (1786) 
succeeded in making himself independent. His descendants are 
known as Sardhar Waghela from the circumstance that their 
ancestor Lunaji was the Chief of Sardhar. He was succeeded 
by his brother Eana Harbhamji who sought in 1820 the protec¬ 
tion of the British Government from a gang of marauders who 
infested the State. The gang was stamped out by the British 


authorities and the State came in contact with the Paramount 
Power from that date.

The Rulers of this State trace descent to Prathwiraj Chauhan, 
the last Hindu King of Delhi, who was defeated by Shahabudin 
Mahomed Ghori and was murdered in 1193.. The Chauhan clan 
is one of the four Agnikulas or fire tribes, who are supposed to 
have been brought into existence by a special act of creation of 
comparatively recent mythological date. The first of the clan 
was created by Vishnu at the Agni Kund (or firepit) at Gao 
Mukh on Abu and was called Chauhan because like the God 
himself he had four arms. The Chauhans are said to have come 
to Eajputana from Ahiohhatrapur in Eohilkhand about the 
inid^e of the eighth century and their capital was Sambhar, 


A few generations later, a branch of the family seems to have 
moved and settled at Nandol. Dedha Rao, one of the descend¬ 
ants of Prathuraj, on being expelled from Nandol, took refuge 
with his maternal uncle, the Parmar Chief of Tharad, whose 
Chiofdom he eventually inherited. 

During the reign of Rana Punjaji, seventh in descent from 
Dedha Rao, the State of Tharad was invaded by Mahomedans, 
Rana Punjaji was slain and the dynasty was overthrown. Rana’s 
wife, a Rajput woman of the Sodha clan, who was pregnant at 
that time, managed to escape with the help of Dipa Bhil to her 
parental homo at Nagar Parkar where she gave birth to a son 
Vajaji, who coming of age in 1244, founded Wao to the West 
of Tharad. Vajaji' made several inroads upon the Moslem 
conquerors, seized several villages and founded an independent 
Chiefdom of Wao. 

Rana Umedsinh, the eighteenth in descent, having no male 
issue, adopted Rana Chandansinhji, the fourth son of Thakore 
Dosaji of Dharadra and great grand-son of the 16th Rana 
Gajsinhji of Wao. Rana Chandansinhji ascended the Gadi in 
the month of June, 1884. The reign of Rana Shri Chandansinhji 
was marked by the restoration to the State, of jurisdiction over 
the Bhayati villages comprised in the Wao Thana. This transfer 
of jurisdiction which entailed the abolition of the Wao Thana 
took place in 1917. Rana Shri Chandansinhji died on the 26th 
May, 1924 and was succeeded by his son Rana Shri Harisinhji. 

Present History ( liuler ). 

Rana Shri Harisinhji, the present Chief, a Nadola Chauhan 
•Rajput, who was born on the 19th September, 1889, was installed 
on the Gadi on the 6th June, 1924. He was educated in the 
Palanpur Talukdari School.

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Ancient History (Origin). 

The Chief of Muli is a Rajput of the Sodha Parmar clan and 
claims descent from the line to which the celebrated Vir Vikrarn, 
Raja Bhoj and Jagdev Parmar belong. The Parmars, whose 
original home was at Thar Parkar in Sind, entered the peninsula 
of Kathiawar at about 1470-1476. Their leader was Lagdhirji. 
From an inscription in the Rataba well at Rampura under Wadh- 
. it seems that this Lagdhirji was alive in A. D. 1482 and was 
375 . Mahomed Begada of Gujarat. The

At this time Sayla was held by 
The rise and prosperity of the Parmars was displeasing 
They therefore resolved to pick a quarrel with the Parmars and 
an opportunity of doing so was not difficult to find. Once while 
on a hunting excursion a wounded partridge escaped from their 
hands and fell into the lap of Lagdhirji’s mother. Delighted at 
the pretext they advanced and demanded the partridge, but Lag¬ 
dhirji’s mother refused to surrender the bird which sought her 
protection. A lamb was offered in its stead but the Chabads 
persisted in their demand for th# bird. Eventually they oflfered 
to give Munjoji Parmar’s daughter in marriage to one of the 
Chabad leaders if trouble could be averted but the offer was re¬ 
jected, Thus the persistent attitude of the Chabads made war 
inevitable and a free fight ensued in which the Parmars fought 
with such constancy that the Chabads withdrew with a loss of 
^0 men slain. Of the Parmars one hundred and forty fell. 
Since this occurrence partridges are considered as sacred and are 
not shot in Muli. At the time of this fight Lagdhirji was at 
Wadhwan at Visaldev’s court. On receiving the news of the 
disturbance he feared an attack by Visaldev, whose wife was a 
Chabad Rajputani. But Visaldev pledged him his word that no 
harm should happen and remained steadfast inspite of his wife’s 
beseechings. 

But the Chabad queen did not give up her designs against 
the Parmars till she had obtained a promise from her husband to 


. v'mra 
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destroy-them. Visaldev, however believed he had discovered a 
way of keeping both his promise to the Parmars and to his wife. 
He directed the Parmars to subdue the two powerful Bhils Acuo 
and Fatio, who were plundering the territories of Waghelas. As 
luck would have it, success attended the Parmars and so what 
was meant for their destruction in effect brought them reward, 
the Raja recognising their gallantry by the grant of four 
Paragnas, Muli, Than, Chobari 

the j^cond ^ ats crossed the Rann and took 

shelter with the Parmars. Some accounts represent the Jats as 
fleeing from a Sind Ruler and other accounts say that they were 
driven out by Mahomed Begda during his invasion of Cutch. 
After much fighting the invaders who were in pursuit of 
the Jats seized Haloji, Lagdhirji’s brother and carried him 
off. Haloji embraced Islamism for which act of apostacy 
Mahomed Begda granted him the Paragnah of Ranpur. A 
'younger brother of Haloji also embraced the Mahomedan faith 
and received from the Sultan the Chovisi of Botad. His 
descendants are still to be found as Kasbatis in Dholka.

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Lagdhir ji died while attempting to save a Brahmin girl from 
the hands of a Moghal Chieftain and was succeeded by his son 
Bhojrajji and the latter by his son Chachoji. 

Chachoji was a man of some mark but he was .assassinated 
by Bhachoji of Sejakpur while offering his prayers in the'temple 
of the Jalia Mahadev. His wife became a Sati. Chachoji was 
succeeded by his son Ratanji. During his reign Aminkhan 
Ghori sent a force to levy tribute which he failed to pay and as a 
result a “ Thanah ” was posted at Muli. This interference was 
resented by Ratanji who went into outlawry but he was seized 
and beheaded by the officer in charge of the garrison. One Jaleo 
Jhalo, a friend of Ratanji, however retaliated by slayin g that 
officer. Such a chaos afforded the Kathis a chance of taking 
Than, Chotila and Chobari. The successors of Ratanji were 
Karanji, Jagdevji, Ramsinhji, Ratanji II, Kalyansinhji, Muloji, 
Ratanji III and Kalyansinhji II. When Colonel Walker’s 
Settlement was made with the Kathiawar Chiefs in 1807-08 
Ramobhai was the Chief of Muli. Ramobhai was succeeded by 
Vakhatsinhji who died childless and so was succeeded by his 
brother Sartanji who died on the 2nd June, 1894. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Thakore Shri Himatsinhji, who ascended the Gadi on 
the'22nd August, 1902, and died on the 3rd December, 1906. He 


was succeeded by his only son Harischandrasinhji, the present 
Chief.

I Ancieni History {Origin). 

The Ruling Fafnily of Patdi belongs to the Desai clan of 
Kadwa Patidar. The ancient history of this Ohiefdom is obscure. 
But from what can be collected from the available records, it 
appears, the original seat of Government was at Madhavati where 
ruled one Vrijpalji, fortieth in descent from the founder of the 
Chiefship. He founded the village of Unjha in the year .166 
A. D. and the village of Kavar near Idar was founded by Vrijpalji 

II in 344 A. D. Devpalji, fiftifourth in the line, who fell in battle 
against Samalia Sodha of Idar, was followed by his son Jetsinh, 
who killed Samalia Sodha in revenge for his father’s death and 
took Idar. Ajmalji, 61 degrees remote from the original ancestor, 
killed the Dewan of Idar on his demanding Salami (tribute) 
from him but fearing retalliation from the Chief of Idar for this 
act, he fled to Champaner to seek refuge with its Chief, Gam- 
bhirsinhji, who conferred on him seven villages in “ Inam 

Versinhji, seventifirst in succession, distinguished himself in 
the fierce battle between Patai Rawal and Sultan Mahomed Begada 
in which Patai was slain. This was in 1484 A. D. However 
Versinhji in company with other courtiers was taken to Ahmeda- 
bad as a prisoner of War. At this time, the turbulence of 
Viramdev, a Waghela Chief of Viramgam, annoyed the Sultan 
who challenged the captive Amirs of Champaner to reduce the 
recalcitrant Chief and the gauntlet was taken up by Versinhji. 
He marched against Viramdev, killed him in a struggle and took 
Viramgam. This pleased the Sultan so much that he conferred 
on him the whole district of Viramgam. 

Emperor Jehangir conferred on Venidas, ninth in line from 
Versinhji, the title of “Desai Shri” and granted him the right 
of recovering 7^ per cent, on the revenues of Jhalawad. 

During the reign of Bhavsinhji who was six degrees removed 
from Venidas, Sherbulandkhan, the Subah of Ahmedabad attacked 
and conquered Viramgam but it was subsequently recovered by 
Bhavsinhji who later on, made it over to Damaji Gaekwar in 
consideration of his assistance in defeating Khachar Mehra- 
manji of Bhemdad, the Mehevasi Chief of Padadhari and the 
Thakore of Sayla, retaining to himself twenty villages. Salt pans 
and the right of levying 7^ per cent, over Jhalawad revenues. 
Bhavsinhji then moved his capital to Patdi which has since re¬ 
mained the chief seat of Government.

There are .twb .different stories tolid as to how these villages 
came in possession ;df the Mulgirassia^of this place whose fore¬ 
fathers were origih&liy .the proprietors'of these villages. 

One story is as follows:—The ancestors of the present Mul- 
girassias were residents of Devdhari, a village under the Jasdan 
State. About 200 years ago one- Abhlo Jam wanted to marry 
a Kathi girl who was then living in the village of Turkha under 
Bhavnagar State. The father of the. girl conscious of his power- 
lessness, agreed to give his‘daughter in consideration of money. 
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and asked Abhlo Jam to come with a regular marriage procession 
according to the Kathi custom. Taking the advantage of the 
time thus given, the Kathis of Turkha collected all the Kathis of 
the neighbouring villages under the pretext that they v;ere guests 
on the marriage occasion. Abhlo Jam then came with a regular 
marriage party among whom were the Kumars of Wadhwan 
and Limbdi. States. After the reception given to the marriage 
party, the Kathi urged that both the parties should now play 
according to the Kathi custom the game of Goli Dada ( sll) 
and thereby managed to get all the members of the marriage 
party unarmed. The game began and the Kathi, who had 
managed to keep some 200 men at a distance of a mile or so, 
invaded the marriage party and killed Abhlo Jam and several 
others. The lives of both the Kumars of Wadhwan and Limbdi 
were in danger but were saved by the Kathi. These Kumars 
were then taken to their respective places and the Thakore of 
Limbdi gave to the Kathi the villages of Eai and Samla and the 
Thakore of Wadhwan gave the village of Timba and Sankli. 
Subsequently they lost the villages of Samla and Timba^ and 
remained in possession of Eai and Sankli till they were given 
over to the “Desai” the forefather of the present Talukdar. 

The other story is that the land covered by the villages of 
Sankli and Eai used to be merely waste land and the ancestor of 
these Mulgirassias, who was living in Devdhari, came to know of 
this. He alone separated from his brothers and settled on this 
land and began to populate it with shepherds who paid him 
“Maswadi”. 

Dewan Bapaji while recovering Peshkashi for his master, 
the Gaekwar, used to make his camp near the boundaries of this 
waste land and the Kathi used to serve him with his limited 
means. On being asked, as to how he maintained himself, the 
Kathi replied “on the income of Maswadi” and further stated 
that the States of Wadhwan and Limbdi were causing him much 
harassment. The Dewan said that he would give all help and 
protection if the Kathi were to give over these two villages under 
certain terms to his friend “Desai”. Accordingly a deed was 
drawn up and the Desaibhai began to populate the villages. 
Some say that the Kathi had approached the Dewan of Baroda 
for protection which the “Desai”, who used to travel with the 
Dewan, agreed to give. At the time of Colonel Walker’s 
Settlement the Desai was recognized as Talukdar and the Taluka 
is being governed by his heirs and successors. In view of the 
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short narration given in the book of “ Gujarat Rajasthan ” the 
second story seems to be more probable.

Desai Gopaldas the ex-Talukdar was deposed as he joined 
the non-co-operation movement in 1919-20. The question of 
succession to Eai-Sankli Taluka is under abeyance.

The Taluka is a Nagir-Brahmin holding, the ancestor of the 
family being Desai Monji Madanji. 

The village Vasavad is said to have been founded by one 
Vaso, a Bharwad by caste, near a large Banian tree (Vad) and 
the Name “ Vansawad " is accordingly attributed to this circum¬ 
stance, 


Ka Vika, a cadet of the Chudasama house of Junagadh, is 
said to have received it in appanage and his descendants ruled 
until the conquest of Sorath by the G-ujarat Sultans. Under the 
MoghulSj Vasavad was the head-quarters of a Parganah consist¬ 
ing of 97 villages. When and how it came to be a Desai holding 
is not clear. Possibly the ancestor of the Taluka received it in 
Desaigiri. 

During the classification, by Colonel Keatinge, of the Kathia¬ 
war States, the Taluka w'as awarded Fifth Class jurisdiction, 
which was temporarily resumed by the Agency in 1895 as a 
result of communal disturbances. Five years later the jurisdic¬ 
tion was restored to the Taluka which is now exercised by a 
Majmu Nyayadhish nominated by the representative Talukdars 
and approved by the Political Agent, Western Kathiawar Agency.

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Prayag Anant Phanse was the principal man from whom the 
present house of Vithalgadh arose. He was the Subedar of the 
Forts of Satara and Parali in the Maratha Kingdom. After the 
death of Maharaja Shiwaji, when Aurangzeb, the M oghal Emperor, 
invaded Bijapur, he chivalrously served the Marathas. For his 
loyal services he was granted a village named Kalamba and 
^veral various rights in other 15 villages by Maharaja Rajaram. 
These are still in possession and enjoyed by the present Talukdar 
of Vithalgadh. 

Prayagji Anant was the grand-father of Babaji Appaji, who 
became the Commander-in-Chief of Hovindrao Gaekwar. 

ancient name of Vithalgadh was Vantoo, and it formerly 
belonged to Lakhtar from which it was acquired by Babaji Appaji, 
^e famous Gaekwar General, in A. D. 1806. The Lakhtar 
laluka was freed from debts and the Chiefs of Limbdi and 
Wadhwan were checked from encroaching on the limits of Lakhtar 
laluka. Babaji also helped Morvi Thakore and received Hadala 
from ^tn. He also assisted the Babra Katbis and received from 
them Rasnal and Pipalwa and formed the present Taluka in the 
year 1806,
